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If citizens can speak,, so can teachers: attorney 
Teachers claim the right 
to address school board

Individual teachers in East Maine 


School Dlst. 63 have the right to speak at 
board meetings, according to an attorney 
for the East Maine teachers' union. 


East Maine Education Assn. attorney 


R. W. Deffenbatigb affirmed the teach- 
ers' rights at board meetings in response 
to the Dec. 4 incident where a teacher's 
request to speak before the board was 
denied. 


In a Dec. 27 letter to the East Maine 


board, Deffciibaiigh said teachers "must 
be given the right to speak" at board 
meetings. 


"If the board permits individual citi- 


zens the right to speak at a public ses- 
sion of the board of education it is be- 
yond question that the individual teach- 
ers must be recognized in the same man- 
ner as other citizens." he said. 


Deffenbaugh asked the board to con- 


Water system to be improved 


Des Plaines residents can expect to get 


more than just higher prices out of the 
water rate increase approved by the City 
Council. The higher rates also will pay 
for a major water system improvement 
program. 


Thu coui'dl approved an ordinance 


that will increase water rates by about 
43 per cent. The increase, the first ap- 
proved since 1970. also will pay for a S2.1 
million improvement program. 


The improvement program calls for 


the construction of a 4-million-gallon wa- 
ter storage tank and pumping station at 
Central Street r.ear the Soo Line R.R. 
tracks. 


CAKL t>\ Bl'ETrXER. a consultant 


who prepared the feasibility study on the 
city's water system in 1972, said the im- 
provements should eliminate the low-wa- 
ter pressure problems in Des. Plaines. 


He also stated the improvements would 


allow the city to pump a maximum of 54 
million gallons of water per day. Current 
water needs amount to about 18 to 19 
million gallons per day. 


While Buettner would not predict the 


system would be adequate for the city 
until the year 2000, he did state the city 


would have an adequate water supply 
well into the future. 


Construction on the water tank and 


pumping station could be under way 
within about three months. In addition to 
the tank and pumps the improvement 
program also calls for new water lines to 
be placed in several sections of the city. 
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tact its attorney "to avoid further'Con- 
flict in this matter."

Parents of junior high school stu 
dents later charged that teacher cut- 
backs forced the schools into new class 
structures that eliminate team teaching 
and individualized attention for students 


ONE TEACHER said Gemini students 


are "getting the best possible education 
the schedule permits," citing lack of free 
time for helping individual students, 
planning and grading work and for con- 
sulting with fellow teachers. 


"We have too many students and not 


enough time to interact," she said. 


Changes from last year's program in- 


cluded giving teachers an additional 
class hour to teach by eliminating their 
personal planning periods. Each teacher 


averages a daily classload of about 150 
students 


The department heads of home eco- 


nomics and industrial arts also criticized 
the switch from 18-week semesters to 13- 
week trimesters saying the 
change 


allowed them to teach only the basics. 


ON THE POSITIVE side, principal 


Donald Huebner cited the creation of 
Delta 78. a special team for under- 
achievers. He also noted that fine and 
practical arts teachers were added to 
each teaching team. 


"Things aren't perfect — there are 


most classes and more pupils," he said. 
"But the quality of teaching is not dimin- 
ished." 


Two parents criticized the board for

While state legislators push for passage of a rural aid bill 


insuring emergency fire and ambulance service to unincorpo- 
rated areas. Elk Grove Village officials will provide neighbor- 
ing unincorporated homes with protection on a serve-first bill- 
later basis. The Herald has learned. 


The plan, expected to he announced at a 2 p.m. press con- 


ference today, is in response to the death of an Elk Grove 
Township woman who was refused ambulance service by the 
village. 


In another development. The Herald learned yesterday that 


police and fire department tapes and records of the incident 
have been subpoenaed by the State's Attorney's office, which 
Is investigating the incident. 


The tapes are a record of Gary Pettee's Jan. 6 calls for 


ambulance help for his dying wife, Jean. Mrs. Pettce. Uii. 
eight months pregnant with her sixth child, died of a massive 
blood clot in her lung. Her husband's calls to the village were 
refused and referred because he had contracted for emergen- 
cy service with the Roselle Fire Protection District rather 
than Elk Grove Village. 


THE HERALD learned that village officials will pledge am- 


bulance and fire service to unincorporated areas, such as 
where the Pettees live, whether people have contracted for it 
or not. Village President Charles Zettek yesterday said he 
would not deny the information but could not confirm it ei- 
ther. 


The announcement of service is expected to come after 


local legislators give village officials their pledge to work for 
the rural aid bill. State Sen. David Regner, R-Mount Pros- 
pect. State Rep. Donald Totten. R-Iloffman Estates, and State 
Rep. Virginia MacDonald, R-Arlington Heights, are expected 
to attend. 


Regner said "I've been Informed that if the village has 


my commitment to work hard for legislation that would allow 
the townships to tax unincorporated areas and contrail for 
service, they (the village) would provide that service now on 
a pay-later plan. 


"NEEDLESS TO SAY. my commitment is total, It's a bill J 


first sponsored last spring. It was shelved in the Illinois 
House Committee on Counties and Townships, not on its own 
merits, but simply because it gave townships power," he 
said. 


"Obviously In light of the recent tragedy, that power could 


be a safety factor in some situations," said Regner. 


Totten said he too will pledge full support of the bill at the 


April session of the Illinois General Assembly. 


•'This bill would ensure that people living in unincorporated 


areas have fire protection and it would also give townships 
the power to collect taxes necessary to contract for thai ser- 
vice," he said. 


ELK GROVE VILLAGE officials, under fire for refusing 


the ambulance call from the Pettee's rural area, will play the 
tapes of that incident for the first time at today's conference 


Fire Chief Allen Hulett said the tapes will prove Pettee did 


not indicate a life-or-death situation when he called. Village 
President Zettek, who has refused in the past lo release the 
tapes or comment on them said he will do so now, "only 
because the tapes will show we did not heartlessly turn down 
a plea to save a dying woman, as some people are charging." 


Zettek said the refusal of service was in keeping with a 


village policy to answer calls from only those people in unin- 
corporated areas who contracted for the $42 a year service, 


"We did not arrive at this policy this month but have told 


people in surrounding areas for years we cannot service thorn 
without contract or payment because we owe our first service 
to those people of Elk Grove Village who pay for this depart- 
ment." 


ZETTEK SAID the village decision to hold a press confer- 


ence, answer all questions regarding the incident and play 
records of Pettee's calls for an ambulance "is a reluctant 
one." 


"The decision was finally arrived at because of the emo- 


tional upheaval this issue has created in the community " 


Zettek said lie has refused to comment in the past, because 


he thought to do so was cruel. "Mr. Pettee has lost a wife. 
and what point is there to argue the ifs of boundaries or 
legalities," said Zettek. 


"If there is any good that could come out of this it should 


be that state legislators see that everyone has protection," 
he added, 


Spokesmen from the state's attorney's office have said its 


investigation is not directed at Elk Grove Village but is rath- 
er a review of the entire incident. 


STEVE PERNICK of that office said yesterday the sub- 


poenas werfl issued because "we are trying to find out what 
happened. 


"Once we have found out what the facts are, we will-take a 


look at the statute books, review similar cases and then see 
where we can go from there. 
, 


"We have subpoenaed tapes and duty rosters as well as 


documents regarding ambulances and personnel — anyone on 
duty at that particular time," he continued. 


"After a review of all thi- facts we will make a determina- 


tion of what action will or will not be taken. 


"There is some questiou in my mind, based on the informa- 


tion we've received at this time, that they (Elk Grove Village 
Fire Department) were under any legal obligation to provide 
service to those people, not being under contract with them," 
he added.

Fire chief: recall decision has 'ruined my life' 


"When I recalled the ambulance I 


made 'a decision based on informa- 
tion I had — that decision has ruined 
my life and my reputation and sub- 
jected my family to horror," said 
Elk Grove Village Fire Chief Allen 
Hulett. 


Sleepless nights showed in the fire 


chief's 
red-rimmed 
eyes, as 
he 


slumped in his chair to tell a story he 
has refused to comment on since 
Jan. 6. 


"My statement would have then, 


and probably will now, sound like I 
am pointing the finger of blame at 
someone. God knows, I know how 
that feels and it is not my intent," 
Hulett said in an interview. "My sto- 
ry will be one of facts, not excuses," 
lie said.

"We were called by the police de- 


partment to answer an ambulance 
call to 277 Martha St. — convulsions 
were indicated. The equipment rolls 


immediately on an alert and while it 
was going out I recognized the ad- 
dress was not in our service area 
and recalled the units. 


"MY GOD, WHY didn't he (Gary 


Pettee) tell us his wife was dying. 
He didn't, and I made a decision that 
it was not a life or death situation. 


"Minutes later, in a second call. 


Pettee said his wife was having a 
miscarriage, still in my opinion, not 
a life-or-death situation," said Hulett. 


"I am not a doctor and I made the 


decision to transfer his pleas for help 
to the proper fire department based 
on past experience. I felt I owed the 
people in this village service before 
going out of our area. 


"My whole life and career have

Husband: 'there is no bitterness in my heart' 


"My wife and child are dead, yet 


there is no bitterness in my heart," 
said Gary Pettee, 277 Martha St., 
Elk Grove Township. 


Pettee said,he believes Elk Grove 


Village Fire Chief Allen Hulett "de- 
liberately called back an-ambulance 
answering my pleas for help to make 
a point " Yet, he added, "In another 
life-or-death situation, I'd make that 
same plea to Elk Grove." 


"They made a serious mistake — 


not that it would have changed any- 
thing, because I believe in the inevi- 
table," Pettee said in an interview. 


Pettee said 'much of the afternoon 


of his wife's death, Jan. 6, is lost in a 
blur of confusion. 


"I know I've made statements to 


news people recounting what I said 
to police and firemen but it's very 
hard to remember exactly what I 
said to everyone. All I know for sure 
is that I panicked when my wife fell 
to the floor and said she believed she 
was dying. I knew I had an ambu- 
lance contract with Roselle Fire De- 
partment but Elk Grove Village was 
closer so I called them," he said. 


"SHE HAD BEEN ILL all that day 


and stayed in bed complaining of bad 
leg pains. Later she got up to go to 


the laundry room,'' said the father of 
five. 


"She fell and dragged herself to 


the family room screaming to me 
that she was dying," he said. 


"I had stickers on all my phones 


with the number to the Roselle Fire 
Department we contract for ambu- 
lance service with, but instead of 
calling them I called the telephone 
operator and she contacted the po- 
lice." said Pettee. 


"As my wife was struggling on the 


floor I didn't remember the years of 
bitterness, arguments or 
harass-

County tax bills may jump in 1975

County-level taxes could increase $480 


to $5.80 per $10,000 of assessed valuation 
in 1975, the Civic Federation warned yes- 
terday. 


A final county board vote on three 


budgets totaling more than $430 2 million 
is expected at a 10 a m meeting today. 
Witness testimony on Pres. George 
Dunne's executive budget, a record pro- 
posal by the county Forest Preserve 
Commission and the budget of the county 
Health and Hospital Governing Commis- 
sion ended yesterday. 


If the budgets are approved, county 


taxpayers will be billed for $65.80 per 
$10,000 assessed valuation in two in- 
stallments due March 1 and Aug. 1,197S, 
said William J. McGlone, Civic Feder- 
ation director of development. Estimated 
1973 levy was $60 per $10,000 valuation. 


The budget hike could be reduced if 


the board accepts a $2 minion cut pro- 
posed by the hospital governing commis- 
sion yesterday or if the assessed valua- 
tion of property in Cook County increases 
from $23.7 billion. 


THE THREE BUDGETS set for board 


approval are: 


• Dunne's executive budget, which in- 


cludes $142.3 million in its corporate 
fund, a $16.7 million, or 10 per cent, in- 
crease. The total includes nearly $8 mil- 
lion to finance county elections March 19 
and Nov. 5, a 5.5 per cent wage hike for 
about 10,000 county employes and $1.5 
million to hire 137 new county employes. 


• A forest preserve budget of $10.7 


million that includes 5.5 per cent wage 
hikes for most employes and a 10 per 
cent hike for district law enforcement of- 


• A $134,621,556 budget for the hospital 


governing commission. State and federal 
government funds will provide about 
two-thirds of the budget total to run 
County, Cermak, Oak Forest and Me- 
morial hospitals. If the $2 million cut is 
approved, the county share of the funds 
will be about $47 9 million. 


The health and hospital budget was 


heavily criticized for "excessive waste" 
by county board members yesterday.

Fire saftey extension at nursing homes 
The administration told more than 8,000 nursing home oper- 


ators yesterday they could have up to two more years to 
make fire and safety improvements without losing federal 
aid.

Government auditors said Wednesday it is doubtful the na- 


tion will meet the legally prescribed goal of cleaning up its 
lakes and rivers by 1985. The General Accounting Office said 
the goal is jeopardized because of lack of coordination among 
government agencies responsible for the cleanup, and failure 
to spend enough money on basic research and development. 


Consumer income tops $1 trillion 


Consumer income in the United States topped $1 trillion for 


the first time ever in 1973, the Commerce Department report- 
ed. At the same time, it was reported U.S. industrial produc- 
tion declined by 0.5 per cent in December, the biggest loss in 
more than two years, because of a sharp cutback in automo- 
bile production and reduced consumption of gas and elec- 
tricity.

If a troublesome control gyroscope fails within the next few 


days, the Skylab 3 astronauts can still limp along for the 
remainder of their 84-day mission, flight officials said yester- 
day.

A law for better mileage?

Drivers who have said there ought to 


be a law against cars that get lousy gas 
mileage have a supporter in Adminis- 
trator Russell Train of the Environmen- 
tal Protection Agency. 


Tram said Wednesday that he will seek 


just that: legislation forcing the automo- 
bile industry to build cars that use less 
gasoline. 


Describing it as a plan "which has the 


potential of saving hundreds of thousands 
of barrels of oil per day," Train said the 
laws might involve taxes to discourage

Grand jury may probe tape erasure 


WASHINGTON (UPI) -US. District 


Judge John J. Sirica said Wednesday he 
is considering recommending a federal 
grand jury investigation of haw a crucial 
Watergate conversation was erased from 
one of President Nixon's tape recordings. 


The White House denied that Nixon 


personally had erased the 18V4 minute 
segment — either accidentally or deliber- 
ately — and cautioned against making 
"premature judgments" about the cause. 


Sirica spoke during a court hearing at 


which a Secret Service agent and a 
White House aide were questioned to de- 
termine who had access to the tape of 
Nixon's conversation with his then chief 
of staff H. R. Haldeman on June 20,1972, 
three days after the Watergate break-in. 


The testimony indicated that at least 


part of the erasure took place between 
1:15 pm. and 2:06 p.m. Oct. I, 1973, a 
period during which Rose Mary Woods, 
Nixon's personal secretary, said she was 
transcribing the tape. 


But it remains a mystery how the re- 


mainder of the 18% minutes was1 erased, 
since Miss Woods said a "possible acci- 
dent" that occurred while she was trans- 
cribing the tape^ would ^account for only 
four or five minutes of the gap. 


The hearing will continue today with 


more White House aides and Secret Ser- 
vice agents scheduled to testify. Assist- 
ant Watergate Prosecutor Richard Ben- 
Veniste said he had no plans to call Miss 
Woods to the stand in an effort to clear 
up the tape mystery. 


A team of court-appointed technical ex- 


perts testified Tuesday it appeared after 
two months of study that the original 
conversation on the tape had been wiped 
out by at least five and possibly as many 
as nine, erasures, all performed manual- 
ly. 


Sirica did not characterize the testi- 


mony he has heard about the tape. But 
he said in open court Wednesday what he 
had acknowledged privately for several 
weeks about what he might, do. 


"I have to decide — I might as well 


tell you in open court — whether or not 
I'm going to recommend to the special 
prosecutor this case should be submitted 
or whether the special prosecutor should 


seriously consider going to the grand 
jury " 


Testimony Wednesday by Secret Ser- 


vice agent Louis B. Sims, coupled with 
the experts' report, indicated that the 
erasure of the Nixon-Haldeman conver- 
sation could have occurred only on or 
after Oct. 1. 


That was the date the White House 


bought the Uher 5000 tape recorder with 


foot pedal for Miss Woods to^use in trans- 
cribing the Watergate tapes. This was 
the machine the audio exerts concluded

Indonesians9 anger 
turned on Chinese 


JAKARTA (UPI) — Tens of thousands of rioting In- 


donesians turned their anger on Jakarta's unpopular Chinese 
minority yesterday, burning, looting, and wrecking entertain- 
ment spots owned by Chinese It was the second day of riot- 
ing that began Tuesday when students rampaged through the 
city protesting the visit of Japanese Prime Minister Kakuei 
Tanaka 


The student leaders, however, disavowed the anti-Chinese 


violence and issued a call for calm. The original demonstra- 
tions were called to protest alleged Japanese domination of 
the Indonesian economy. 


Foreign Minister Adam Malik said Tanaka had agreed Ja- 


pan would not try to dominate this country's economy. Malik 
said Indonesia apologized for the hostile public reception, and 
said the government of President Suharto would survive the 
riots — first since the government seized power in a military 
coup in 1965 


Armed with table legs, billiard cues and bamboo staves, the 


rioters burned, looted and rampaged through the Chinese dis- 
tricts Thousands of rioters confronted army paratroops at 
one point, daring the soliders to move against them. But the 
army dispersed the crowd with tear gas. 


In the two days of riots, eight persons have been killed and 


35 injured. Damage to property was estimated at millions of 
dollars.

He then returned to Jerusalem, 
with indications that he would then come 
back to Aswan — continuing a pattern 
that began over the weekend. 


The big issue is troop disengagement 


along the Suez Canal, with Kissinger try- 
ing to find some acceptable formula for 
moving out Israeli and Egyptian troops. 


Israeli newspapers 
speculated that 


much of the talks centered on questions 
of security guarantees and enforcement 
of the scaling down of Egyptian forces 
and firepower on the East Bank of the 
Suez. Israel is reported asking for U.S. 
security guarantees to make up for con- 
cessions on the disengagement issue. 


A new urgency attended Kissinger's 


mission with a United Nations announce- 
ment that Egyptian and Israeli troops 
battled so fiercely on the outskirts of 
Suez City that U.N. Finnish peace-keep- 
ing troops had to evacuate one position 


and arrange a local cease-fire. The U.N. 
said it couldn't tell who started the shoot- 
ing. 


In a related development, new Tuni- 


sian Foreign Minister Habib Chatti said 
one of the first tasks after Tunisia's 


planned merger with Libya will be to 
settle differences between the two states 
over how to handle Israel. 


Tunisia has urged a moderate stand;

Chrysler recalling 160,000 
new cars because of defect 


DETROIT (UPI) — Chrysler Corp. 


said Wednesday it was recalling 159,149 
of its current model cars because of a 
defect in the suspension system that 
could result in a loss of steering control. 


The cars affected include some 1974 


model Dodge Monaco, Plymouth Fury, 
Chrysler and Imperial passenger cars 
built through Dec. 31 by Chrysler. A 
spokesman said about two-thirds still 
were in dealer stocks. 


There have been 13 reports in which 


the lower control arm on the cars has 
fractured, resulting in a loss of control. 
In one instance, the spokesman said, the 
driver lost control of his car while trav- 
eling at about 25 miles per hour, but .was 


stopped when he went off the road and 
into a ditch. 


While 13 instances of lower control 


arm failure have been reported, none in- 
volved collisions or personal injury to the 
cars' occupants, the spokesman said. 


Owners of the recalled cars were ad- 


vised to return the vehicles to their deal- 
er for installation of a reinforcement to 
the lower control arm at no cost. Dealers 
'will install the reinforcements in cars not 
yet delivered. 


The failures have been reported in the 


lower control arm which might fracture 
adjacent to the lower ball joint assembly 
in the car's suspension, Chrysler said.

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Minorities plan to 'open up suburbs'

.. Chicago-area civil rights groups are 
setting up a coalition organization to 
"open up the suburbs" to housing, job 
•and education opportunities for minor- 
.itles. 


The new organization, called the Sub- 


urban Coalition, will be announced Satur- 
day night at Arlington Park Towers hotel 
•at a memorial dinner in honor of Dr. 
Martin Luther King Jr., the late civil 
.rights leader. 


According to Clyde Brooks, chairman 


of the Southern Christian Leadership 
Conference (SCLC) suburban division, 
the SCLC wUI provide the major support 
lor the new group and will be joined by 
Operation PUSH and IS to 20 other Chi- 
cago and suburban minority organiza- 
tions. 


BROOKS, who will announce the new 


group Saturday, is expected to get sup- 
port from Rev. Jesse Jackson, head of 
Operation PUSH and featured speaker at 
the dinner. 


The coalition will deal with existing 


problems in the suburbs making use of 
increased muscle that a organization of 
groups provides. 


The coalition Is the first of its kind that 


deals primarily with the suburbs and 
their alleged lack of response in provid- 
ing housing and jobs to minorities. Other 
coalitions, in Detroit and Philadelphia, 
for example, which are comprised of city 
and suburban civil rights groups, have 
turned their attention mainly toward city 
problems. 


Among the major goals of the new coa- 


lition in the Northwest suburbs and else- 
where is the establishment of more low 
and moderate-income housing and the re- 
moval of barriers between blacks and 
whites. A more Immediate goal will be a

joint promotion of the Regional Transit 
Authority proposal, which will benefit 
both blacks and whites and make it eas- 
ier for everyone to get to their place of 
work. 


"A major drive will begin to find black 


workers who want to live out here but 
can't find a place or afford to," said 
Brooks. "We will support them to the 
hilt. We will fight for their right to do 
so." 


BROOKS said the new coalition, which 


will have an elective president and coun- 
cil, will be backed by "people power" 
and will focus on the suburbs "more so 
than ever before. 


"It will be a positive movement," he 


said. "Because of the Suburban Coalition 
we can make a great positive contribu- 
tion to the growth of the suburban com- 
munity in such a way so as <to be social- 
ly, economically and educationally ad- 
vantageous for all Americans, especially 
those who are poor and of a minority." 


Concerning housing, Brooks said attor- 


neys are currently looking at the law to 
determine if they can get court in- 
junctions to prevent industry from locat- 


ing in suburbs without low and mbderate- 
income housing plans.

'Brooks feels such a move would force 
the suburbs to take action to adjust their 
policies -because the prevention of com- 


• panics from moving to the suburbs would 
have an economic impact that would re- 
duce tax dollars. Also, he said, it would 
make other companies''think twice about 
moving to certain suburbs.

Another duty of the coalition would be

Several civil rights organizations were 


mobilized and a motorcade carried dem-

''cials to take action. It is this kind of 


direct action that the coalition hopes it 
won't ever have to take. If it does, ac- 
''cording to Brooks, the coalition will not 
spe&k as one voice but as many.

Opportunity Center hits 
Latino-income survey

Representatives of service organi- 


zations . that work..with Spanish- 
speaking Americans in.the Northwest 
suburbs have expressed concern that 
a survey recently completed for Har- 
per College paints too rosy a picture 
of the .status,of the .Latino commu- 
nity. 
,, 


The survey, conducted by Sam Bell 


of Diversified Technical Systems, a 
private consultant, interviewed 150 
Spanish-speaking persons, many of 
whom were choseir from telephone 
books. Average family income of 
those surveyed is $11,400 a year, with 
19.8 per cent earning less than $7,000 
a year and 15.6 per cent earning 
more than $15,000. 


In addition, the survey found those 


interviewed had lived in the area an 
average of four years, had smaller 
families than the national average 
for Spanish-speaking persons and 
had more education than the national 
average for their ethnic group. 


AT THE same time, however, per 


capita income of the Latinos sur- 
veyed was lower than for the general 
population of the Northwest suburbs 
and Latino, residents averaged less 
education than the general popu- 
lation. 


At a meeting of about 20 persons 


Tuesday at Harper, representatives 
of the Northwest Opportunity Center 


in.Rolling Meadows said they believe 
the study does not accurately reflect 
the characteristics of the Spanish- 
speaking persons in the suburbs be- 
cause so many of those interviewed 
were chosen from telephone books. 


A cross-check of the Northwest Op- 


portunity Center files showed that of 
.79 poor families the center works 
with in Palatine, only 11 were listed 
in the phone book, according to Mike 
Beck of the center. In addition, he 
said that - of 39 poor families in 
Wheeling working with the center 
only eight had telephones. 


"It seems like the survey really 


missed the hard core of the Spanish- 
speaking population of the area," 
Beck said. 


BELL DEFENDED the survey, 


saying that Latino families without 
telephones were interviewed by sur- 
veyors, either by using Northwest 
Opportunity Center files or referrals 
from other families. He said poor 
families are represented in the sur- 
vey and that "a number of people 
have severe problems, but that num- 
ber does not comprise the universe of 
Spanish-speaking people."

Chlorine shortage? 


Shortages of fuel may lead to a limited supply of gas chlo- 


rine, used to disinfect park district swimming pools, accord- 
ing to Park Director Robert Kunkel. 


All four park district pools use gas chlorine. An alternate 


form of the chemical such as tablets or powder may have to 
be used to clean pools if gas supplies are limited. 


Kunkel said the gas chlorine stored in tanks "does a better, 


safer Job" of cleaning pods. "One alternative would be to go 
to a powder or tablet form but the pool would have to be hand 
fed," he said. 


"With gas, you can set a dial or gauge and during the 


evening gas will continue to run according to the gauge so 
you can maintain readings." 


Kunkel was uncertain yesterday however whether the gas 


chlorine will be in short supply when park district pools open 
June IS.

said that as of Jan. 1, 1974, another re- 
duction of the federal excise tax went 
into effect. With the reduction, the gov- 
ernment will charge eight per cent tax 
on all services except installations. 


Under the federal excise, estate and 


gift tax of 1970, the excise tax rate on 
telephone service will be reduced one per 
cent each year until 1982, when the tax 
will be eliminated altogether. 


Suburb housing outlook not so bad 


by JOE SWICKARD 


The outlook for the 1974 housing mar- 


ket in the Northwest suburbs i» cautious- 
ly optimistic. 


The positive spotlight shines on in- 


creasingly available mortgage money. 
The limelight is less bright when focused 
on new home construction. Real and an- 
ticipated shortages of building material 
are blamed by some experts for dim- 
ming the outlook for the latter. 


Jack Kemmerly, of Kemmerly Real 


Estate Co., is one observer who feels the 
market is improving for those looking for 
a home in the Northwest suburbs. 


"The thinking has been very negative 


but now the money picture is getting bet- 
ter," he said. 


Kemmerly said prospective buyers are 


now turning to other sources besides sav- 
ings and loans for their mortgages. He 
said many persons are using, for the 
first time, alternative sources such as 
Veterans Administration and Federal 
Housing Administration financing. 


KEMMERLY CITED VA financing in 


recalling a local physician who recently 
purchased a home with no down pay- 
ment. 


"He (the doctor) had it available to 


him all these years and just never used 
it," he said. 


Kemmerly admitted the market pic- 


ture was not as bright as it was a few 
years ago when people saw the value of 
their homes double. 


"Last year people were gouging. The 


prices that were being asked were highly 
inflated. The market ate its head off. 
Now the average house stays on the mar- 
ket about two or three months, which is 
normal, before it would only stay on the 
market two or three weeks," he said. 


He said part of the problem was home- 


owners started to think of their house as 
an investment rather than a place of 
shelter. People expected, he said, high 
returns when it came time to'sell. 


"The key," Kemmerly said, "is that 


the market has plateaued." 


PLATEAU OR NOT, Kemmerly said 


the first week in January "was the best 
we've ever had." 


Nathan Parmet, sales manager for 


Miller Builders Northgate subdivision in 
Arlington Heights, also reported a big 
week to start off the year. 


"We sold three homes the first week in 


January. This is in comparison to De- 
cember when we didn't sell any," he 
said. 


Parmet said December is traditionally 


stow because of the holidays. He said the 
first part of the year is traditionally fas- 
ter, but three homes in the first week is 
well above the norm. 


"We're getting young people who can 


put down a lot of money right away. 
They have good jobs, but not the kujd 
where they can put down that amount," 
he said. 


He surmised 'the young people were 


getting these Substantial down payments 
from relatives willing to help them buy 
their first home. 


KEMMERLY AND Parmet disagree 


whether the usury rate (maximum inter- 
est allowed on a loan) will be raised 
above the current 8 per cent ceiling in 
Illinois. 


Parmet contends it would be political 


suicide for a legislator to sponsor a bill 
raising the rate. "It would Just kill him 
with the voters," he said 


Kemmerly said the trade unions would 


actively push for higher rates. His theory 
is the more money available for con- 
struction, the more work for the union 
carpenters and plumbers, and thus it is a 
politically realistic move to raise the 
usury rates. 


Even with money more available for 


mortgages, housing may be difficult to 
find for the first time buyer. Inflation 
continues to boost prices up in the new 
home field. 


Some home builders are predicting a 


six to eight per cent rise in construction 
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costs which would carry over to the pur- 
chase price of the new bouse. 


Robert W. Starck, president of Robert 


W. Starck and Co. Realtors, said be was 
"most optimistic" about the current 
market. 


He said, like others, he expected an « 


per cent inflation rate in housing this 
year. 


HE SAID POTENTIAL buyers' concern 


about a tight and expensive money mar- 
ket caused business to level off last fall. 
"Now It's evident prices are going still 
higher," he said. "It's better to pay 8 per 
cent interest for a mortgage than ride 
the inflation we're going to have." 


Hel like Kemmerly and Parmet, said 


despite cold weather and gasoline short- 
ages the past few weekends have been 
busy. 


The tight money and rising costs may 


have acted to shield another factor: 
shortages in vital construction materials. 


Reinforcing steel, cement, asphalt, in- 


sulating board, plumbing fixtures and 
bricks all are in short supply going into 
1974. 


Cement product has been cut back and 


some plants may have to close because 
they do not meet environmenatl control 
standards. Cement is costly to ship 
over long distances because of its weight. 


SOME BUILDERS claim they have 


been rationed on the number of bricks 
they can receive, with a six-month delay 
and limited color choice. 


At least one large brickyard in Illinois 


stopped operations in December. 


Despite rising costs and shortages the 


picture is bright in places. Bell Federal 
Savings has started lending mortgage 
money again. 


In late 1973, Bell stopped lending 


mortgage money. The new mortgages 
now can be written for 80 per cent of the 
cost of the home at 7.9 per cent interest. 
Prior to the freeze, Bell was requiring 30 
per cent down and giving 70 per cent 
mortgages. 


However, the picture varies in the 


Northwest suburbs. Arlington Federal 
Savings and Loan is making 80 per cent 
"conventional" mortgages to customers 
and non-customers at 7.8 per cent inter- 


est 


PALATINE SAVINGS and Loan Assn. 


is just making the loans on a "limited 
basis " Mount Prospect Federal Savings 
and Loan Association still has their mort- 
gage moratorium in effect. 


Home Data, Inc., a Hinsdale research 


firm, foresees Schaumburg as ex- 
periencing continued growth in the hous- 
ing market. The firm is not alone in their 
assessment of that town. Bell Federal's 
Survey of Building listed Schaumburg as 
the new housing leader for last year. 


According to the Bell Survey, 1,209 


homes were built there last year, as well 
as 932 apartments. 


Kemmerly made another forecast for 


1974 based on the economic climate. He 
said the shortages and rising costs might 
limit new homes. As a result, older 
homes will be more attractive to buyers. 


Starck said he expects housing to con- 


tinue to sell. "... In spite of the fact 
some economists are talking recession, 
people have to have housing. I don't 
think they'll deny themselves one.of these 
basic values in life."

budget and personnel cutbacks last (all, 
but reached Into his Christmas stocking 
to find funds for the criminal justice de- 
partments without boosting the corporate 
levy. About 64 per cent of the corporate 
fund is allocated for protection of citizens . 
and property and another 25 per cent is 
tabbed for general government, assess- 
ment and collection of taxes. 


Dunne said extra money came from 


five sources — $4 million from interest 
on investments, $2 million from earlier 
disbursement of taxes which avoided 
purchasing tax anticipation warrants, 
$1.3 million from the county's new car 
sales tax, $1 million from late tax penal- 


ties and $6.75 million of money carried 
from 1973. 


"Unnecessary surpluses" were criti- 


cized by the Civic Federation which 
charged that elimination of the carry- 
over funds would have reduced taxes 6.3 
cents per $100 assessed valuation. The 
federation also called for a centralized 
personnel program to include all county 
employes, a review of county tax policy 
in unincorporated areas and preparation 
of a six-year capital improvements budg- 
et which would lead to "more orderly 
planning of major construction projects." 


The Civic Federation said that a 62 per 


cent jump in cost of administering the 
county pension fund is excessive and 


should be reexamined. 


THE FEDERATION praised improved 


county budget procedures, start of a job 
work-order program to "better utilize 
personnel," a reduction in the number of 
temporary employes and a joint purchas- 
ing program started with the City of Chi- 
cago. 
. 


The corporate fund tax levy was frozen 


in 1972 by board resolution. Estimated 
revenue in 1974 will be about $55.8 mil- 
lion, based on a $23 per $10,000 of as- 
sessed valuation levy. Other revenue will 
come from $22.7 million,in federal reve- 
nue sharing. About $2 million in revenue 
sharing funds is not appropriated in 
Dunne's budget. 


44% boost in county election 
budget hit by GOP hopeful 


The topic of the Cook County Board 


meeting was Pres. George Dunne's exec- 
utive budget. 


The speakers waited on a long list to 


offer budget praise, requests for addi- 
tional funds and charges of unnecessary 
spending. 


Then, came Lola Flamm. 
She began demurely. "I speak for my- 


self as a private citizen. . . I am specifi- 
cally concerned about the allocation of 
funds to the county clerk election divi- 
sion." 


MRS. 
FLAMM OF Evanston had 


launched into page two of her statement 
— where she noted that the election divi- 
sion budget will increase 44 per cent to 
M.6 million this year — when the protest 
began. 


"There's a tinge of political flavor in 


the remarks being made. This is not the 
place," Dunne said. 


"Is Mrs. Flamm running for public of- 


fice herself?" Democrat Comr. John 
Stroger asked. 


"Yes, sir. 1 am the Republican candi- 


date for county clerk," Mrs. Flamm 
said. 


"1 am asking you to take responsibility 


for the money you appropriate," she said 
as Comr. Jerome Huppert, chairman of 
the finance committee meeting, ruled

her out of order. 


MRS. FLAMM'S speech ended about 


five-and-a half pages short of its typed 
conclusion. And, the commissioners con- 
tinued their budget hearing without look- 
ing for her message. 


What the commissioners missed was; 


Mrs. Flamm's fear that county election 
machinery will become a new "battle- 
ground for federal lawsuits, injunctions 
and disciplinary actions" under direction 
of County Clerk Stanley Kusper. 


Kusper was chairman of the Chicago 


Board of Election Commissioners during 
the last city election and'Kusper was de- 
fendant in a recent federal court suit 
that led to formation of election guide- 


lines by Judge Hubert Will in a Dec. 20, 
1973 decision. 


"Why was it necessary for a lawsuit of 


this magnitude to have been filed? Why 
did a federal judge have to order obser- 
vance of the law in such details? The in- 
escapable conclusion is that it was be- 
cause of the manner in which the in- 
cumbent county clerk, Mr. Kusper, chose 
to conduct the board of election commis- 
sioners," Mrs. Flamm's speech said. 


WILL'S RULING called for training of 


election judges, registration officers and 
canvassers; a five-day deadline before 
elections for party chairmen to submit 
supplemental lists of election judges; ra- 
dio-equipped vehicles to aid in in- 
vestigation of election-day irregularities;

Emergency room misunderstandings 
Impatient public tough to deal with

Last of a series 


Most people are disillusioned by their 


first visit to an emergency room. 


Conditioned by television and movies, 


they expect quick treatment from a 
warm and sympathetic staff. Nobody 
fills out bothersome forms and nobody 


Instead, emergency room patients find 


long waiting lines, harried staff mem- 
bers and high costs. 


"Everyone likes-instant service like at 


McDonald's," Monica Kulikowski, R.N., 
supervisor of the Northwest Community 
Hospital emergency room, said. "We 
aren't running a factory." 


HOSPITAL OFFICIALS are constantly 


battling the image of doctors idling be- 
hind closed doors while patients suffer in 
the waiting room, according to Renee 
Lameka, R.N., patient care manager of 
the Holy Family Hospital emergency de- 
partment. 


"We take people on a first come, first 


served basis with priorities taken first," 
she said. "We don't keep anyone waiting 
if they are bleeding or in any distress." 


"It seems to many people like we're 


doing nothing. When the doors are 
closed, they don't know what's going on 
inside," Mrs. Lameka added. 


Dr. Stanley Zydlo, MESA chief of 


emergency services at Northwest Com- 
munity Hospital, notes that people who 
complain about waiting don't understand 
"triage" or the sorting out of patients by 


the seriousness of the injury or illness. 


"Someone who can't breathe goes be- 


fore someone who's been waiting an hour 
with a cut lip," he said. "If people com- 
plain, I say 'Don't get mad at me, I just 
saved a kid's life.' The cut lip can wait." 


DESPITE LARGER staffs, emergency 


rooms "can't see and treat everybody at 
once," according to Mrs. Lameka. 


"A patient may be very sick with ab- 


dominal pains. Meantime the doctors are 
inside trying to resuscitate a heart 
patient. I think people forget this," she 
said. 


Staff members try to facilitate treat- 


ment by processing a patient before the 
doctor sees him — ordering X-rays, soak- 
ing cuts, cleaning wounds. 


"It seems like we're doing nothing but 


there's always something being done for 
someone," she said. 


Dr. Robert Anringer, director of 


emergency medical services at Lutheran 
General Hospital, said, "We see people 
in the emergency room on the average 
faster than a doctor sees patients in his 
office — and they have appointments." 


"The true emergencies aren't waiting 


in the hall dying. We get all the acute 
emergencies in the treatment room right 
away," he said. 


VISITORS to the emergency room also 


complain about hospital officials' seem- 
ing obsession with permission forms, in- 
surance information and background in- 
formation. 


"We've got to know who we're dealing 


with — the patient's name, age and ad- 


dress," Mrs Lameka said. "We're work- 
ing with a lot of people and we have to 
have some cross-check " 


While laymen may consider consent 


for treatment unimportant, hospitals are 
"in big trouble if we treat someone with- 
out consent," she added. 


"The only reason doctors require con- 


sent is because Americans are so suit 
conscious," she said "If it's a life-threat- 
ening situation we'll go ahead without 
consent but you can't cram medical help 
down people's throats " 


Dr. Anzinger notes that doctors are 


open to criminal charges if they treat a 
patient without his permission 


"I have to have a release form. If I 


stick a patient with a needle or operate 
without permission, that's assault," he 
said. 


ALTHOUGH hospitals request insur- 


ance information when admitting a 
patient to the emergency room, "no one 
is turned away because they don't have 
insurance or money," Dr. Zydlo said. 


"We try to keep the information gath- 


ered to a minimum before a patient is 
seen. We get the information and look 
into the bill after treatment," he said. 


People complain about the callousness 


of discussing money in an emergency sit- 
uation, but Dr. Anzinger notes, "We 
can't lose money and keep going." 


"We try to collect from people who 


don't have an insurance program before 
they leave," he said. "If they can't pay 
at the time we don't bother them. We 
don't always collect." 


Perhaps the largest public outcry is 


against the high costs of emergency 
care Minimum rates at the four local 
hospitals range from a low of $17 at 
Northwest Community Hospital to a high 
of $19 50 at Lutheran General Hospital. 


HOSPITAL officials blame the in- 


creased costs on several factors, in- 
cluding better staffing, more expensive 
equipment, a shortage of medical goods, 
and the growing number of people using 
the emergency room. 


Jackie Carrier, R N , ambulatory ser- 


vice manager at Alexian Brothers Medi- 
cal Center, said emergency rooms "have 
to maintain a highly skilled staff and lots 
of equipment in a 24-hour readiness 
state " 


"It's like going to a specialist for treat- 


ment They charge more, too," she said. 


Three local hospitals — Alexian Broth- 


ers, Holy Family and Lutheran General 
— charge patients a flat rate for doctors' 
and nurses' fees. Charges for additional 
equipment or services, such as suture 
sets and X-rays, are extra. 


EMERGENCY 
ROOM 
patients 
at 


Northwest Community Hospital are bill- 
ed on a sliding scale with a minimum $7 
fee for the use of the emergency room 
and $10 for the doctor's fee. Both fees 
can increase depending on the treatment 
given and the equipment used. 


Hospital officials realize that bad feel- 


ings arise because of a lack of commu-

'It's getting heavier' 
Mother tells district board 
of drug problem in schools 


by KATHERINE BOYCE 


The family problems caused by teen- 


age drug abuse found their way into the 
High School Dist. 214 Board room this 
week as a mother tearfully appealed to 
the board for help with her son. 


The mother of a Buffalo Grove High 


School student who was suspended from 
school for possession of marijuana told 
the board Monday that the six-day sus- 
pension her son received from the school 
"was not a punishment to him. All it 
taught him is that he had an extra week 
off from school." 


Under Dist. 214's policy on drugs, a 


student caught using illegal drugs is sus- 
pended until he or she brings in a note 
from the doctor saying he has discussed 
the drug problem with the student. 


THE BUFFALO GROVE woman asked 


the board to come up with a better way 
of helping students who are using drugs, 
possibly through a drug clinic offered by 
the school. 


"There is a drug problem in Dist. 214 


and it's getting heavier," she said. 


The board listened to the boy's mother 


in public session for more than an hour 
as she told how she noticed a change in 


her son's behavior last August, how she 
has talked with him and tried to help 
him, how the boy helps pay the electric 
bill for the family now that his father is 
out of work after 25 years, and how she 
fears for the future of her younger 
daughter and 10-year-old son. Through 
tears she pleaded with board members to 
come up with a way to help students who 
have turned to drugs. 


Board member Jack Costello said the 


answer may lie in some way "to shame 
the youths in the eyes of their own 
peers," The mother said she was doubt- 
ful it would work. When her son returned 
to school he was "greeted with open 
arms by other students. He's a martyr in 
their eyes." 


She said one reason her son smokes 


marijuana is because other kids do it 
and it is a way of making friends. They 
even share it with each other as a token 
of freindsbip, she said. 


BOARD MEMBER Arthur Aronson 


said he sees no alternative to suspension. 


"We know it's not working 100 per cent 


but we know keeping him in school won't 
either," he said.

The boy's mother said all her children 


help out in the family. While she works, 
the daughter cooks and cleans house, and 
the son helps pay the bills. "There is no 
problem in love, in understanding and 
communication," she said. 


"Some parents feel we're closing our 


eyes to this and we're not," said Aron- 
son. "We just don't know where to turn." 


The board commended the woman for 


her bravery in coming to the board and 
for her concern, not just for her own son, 
but for all students. They promised her 
they would try to find some answers. 


Board members said they hope an an- 


swer may lie in a new program for edu- 
cating teachers on teen-age drug abuse. 


RICHARD HEMME, a teacher at Elk 


Grove High School, told the board about 
a 14-week course in drug abuse he has 
developed. 


"I think the teachers are the most una- 


ware of the drug scene," he said. "If a 
teacher knows something at 8 a.m. he 
can keep the kid from going down at 
noon." 


Speakers from law enforcement, juve- 


nile and health agencies will speak to the 
teachers for two hours each Tuesday be- 
ginning Jan. 22. 


Students and parents will also be in- 


vited to participate in videotaped dis- 
cussions to be shown to other teachers in 
Dist. 214, Hemme said. Costello volun- 
teered to take part in the program as a 
board member.

been to save life and I don't know 
how to answer critics who call me 
calioti!, or heartless," he said. 


"I MD WHAT I had to do and was

If it had 
been only my decision, I would have 
made the same decision and that is 
to ensure that people of Elk Grove 
Village have protection first.

now, is that this harrowing ordeal 
will end with hope for the people in 
unincorporated areas and that they 
somehow will all have the fire and 
ambulance protection by a state de- 
cree. 


"For me this means an end to hope 


and a career," said Hulett. 


HE IS A SHAKEN — nearly bro- 


ken man. His mail is filled with hate 
letters from people across the coun- 
try who've read stories of the Elk 
Grove incident in their local news- 
papers.

death." 


PETTEE SAID the village ambu- 


lance has made hundreds of ambu- 
lance calls into the unincorporated 
area. "On the day they refused my 
call I believe they were making a 
point. 


"I can't remember how many calls 


I made to police and fire depart- 
ments. I'm not even sure which ones 
I called, I called again and again and 
kept running out to the road to watch 
for the Roselle Ambulance. 


"It was heartbreaking for me to 


know that the hospital was just a few 
short blocks away and the Elk Grove 
ambulance was so close and yet na( 
coming," he said. 


"It took so long, my wife struggled 


and struggled for about 20 minutes 
and I think when the Roselle ambu- 
lance arrived she was not breath- 
ing," Pettee said. 


"They made a heartless decision 


they must now live with," he said. 
"All I know is I will never, contract 
with them for service. I'M stay with 
Roselle — far away or not."

emergency service. A nearby Elk Grove 
Village ambulance was called back and 
the woman had to wait while the Roselle 
ambulance traveled about six miles to 
the Pettee home. 


Koeppen said the departments, merely 


verified that the current practice would 
continue. "We always did have some sort 
of agreement," he said. "If someone is 
really in trouble, we go and then radio 
the correct department." 


The patient would receive emergency 


treatment on the scene until the proper 
department arrived, .Koeppen added. 
"We've done this for years."

Dist. 214 wrapup 
More cash sought 
to pay off schools 


High School Dist. 214 will ask the state for $451,466 to pay 


off bonds used to build Rolling Meadows and Buffalo Grove' 
high schools and to reduce the tax rate for residents. 


Board members agreed Monday to apply for the money 


through the Illinois Capital Development Board assistance 
programs created by the state legislature last summer. ' 
School districts may apply for funds to help build new schools ' 
and pay off bonds for schools that were approved by referen- 
; 


dura after Jan. 1,1969. 


Residents passed an $8.75 million referendum hi 1969 to build 


Rolling Meadows and a $10.5 million referendum for Buffalo 
Grove High School in 1971. 


Robert Weber, assistant superintendent for business ser- 


vices, said the 32.75-cent per $100 assessed value tax rate 
being used to pay for the two buildings would be reduced by 
about 4.5 cents if the funds are approved. The reduction 
would not take place until a year after the funds are received, 
he said. 


Weber said the district may apply for more money again 


next year to pay off more bonds. Next year's request would 
probably be about the same as this year, he said. 


Bus service rates to rise 7% 


High School Dist. 214 will pay 6.75 per cent more for school 


bus service next year through a contract it has negotiated 
with two bus companies now serving the district. 


The district has three-year contracts with Ritzenthaler Bus 


Co., and Cook County School Bus Co., which expire at the end 
of this school year. Board members agreed to extend the 
contract for an additional year instead of asking for bids for a 
new contract on bus service. 


According to Nelson Lowry, director of non-instructional 


staffing, bus service bidding will be more competitive next 
year because many of the elementary school districts in the 
area will also be asking for bids. 


Niles Township High School Dist. 219 was criticized recently 


by the Better Government Assn. for negotiating its bus con- 
tract instead of bidding. 


However, Supt. Edward Gilbert said he checked with Dist. 


214's attorney and officials in the state school superintend- 
ent's office and was advised to go ahead and negotiate a one- 
year extension on the contract. Dist. 214's situation is differ- 
ent, he said, because it is not negotiating a new contract but 
only a one-year extension. 


The daily rates for both Cook County and Ritzenthaler for 


next year are 6.75 per cent higher than this year. Ritzentha- 
ler's rate will increase from $41.90 to $44.73 per bus per day, 
and Cook County's will increase from $44.24 to $47.22. Rates 
for charter buses and athletic buses will also be higher next 
year. 


Substitute asks for pay hike 


One of High School Dist. 214's substitute teachers says he's 


not being paid enough for his services. 


Donald Kousnetz appeared before the board of education 


asking for a raise in the $28-per-day pay rate for substitute 
teachers. "It's not in line with today's living. We are on the 
bottom of the economic scale," he said. 


Board members heard a similar appeal from another sub- 


stitute teacher last November, when the board agreed to 
raise the rate from $27.50 to $28, increase the hourly rate 
from $5.50 to $5.60, and the rate substitutes earn after 10 days 
on the same job from $33 to $33.60. 


Next September, the daily rate will be raised to $28.50, the 


hourly rate for substitutes to $5.70 and for teachers of home- 
bound students to $6.50, and the doily rate after 10 days will 
be raised to $34.20. 


Board member Richard Bachhuber pointed out that there 


are many substitute teachers available to Dist. 214 and he 
couldn't justify a pay increase to taxpayers in the district. 
The board decided to stick to the rate they are paying now 
and increases planned for next year.

DETROIT — The nation's recreation

pooled transportation beyond that pos- 
sible with mass transportation and car 
pools," says Chester Devenow, chairman 
and president of Sheller-Globe.

and reading lights, paneled walls, carpet- 
ed floor, work tables, coffee counter and 
other amenities to accommodate 16 per- 
sons.

Checklist makes it easier 
to find good insurance men

that old blues song. "A Good Man I* 


Hard to Find," has been revived by 
Pennsylvania's commissioner of insur- 
ance, with a slight change in the title. 


"A good insurance man is hard to 


find." he laments. So he's making it eas- 
ier for the citizens of his state to find one 
by distributing "rate your agent" check- 
lists, one for life and health agents, an- 
other for property-liability agents. 


Most of the checklist questions apply 


equally to either kind of agent. And cer- 
tainly it's true, as Commissioner Herbert 
S. Denenberg says, that "a good agent 
can be worth his weight in gold; a bad 
one can be a disaster." 


SO WE'll pass along a condensed ver- 


sion of his checklists, hoping it will en- 
able you to find one of those nuggets of 


Personal 
finance 


Zero in first on the general profes- 


sional qualifications of an agent or bro- 
ker. As a very minimum, he should 
make it his full-time business. "Avoid 
part-timers and the incompetent broth- 
ers-in-law." 
.Is he well-established as an agent, or 
with a well-established agency? Does he 
have at least four years' experience in 
the insurance business? And finally, if 
he's a thorough professional, he'll have 
done the course work and passed the 
exams for a CLU designation (Chartered 
Life Underwriter) or CPCU (Chartered 
Property and Casualty Underwriter). 


The agent or broker with such profes- 


sional qualifications will in all likelihood 
meet the pragmatic tests of a good insur- 
ance man: 


Can you reach him when you need him 


— or do you get just an answering ser- 
vice, or a phone that rings without an- 
swer? Does he return calls or answer 
correspondence promptly? 


DOES HE do more than just send you 


bills every so often? Does he touch base, 
at least once a year, to see whether you 
need changes in your insurance pro- 
gram, changes of beneficiaries, etc.? 


Does he explain your policies in such a 


way that you really understand them? 


Explain cost and coverage differences 
between companies. Does he compare 
the cost of life policies in terms of inter- 
est-adjusted cost? 


Does he explain the use of deductibles, 


in property and auto policies, to reduce 
premium cost*? 


Has he ever made any suggestions that 


reduced the amount of your premiums? 


When you have a claim, does he help 


to see that you're paid promptly and, 
fairly? 


For your agent to get a passing mark, 


says Commissioner Denehber, you should 
be able to answer "yes" to at least 67 
per cent of these questions. That's "not 
an acid test, of course," he says, "but it 
may give you a good idea of what you 
should expect from an agent." 


FINALLY, THERE are a couple of 


negative indications that may, by them- 
selves, constitute a test: 


Does your agent make a habit of ad- 


ding on service fees, or other extra 
charges, over and above the premium? 


Does he require you to buy life insur- 


ance, or homeowners coverage, as a con- 
dition of getting auto insurance? "If an 
agent tries this," Denenberg suggests, 
"you probably have the wrong agent." 


Is it realistic to expect an insurance 


man to give you the kind of personalized 
service stipulated by this checklist? Or is 
it simply a fact of life — as Denenberg 
admits that some will argue — that in 
this age of the computer and mass mar- 
keting, the sellers of insurance no longer 
render personal service? 


"We're old - fashioned enough to think 


that they should," is the commissioner's 
position, "and that some still do."

Retirees should plan well 
before making the big move 


Some 800,000 Americans will retire 


in 1974. 


Of these, nearly 118,000 individuals 


will relocate. Many of the newly re- 
tired breadwinners will travel to re- 
t i r e m e n t communities or areas 
closer to their children. 


"The grass is not always greener 


elsewhere, however, and the cost of 
living could be higher than at home 
— a fact that persons planning re- 
tirement should certainly take into 
consideration." says W. Scane Bowl- 
er. He's executive officer of the Pio- 
neer Western Corp. "Without finan- 
cial planning during their income 
producing years — including alloca- 
tions for a possible move — many of 
these people could wind up with in- 
comes well below present national 
poverty levels." he said. 


IN DOLLAR and cents terms, 


Bowler explains that the average an- 
nual budget of 197O retired husband 
and wife must be pegged at $5,855, as 
compared to '73's total of 93,421 — 
about an 8 per cent increase to meet 
higher costs. 


He points out that Social Security 


payments to this couple will cover 
only about 61 per cent of their ex- 
penses — or $3,370 annually. 


"Somehow, an elderly couple must 


find an additional $2,285 - or $190 


monthly — in pension benefits or in- 
come from savings or investments in 
order to fulfill their budgetary needs 
in 1974," Bowler notes. 


"This modest income is within the 


reach of most retirees, but only if 
they set a definitive retirement goal 
early while regularly employed. Nu- 
merous programs are available to 
achieve a couple's financial objec- 
tives and they can be tailored to fit 
almost any income." 


BOWLER PROJECTS the average 


retired couple's expenditures for '74 
at $1,693 for food; $2,093 for housing 
expenses — rent, furnishings, utili- 
ties and upkeep; $495, trans- 
portation; $319, clothing; $470, medi- 
cal care: $783, other items — recrea- 
tion, reading material, personal care, 
gifts for children and grandchildren, 
an occasional visit to relatives. 


He adds that those retirees plan- 


ning to make long-distance moves 
should be aware that it may well 
cost them more in another part of 
the country. In some areas, for ex- 
ample, living costs run as much as 
10 per cent above the national aver- 
age. "Those approaching retirement 
age should do their financial plan- 
ning now so their later years will be 
full of new opportunities free from 
financial worry," he concluded.

The environment 
U.S. funds curb 
irks ecologists 


by LEA TONKIN 


What are friends for, anyhow? The President's move this 


week to Impound federal funds for rivers and streams clean- 
up projects, and to authorize cuts in spending for nuclear 
safety programs draws fire from environmentalists. It was 
only last Nov. 17 when Nixon talked in a speech about being 
remembered for his contributions to peace, prosperity, ener- 
gy and the environmental field. Now the sincerity of his offer 
of friendship to environmentalists is in doubt. 


The decision to authorize the Office of Management and the 


Budget to cut $10 million from the Atomic Energy Commis- 
sion's safety budget for the next fiscal year could have a 
significant impact on Northern Illinois residents. Nuclear 
plants already supply approximately one third of the electric 
power generated by Commonwealth Edison Co. The AEC is 
charged with monitoring safety programs at existing nuclear 
plants. 


Additional nuclear plants are on the drawing boards in Edi- 


son territory. Slashing the budget for safety programs could 
affect the AEC investigations and licensing procedures for 
Edison plants proposed in north central region of the state. 
These Include dual units proposed at the Byron site in Ogle 
County and at the Braidwood site in Will County. 


Among the groups that criticized the cutback in safety fund- 


Ing for the AEC is the Friends of the Earth Organization. 
Contending that the president's action is "unwise and borders 
on irresponsibility," Friends of the Earth say in an open 
letter to the President, "We believe it is foolhardy to ask the 
AEC to speed up the licensing of dangerous nuclear power 
plants at the same time as you cut the safety budget. Ob- 
viously the consumer will suffer greatly if this cut occurs 
because there will be a much greater accident risk." 


The impoundment of $3 billion in cleanup funds for rivers 


and streams, adds Friends of the Earth, will allow little more 
than half the funds allocated for the program to be used. The 
funds were to be used to meet 1977 treatment standards in the 
Federal Water Pollution Control Act and 1983 waste stan- 
dards.

Agency. The task force will be headed by Walter Kovalik, 
administrative assistant to the regional administrator. 


Kovalik said the group will coordinate the environmental 


aspects of energy activities within six states in Region V 
(Illinois, Indiana, Michigan, Minnesota, Ohio and Wisconsin. 
Representatives of various EPA divisions will promptly con- 
sider requests for fuel variances and will work with federal 
and state fuel allocation offices.

there are no poor people in the area. 
In addition, Harper officials said 
they will study what kind of pro- 
grams can be offered to Latinos in 
the area. 


Bell said he would recommend that 


the agencies working with the very 
poor should continue to do so and 
that cooperative efforts should be set 
up by Harper and other agencies to 
help them In addition, he said, "We 
should set up programs for people 
who are less poor."

The Illinois General Assembly took a 


ho-hum attitude last week toward efforts 
to beef up some of the weaknesses of the 
Regional Transportation Authority pro- 
posals on which the voters will decide in 
the March 19 primary election. 


The amendments offered hi the one- 


day session when the legislators gath- 
ered to hear Gov Walker's ho-hum State 
of the State address came mostly from 
suburban legislators who are seeking to 
defeat the RTA in its present form. 


But ironically, any or all of the amend- 


ments- would remove objections which 
they are using in their campaign against 
the referendum question, and would 
thereby have enhanced its chances for 
passage — which are already very 
strong. 


The sponsors of the amendments fully 


expected to be brushed off. As Rep. Eu- 
g e n e F . 
Schlickman, 
R-Arlington 


Heights, put it, the amendments were in- 
troduced primarily to demonstrate to 
RTA opponents the futility of seeking 
changes in the proposal before the March 
19 election. 


Schlickman took the lead, introducing 


amendments 
which would give the 


Northeastern Illinois Planning Commis- 
sion the power of "review and comment" 
on some RTA policies. His motion to sus- 


pend the rules and bypass committee 
hearings needed 109 votes — a two-thirds 
majority — to bring the amendments to 
the voting stage. 


Only 30 or 40 legislators even bothered 


to vote yes, no or go-to-hell on the 
Schlickman motion, and other legislators 
received the same courtesy on their 
amendments. 


Fad the House adopted these amend- 


ments and gotten the Senate to follow 
suit, they would literally have gutted the

An amendment offered by Rep Donald 


L. Totten, R-Hoffman Estate, would have 
defined parking facilities to be taxed by 
the RTA board as public facilities which 
charge fees It would have eliminated the 
somewhat quixot'c argument that the 
lack of a definition of parking facilities 
in the present bill threatens a tax on pri- 
vate garages and driveways More im- 
portantly, it would have specifically ex- 
empted municipal parking meters from 
an added tax, and would also have elimi- 
nated the possibility of taxing such 
things as shopping center lots 


Rep. Harold A. Katz, D-Glencoe (a 


supporter of the RTA referendum), and 
Rep. Giddy Dyer, R-Hmsdale, both 
sought to expand the membership of the 
RTA board, which is now set at nine. 


Mrs. Dyer sought to expand the board 


to 15 members, assuring representation 
of each of the five counties surrounding 
Cook Under the present bill, the five 
counties will name two board members 
among them Katz sought to expand the 
board to 21 members, who would then 
elect a 5-member executive board. 


Either amendment would have diluted 


opposition to the RTA proposal on 
grounds that the area outside Chicago 
will not be sufficiently represented 


Another pioposal, by Rep 
Adeline 


Geo-Kans, R-Zion, would have required 
the RTA boaid to offer bonds for public 
bids A major objection to the present 
bill is that the RTA board may issue up 
to $500,000 in bonds through private sale. 


But the House leadership — with assur- 


ances of a half-million dollars from Chi- 
cago businesses to sell the RTA referen- 
dum — demonstrated a serene con- 
fidence that they are going to win, by 
stifling any attempts to strengthen the 
bill The rank and file, as usual, followed 
the lead goats

among drivers and heating oil 
users that will lead them to favor 
any concession to the oil com- 
panies. 


It all underlines the one con- 


sistent certainty of the energy 
mess: that no one — including the 
f e d e r a l government — really 
knows what's going on. 


There is no question, as many 


members of Congress have ob- 
served, that there is enormous pub- 
lic skepticism about the energy 
crisis — a belief that the govern- 
ment is playing into the hands of 
the oil industry, and that the in- 
dustry can make the crisis what- 


ever it wants, either by saying so 
or by regulating the flow of oil 
products. 


That skepticism is fed by revela- 


tions such as those of the oil com- 
panies in the past week that their 
stocks are much better than we 
were first grimly told, in some 
cases greater than a year ago. Or 
by the federal government saying 
it's really not so bad now, but it 
could be. 


It is why we welcome enthu- 


siastically the beginning of several 
congressional hearings into the 
energy crisis, focusing on a broad 
range of questions, including pric- 
ing, profit and supply in the oil in- 
dustry; evidence that the Arab oil 
embargo has had little real impact 
on the flow; the role of the giant 
U.S. oil corporations in the crea- 
tion of shortages. 


Some Capitol sources promise 


"spectacular revelations," particu- 
larly when two different Senate 
hearings begin late this month. 


Facts are desperately needed 


from some source other than the 
executive branch or industry, and 
we look forward to whatever flow 
of information members of Con- 
gress can get moving.

WASHINGTON — Charles Percy be- 


lieves he has more than a "10 per cent 
chance" to win the 1976 Republican pies- 
idential nomination and is ready to take 
on anyone who says he doesn't 


Percy, who plans to spend at least 


$90,000 this year on an as yet undeclared 
quest for his party's nod, doesn't like 
being scratched from the race before 
he's had an opportunity to show his track 
record. 


So Percy bristled when Barry Gold- 


water bluntly said last November the Illi- 
nois senator didn't have a ghost of a 
chance, predicting that Percy's own 
state delegation would desert him. 


"Right now I wouldn't give Chuck Per- 


cy a 10 per cent chance," the Arizona 
conservative told this reporter in an in- 
terview. "I don't think he can get the 
delegation from his own state. It's not 
that he's too liberal — but he's too incon- 
sistent. He wanders all over hell's half 
acre." 


Percy, who last year went to great 


lengths to make peace with President 
Nixon, 
quickly 
contacted 
Goldwater 


when he heard of the story and extracted 
a pledge that Goldwater would support 
him if he won the nomination. 


"He has given me that assurance," 


Percy said confidently. Goldwater, he 
added, explained to him "it was just an 
off-the-cuff remark." 


The exchange between the two men is 


significant because it undoubtedly fore- 
s h a d o w s another liberal-conservative 
party battle in 1976 


vAs far as Goldwater is concerned, "85 
per cent of all Republicans are con- 
servative so we don't worry about the 
remaining 15 per cent who are not " 


The conservative wing of the party will 


be the dominant voice at the 1976 con- 
vention, he believes, and there is no way 
a moderate-liberal candidate like Percy 
could be nominated. 


During an interview, Percy said Gold- 


water was "pulling those 85-15 per cent 
figures out of the air " 


"No figures I have seen indicate that," 


Percy insisted "In fact, polls show that 
half of all Republicans see themselves as 
middle-of-the-road 


"I would say that if he was talking 


about the 1964 convention which nomi- 


nated Goldwater where Nelson Rockefel- 
ler was booed and where extremism was 
the symbol, his figures come close to ac- 
curacy but that was not a representative 
year " 


Pulling out a sheaf of polls, Percy was 


prepared to refute Goldwater's 10 per 
cent estimate of Percy's own prospects.

vice president, one nationwide poll gave 
Percy a 14 per cent rating among Re-

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Discipline policies should 
be formed in public view 


AC various times in this space, I have 


talked about the problem of student dis- 
cipline In the schools — a problem with 
many and varied skies. 


Back In the "good old days," students 


could be counted on to obey dress codes, 
to walk, not run. in the halls and general- 
ly to abide by alt kinds of rules, both 
important and petty, designed to keep 
things orderly. 


Anyone who has been in a high school 


lately knows that things have changed. 
Students don't have dress codes anymore 
and tend to bristle at ail kinds of rules 
that just a few years ago were unques- 
tioned. 


LAST 
WEEK High School Dist. 


211 in Palatine and Schaumburg town- 
ships came up against the increasingly 
complex problems of enforcing student 
discipline in two ways. And the two in- 
cidents seem to be clear examples of the 
increasing problems schools face. 


The two incidents, in capsule form, 


were: 


• An appearance before the Dist, 211 


board by Mr. and Mrs. David Bone to 
ask whether an administrative com- 
mittee meeting to discuss discipline pol- 
icy will be open to the public, The Bones 
j,aid they thought the committee's meet- 
ings were covered by the Illinois Open 
Meeting Law. 


• Action by administrators at Palatine 


High School, who had. as in past years, 
posted a list of students' names to notify 
them they had to make up assigned de- 
tentions or be suspended from school. 
There were 230 names on the list initially 
and by the time the first deadline passed 
90 students still had detentions to make 
up. 


Let's start with the second incident 


first. The students on the list posted at 
Palatine had been assigned detentions 
(which involves sitting in a study hall for 
an hour, for violations of attendance pol- 
icies. In short, they had been tardy or 
had cut classes. 


ATTENDANCE is probably the single 


biggest problem school officials have 
these days. Kids come to school and

don't go to class. Ask any principal and 
he'll tell you he faces almost constant 
problems in that regard. 


At Palatine, students are assigned de- 


tentions and can make them up at their 
leisure. However, if they don't make 
them up by the time the semester draws 
to an end, they find themselves on the 
"list" as the 250 did last week. 


At other Dist. 211 schools, students who 


get detentions are assigned specific 
times they have to serve them — and the 
result is that there is no need for a "list" 
at the end of a semester. 


On a very superficial level, it looks as 


though Palatine should adopt a policy 
like that in the other schools. After all, 
school administrators say they want to 
"teach responsibility," but once a kid 
has drawn a detention for not getting to 
class on time (for, basically, not showing 
responsibility) it doesn't seem sensible to 
give him the responsibility for serving 
the detention on his own. 


BUT THERE is a deeper question in- 


volved — do detentions for any offense 
do any good? And are there other, better 
ways to deal with the problem of attend- 
ance? 


Those questions lead us right into the 


Bones' appearance before the Dist. 211 
board. The committee they were asking 
about is a committee of district adminis- 
trators, including Associate Supt, Bruce 
Altergott. The committee will study pos- 
sible changes in the discipline policies — 
including the policy on class cutting and 
tardiness. 


When the committee was set up, Dist. 


211 board Pres. Robert Creek said that 
one or two board members may attend 
the committee meetings as observers. 
However, he also said the meetings will 
be closed to the public — as are all "ad- 
ministrative" meetings. 


The Bones' contention that the meeting 


should be public because of the Illinois 
Open Meeting Law is a good point. Only 
an attorney or judge could be absolutely 
sure that Creek is obeying the letter of 
the law in this case. 


FOR E X A M P L E , it's clear that 


a group of principals or the school super- 
intendent and his assistants can meet to 
talk about school business without having 
the public present. However, to form an 
administrative committee to talk about 
discipline policies which board members 
might attend as "observers" seems to 
tread pretty close to the legal line. 


But regardless of legalities, it seems 


fairly clear to everyone except the Dist. 
211 officials, I think, that good politics 
and general compliance with the spirit of 
the law ought to require the discipline 
policies to be developed in public. 


After all, what is more likely to affect 


the public, particularly parents and chil- 
dren, than the policies a school develops 
on student discipline? And doesn't it 
make sense that people will support pol- 
icies more easily if they have a hand in 
developing them? 


Last year, when Dist. 211 was working 


on new discipline policy, the same sort of 
problem arose. An administrative com- 
mittee made some recommendations on 
suspension and expulsion (some of which 
were eventually adopted and some of 
which were changed) and Creek nearly 
refused to give me a copy to write a 
story about. He was wary about letting 
the public know what was being consid- 
ered before the policy was officially 
adopted 


I said then and I say today — that's no 


way to run a school district. Instead of 
working so hard to keep deliberations on 
student discipline problems quiet, the 
school oificials ought Lo be enlisting the 
help of the Bones, of students and of any 
one else they can find.

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Pancratz returns; DePaul 
hopes for strong finish

Andy Pancratz is what sportswriters 


like to dub a "non-controversial" figure. 


That is to say the 6-foot-9 DePaul soph- 


omore center is not the kind of person to 
make the big headlines ... normally. 


His team might win the big game but 


it will usually be someone else scoring 
the 40 points. His team might drop a 
toughie, but it will be someone else bad- 
mouthing the opposition or the circum- 
stances. 


Andy will merely do his job, excelling 


quite likely in some of the more unher- 
alded aspects of the game, and then qui- 
etly slip Into the background until it's 
time to do the job again. 


It was this way in high school at any 


rate when the 
affable 
Mersey star 


shunned the opportunity to go down In 
the area record books as possibly the 
greatest scorer ever, and developed into 
probably the finest defensive prospect in- 
stead. 


And it appears to be his way still with 


the Blue Demons. 


Last week, for example, Pancratz ex- 


pressed more amazement than dismay at 
what appeared at best to be dubious offi- 
ciating on the road out East. 


DePaul turned back a couple of New 


York State's finer cage teams, Niagara 
and St. Bonaventure, and in the case of 
the latter encounter accomplished the 
feat in the final seconds with three regu- 
lars, including Pancratz, nailed to the 
bench on fouls. 


Andy's opening remark: "Our reserves 


did a fantastic job for us in that one." 


Prodded a bit he admitted, "I was told 


that you had to beat seven guys down 
there instead of five but I didn't believe 
it until the game. It's a little easier for 
me to understand now how the Bonnlcs 
could go so long without losing on their 
home court." 


Pancratz didn't even want to venture 


an opinion on the Matt Hicks mixup, a 
situation that has one of DePaul's super 
freshmen candidates in limbo over eligi- 
bility. 


Andy's philosophy is pure and simply 


wanting to play basketball and wanting 
to excell at it in his own very unpre- 
tentious way. This attitude made it all 
the more surprising when he and team- 
mate Bill Robinzine were involved in one 
of the bigger headlines polled by DePaul 
in several seasons, and both were sus- 
pended for 10 games after having partici- 
pated in a non-NCAA sanctioned tourna- 
ment at South Bend between seasons. 


It's easy for the big guy to joke about 


it now that he's back in action. "Hey, 
Andy, I've got a tournament going this 
weekend ... want to come over and play 
in it?" a friend jibed and Andy just 
chuckled. 


But it wasn't that way a few months 


back. His dad noted: "Andy worried 
about it for a long time before the ruling 
even came down. The tournament came 
up right after last season ended In April 
or May and he got wind of a possible 
investigation and sweated it out all sum- 
mer long. 


"The hardest thing about the whole sit- 


uation for him," the elder Pancratz 
added, "was not so much in accepting it 
but living with it. Basketball means a lot 
to him and watching from sidelines was 
a painful experience." 


Painful — and demoralizing — for both 


Pancratz and Robinzine as well as the 
rest of the team, which had earlier been 
pegged to make a strong bid for a post- 
season tournament berth. "Our incentive 
was gone," Andy admitted. 


His coach Ray Meyer even commented 


at the time that one of the players sug- 
gested forfeiting all games during the 
suspension period and letting the two 
stars play ... just for the exhiliration of 
winning, 


Now Pancratz and Robinzine are back 


in uniform and the thrills count in the 
win column again. DePaul acknowledged 
their return with three straight triumphs 
before falling by four to mighty Mar- 
quette up in Milwaukee last Saturday. 


"We may still have a crack at an NIT 


bid but we'll have to beat Marquette 
when they come down to our place later 
in the season," Andy pointed out. "The 
guys are also pulling together to get the 
coach his 500th win before the season is 
out so some post season action is impor- 
tant." 


Meyer had 478 victories when the sea- 


son commenced, stretching out over an 
amazing 30-year career that has pro- 
duced only five losing seasons. Now he 
has 486 with 11 games remaining on the 
regular season slate. 


Pancratz has set some goals of his own 


since coming to college which now coin- 
cide with Meyer's quest. "The first year 
I just wanted to play varsity ball I felt 
then if I worked at it I could win a regu- 
lar position by this season." 


"Now my big ambition is to see the 


team play in the NIT, At first I didn't 
think this would be a possibility until my 
junior year but the way the guys are go- 
ing we may make it ahead of schedule." 


On the subject of his own scoring goals 


Andy is not nearly as concerned. "I 
guess if I could maintain an average of 
10-12 points by my senior year Td be con- 
tent. Our offense is very similar to the 
Chicago Bulls with not a lot of scaring 
involved at center." 


And as for the thought of life beyond 


college, basketball still remains su- 
preme. A pro career would fuffill Andy's 
ultimate dream. 


In the meantime, the lanky Arlington 


Heights native is a history major leaning 
toward social studies who probably 
wouldn't mind getting into the leaching 
profession some day, as long as it also 
afforded him the opportunity to coach 
... and play at his favorite game.

Spying within government 
only way to find anything 


WASHINGTON - Reports of Pentagon 


spying on the White House caused a 
great deal of eyebrow-raising and tsk- 
tsklng here this week. 


These expressions of astonishment or 


consternation came mostly from persons 
who don't understand the situation. So I 
shall endeavor to put the incident in 
proper perspective. 


First of all, the Pentagon had good and 


valid reason for wanting to keep tabs on 
the activities of Henry Kissinger when 
our farflung Secretary of State was 
serving as President Nixon's national se- 
curity adviser. 


AT THE TIME of the alleged spying in 


mid-1971. Kissinger was engaged in nego- 
tiations that could have resulted in out- 
breaks of peace in several places. 


Obviously, information relating to the 


talks was of vital Interest to the Penta- 
gon. 


Suppose, for example, that Kissinger 


put through an agreement to end the 
fighting in Cambodia. And suppose the 
Pentagon, unaware of the arrangement, 
continued the Cambodian bombing. 


A faux pas of that sort would amount 


to an admission that U.S. military in- 
telligence was deficient or defective. 


Well, you may ask, why couldn't the 


Pentagon have gone through official 
channels to obtain the information that 
was leaked from the National Security 
Council? 


ACCORDING TO C. Howard Titldle- 


hood. author of the book "I Was a Spy 
f"f the American Battle Monuments 
''-mmlssion." most federal 
agencies 


maintain intelligent-gathering 
appara- 


aises in other agencies. 


"Many federal agencies don't know 


what they are doing," Tiddlehook ex- 
plains.

"So Agency A will spay on Agency B, 


hoping to learn what Agency B has 
learned from spying on Agency A. 
Through this process, Agency A keeps it- 
self informed about its own operations." 


G. Gordon Deadwright, author of "The 


Spy Who Came in from the Railroad Re- 
tirement Board," is even more to the 
point. 


"Government agencies aren't neces- 


sarily hiding things from each other," he 
writes.. "But when they communicate 
through channels, the information , is 
transmitted by inter-office rnemos, which 
are tedious to read and must be initialed 
by at least six other bureaucrats, usually 
In triplicate. 


"Furthermore, the memos frequently 


become buried in somebody's 'in' basket, 
causing inordinate time lags. 


"It is much more expeditious to get 


data by spying." 


In the circumstances, one can readily 


see why the Pentagon officials might 
have tried to sneak a peek at some of 
Kissinger's papers. 


The wonder is they didn't send up a 


spy satellite to keep track of his where- 
abouts.

"Denver is very, very tight One prob- 


lem there has been with condominium 
developments in some resort areas but it 
is a purely local situation that could 
brighten in 60-to-90 days. 


"Our spot survey indicates that there 


is money available for mortgage loans in 
two Eastern States — New York and 
New Jersey," Goss observes. 


In the Chicago-Northwestern Indiana 


area, he adds, the money supply is down 
as compared to a year ago, but the 
crunch is starting to ease. 


"The Los Angeles-Long Beach area is 


still tight but here there are also signs of 
a turnaround — some S&L executives 
are reporting mew savings deposits. Len- 
ders in the Minneapolis-St Paul area 
have been hard hit and the tight situation 
there may not ease up until later in 1974. 


"However, positive steps are being

Housing permits 
drop again 


Construction activity in the six county 


metropolitan area of Chicago declined 62 
per cent In November from figures re- 
ported for the same month of 1973, ac- 
cording to the Bell Federal Savings Sur- 
vey of Building.

of housing units (apartment and single 
family) for which permits were issued 
last month reached only 2,417 compared 
to the 6,470 reported in November, 1972.

units which dropped from 2,112 to only 
160 In November, 1973. 


Total apartment permits declined 67 


per cent (4,393 to 1,438). 


Single family permits in the six county

for single family and apartment units in 
the first eleven months of 1973 decreased 
28 per cent from the figures reported for 
the same period last year reaching only

"Toasting marshmallows and roasting 


hot dogs in their own living room gener- 
ally proves to be more pleasant for chil- 
dren than playing outside on a blustery 
winter day. And who knows, but with 
more fireplaces in use, long-handled corn 
poppers may well come back into 
vogue," Goss muses. 


As for those wood-burning kitchen 


ranges, their revival will show that cook- 
ing on these "relics of the past" is not a 
lost art. 


"Of course, a young homemaker using 


a wood range for the first time may, in- 


deed, find the lack of control knobs and 
push-buttons a bit disconcerting. But 
with a little experimenting, she will soon 
find that cooking temperatures can be 
controlled by proper use of built-in 
dampers and flues. 


"And it could bring the man back into 


the kitchen," Goss points out. 


Another plus, he adds, is that these 


stoves tend to retain heat and keep a 
kitchen warm and cheery long after all 
of the cooking is done and the meal com- 
pleted. 


"The energy crisis is bringing about 


sharp changes in our life styles — more 
will follow. 


"And with the added emphasis on reno- 


vating, rehabilitating and restoring old 
homes, we may find that those 'good old 
days' really did have quite a bit to of- 
fer," Goss concludes.

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'Who needs you?9 


There seems to be a shortage of service as well as gas

NEWARK. N.Y. - A gasoline company with interests in the 


East and Midwest has been conducting an advertising cam- 
paign recently in which an actor, portraying a dealer, stands 
besides a fuel pump and says. "When you come in here I'm 
gonna wash your front and back windows and your sideview 
mirror. I'm gonna take a look at your tires, your battery 
your oil. Believe me. I can be very friendly now " 


Uh. Maybe the actor can be friendly during the energy 


crisis, with cars lined SO to 100 deep at the pumps, with horns 
blowing and tempers boiling But real gasoline dealers? Not 
many. 


The other day a driver stopped at a service station off the 


New Jersey turnpike and the friendly attendant almost sock- 
ed him in the mouth. The driver asked to have his windshield 
washed, oil checked and a full tank of fuel. Angered at the 
gall of the request the attendant replied he had a $2 limit on 
gas and no time for anything else. When the driver protested 
the attendant ordered him out of the lot "or else!" 


AND SO ANOTHER casualty on the energy front- service 


at the service station. Time was when gasoline dealers bent 
backwards to please the customer, offering enticements such 
as trading stamps and carving knives for the pleasure of 
one's business. Now it's strictly a seller's market and the 
buyer beware. "Who needs you'" said the choleric attendant 
to the Jersey driver who, as it happened, ran out of gas 
before the next station. 


Many major oil companies agree, courtesy being replaced 


by lethargy and even rudeness at thousands of filling stations 
around the nation. Jim Walker, public relations spokesman 
for the Gulf Oil Corp., says he remembers when "one of our 
stations in Pittsburgh had porters to serve people in the 
mtroams " Now some stations won't even open their rest- 
rooms. 


At many stations the carelessness extends over the full 


range of good business practices Besides refusing to wash 
windshields and check oil levels, oil companies say some sta- 
tions have also refused to honor credit cards and force gas- 
less motorists to purchase unwanted accessories. There have 
been cases, too, where suddenly exclusive dealers have re- 
fused to serve some customers for personality and apparently 
even racial reasons. 


SOME OP THE shenamngans, no doubt, can be traced to 


events beyond the individual dealer's control. Texaco publi- 
cist Jack Murphy says that pressures at the pumps necessi- 
tate some interruption of traditional station service- "If a 
man has 100 cars waiting, he can't possibly check every- 
body's oil." 


Moreover, many customers reportedly invite abuse A New 


York dealer was recently threatened with a gun when his 
pumps ran dry. Other dealers have been beaten. 


Says North Jersey pump jockey Ed Radburn "We get 


people in here screaming before the sun comes up. They don't 
let you eat lunch, they don't let you take a lavatory break." 


Besides this, many station owners have been forced to turn 


their pump management over to inexperienced hired help. 
The real money at stations is made in the shops and, regard- 
less of the queues, that's where the dealers must necessarily 
be. 


BUT WHATEVER the reasons, the unfriendly service ag- 


gravates many. Including executives in the major oil com- 
panies. Texaco's Murphy says his corporation has spent a 
good deal of time and "a good deal of money preaching good 
business practice." Gulf's Walker, who says he's had some 
"lousy service" himself of late, believes the current situation 
is a short-sighted one for practicing dealers "We tell them, 
the odds are you'll be in business after the shortage is over 
and you'll need all the good will you can get." 


Despite their concern, however, the oil companies asserted- 


ly can do little more than jawbone about falling service. Most 
name-brand stations are merely franchise operations — 
Texaco owns only 25 of its 36,000 U.S stations — and there- 
fore the companies have little clout Corporations spend bil- 
lions polishing their name image, but, says an Exxon execu- 
tive "Courtesy, service, cleanliness — that's really up to 
each individual dealer." 


And one dealer says 
"Well, what's the percentage' Customers don't care if 


you're friendly or not right now. All they want is gas. Adolf 
Hitler could stand out here and sell every drop he could get.

basic charge just to have a serviceman 
come out to look at the washer should be 
enough to cause you to be certain that 
the problem isn't something slight that 
you could remedy yourself. 


While most repairs (unless you are 


very handy) should be left to the profes- 
sional there remain minor corrections 
that should be made — or at least tried 
— before calling for service. 


When an automatic washer fills slowly 


or not at all it could be several things at 
fault — timer, pressure switch or valve 
— that require professional servicing. It 
also could be several things that do not. 


MAKE CERTAIN the water supply 


valves (the faucets to which the water 
supply hoses are connected) are on and 
if on, fully open. Someone just might 
have turned the wrong handle. 


Next, disconnect the hoses. At the fau- 


cet ends there are filter washers, a com- 
bination of hose washer and screen. At 
the Inlets on the back of the washer the 
hose connections contain valve screens. 
Both these screens and filters are de- 
signed to keep out sand and sediment, 


These items should be cleaned period- 


ically. They can be pried out with a 
small screwdriver. In time the screens 
may rust. Buy replacements at hardware 
or appliance parts stores,

Leaving the filters out will make the 


water run freely but the sediment that 
gets through will damage parts inside 
the washer in time necessitating profes- 
sional repairs, 


SOMETIMES CLOTHES are left too 


wet after the spin dry operation. There 
may be water remaining in the tub in- 
stead of being completely pumped out. 
While the pump may be at fault, check to 
make sure it isn't a problem in the drain 
hose. The 'hose may have a kink in it, a 
condition that comes about when the 
hose wasn't cut to length when installed 
in the drain. Instead it hangs down in too 
big a loop. In time the hot water causes 
the loop to collapse and kink, 


Straighten out the hose or replace it 


with a new one. 


A slipping or loose belt will also cause 


this trouble. Remove the panel that cov- 
ers the insides of the washer and check 
the belt. Careful examination will tell 
you whether motor mounts or idlers can 
be adjusted to increase the tension. 


WHEN AN automatic washer vibrates 


too much it causes excess wear to the 
parts. It also throws the load of clothes 
off balance causing the 
off-balance 


switch to turn off the washer. 


First determine that an off-balance 


load isn't actually at fault. Next, check 
the washer level. Place a carpenter's 
level diagonally across the top of the 
washer, 


The washer has threaded feet that can 


be adjusted up or down until it is level. 
Once level, be certain to tighten the lock 
nuts on the feet to keep them in adjust- 
ment. 


And don't forget the obvious when the 


washer doesn't run. Is it plugged in? If it 
is, check the outlet with a neon tester or 
a lamp you know is good. Is the fuse 
burned out or the circuit breaker 
tripped? If it is and it happens occasion- 
ally, try transferring some electrical 
items from that circuit to another. If that 
is not the trouble and the washer trips 
the breaker or blows a fuse every time 
you start it, then call a serviceman. 
There may be a short in the appliance.

The search for menial health 
Shock treatment still can be effective 


(this column is presented by Forest 


Hospital In Des Plaincs. a fully accre- 
dited ISO-bed psychiatric hospital widely 
known for Its intensive programs in psv- 
chiatric treatment, research, education 
and community service.) 


Dr. Zigmund Lebensohn Is an advocate 


of electro convulsive therapy, more com- 
monly known as shock treatment, for the 
acutely and severely mentally ill. 


While this way not sound like an un- 


usual position for a clinical professor of 
psychiatry at Georgetown University in 
Washington, D C.. the fact is, according 
to Lebensohn, few psychiatrists use elec- 
tro convulsive therapy (ECT) anymore, 
preferring antldepressant drugs, for in- 
stance. And fewer new psychiatrists are 
being trained to use ECT as a treatment 
method. 


Lebensohn. who also Is the head of psy- 


chiatric services at Sibtey Memorial Hos-

pital in Washington, said, "ECT is ex- 
cellent treatment when properly used 
and is one of the most dramatically ef- 
fective treatments for a rather wide vari- 
ety of psychiatuc disorders, primarily 
depression. 


"In general, ECT is used when every- 


thing else has been tried and failed. 
There are some cases, though, when 
ECT should be used immediately " Le- 
bensohn likened ECT to psychiatry as 
surgery is to medicine He also noted 
that while some tieatment methods come 
and go in popularity and effectiveness, of 
the 3 to 10 per cent of mental patients 
treated with ECT, it has been con- 
sistently effective since it was first tried 
in the 1930s. 


LEBENSOHN SAID, "Many people are 


afraid of ECT. They've heard horror sto- 
ties about it and some think it is used to 
punish mental patients who won't be- 
have None of this is true ECT is harm- 
less and painless " He went on to explain 
that the patient is first given an in- 
travenous anesthetic which puts him to 
sleep. Then he is given a muscle relax- 
ant

current is applied between the temples — 
140 volts for one-half a second This pro- 
duces instantaneous unconsciousness and 
a mild convulsive seizure, so mild it 
must be watched for caiefully to know 
that it has taken place Oxygen then is 
administered, the patient recovers and is 
eating breakfast in 30 to 40 minutes.

How does this treatment help the de- 


pressed or psychotic patient? "ECT 
tends to break up recently acquired ab- 
normal, unproductive patterns of think- 
ing," explained Lebensohn "This per- 
mits the older, more constructive pat- 
terns to take charge once again " 


THE DOCTOR ALSO IS a foremost 


psychiatrist for politicians and people in 
government "I have treated many gov- 
ernment people," he said, "and the bulk 
of them have returned to their jobs bet- 
ter people for it. There should be no 
stigma attached to a politician having 
sought psychiatric help One who reaches 
out for help in this area is a much more 
intelligent person than one who decides 
not to. He is in much better charge of his 
emotions and is much better able to dis- 
charge his responsibilities." 


For those politicians who are cal- 


loused, who can make important deci- 
sions, perhaps dangerous ones, and let 
nothing bother them, Lebensohn was em- 
phatically against the idea of a govern- 
ment psychiatrist to screen such men 
and their decisions. "Who is going to ex- 
amine the heads of those who examine 
the heads of state?" was his comment 


As for psychiatry in general, Leben- 


sohn would like to see psychiatrists stop 
trying to cure the world and its social 
ills "I would like to see psychiatrists get 
back to clinical medicine and use appro- 
priate treatment methods to cure sick 
people."

When you play the Jacoby transfer you 


me Stayman along with it. The form of 
Stayman we use is what we call very 
non-forcing. In that the two-club response 
requires the opener to rebid two dia- 
monds unless he has a four-card major. 
If he holds two four-card majors he bids 
the better one. 


South has a bad hand with four hearts 


and five spades. He doesn't like to leave 
his parther in one notrump and playing 
the Jacoby form of Stayman he can af- 
ford to bid two clubs. He intends to pass 
if North bids either major but North bids 
two diamonds whereupon South goes to 
two spades and plays the hand there. 


Why does he use Stayman and not a 


transfer to two spades? Because if his 
partner does hold four hearts he wants to 
have the hand play In that suit instead of 
spades. 


The play at two spades is simple and 


successful. South wins the diamond lead 
in dummy and plays a trump. West wins 
and can hold South to his contract if he 
shifts to his doubleton heart and East 
ducks. Otherwise, South will score an 
overtrick by losing just one club, one 
heart and two trumps.

How much can a person receive in 


comings and still get benefits from So- 
cial Security? 


If gross earnings do not exceed $2,100 


in 1973. a person is entitled to receive all 
retirement benefits. In 1974, all benefits 
will be payable if the gross earnings do 
not exceed $2,400. Regardless of total 
amount of earnings benefits could be 
paid for any month in which gross earn- 
ings did not exceed $175 in 1973 or will 
not exceed $200 in 1974. A different rule 
applies for those who are receiving dis- 
ability benefits.»

How do earnings affect the receipt by 


disability benefits? 


Disability benefits are based on the in- 


ability to do any substantial gainful 
work. There is a trial work period of up 
to 9 months during which earnings may 
not affect benefits, depending on the cir- 
cumstances. If it is decided that the 
work done is not substantial and gainful, 
benefits may continue. It is important to 
report any return to work to avoid any 
possible overpayment of benefits.

What is the difference between the new 


Federal Supplemental Security Income 
program for the aged, blind, or disabled 
and the social security program? 


The new Supplemental Security In- 


come Program is replacing the present 
Federal State program of public assis- 
tance payments to needy people who are 
65 or older, or blind, or disabled. It will 
be administered by the Social Security in 
January. The goal of the program is to 
provide payments to needy persons so 
they can have a base monthly cash in- 
come of $130 for one person or $195 for a 
married couple. 


The Social Security program provides 


disability and survivors benefits for an 
individual and his dependents when he 
has a certain amount of work under So- 
cial Security. The amount of social se- 
curity benefits paid are based on the av- 
erage earnings under social security 
over a period of years rather than on 
need. 


New approach to heart disease found in Syracuse VA hospital 


A new approach to heart disease that 


would involve healing of the damaged 
heart by regeneration is suggested by an- 
imal research at the Syracuse, N.Y., Vet- 
erans Administration hospital. Dr. Rob- 
ert 0. Becker has learned preliminary 
secrets in which some animals regene- 
rate their organs, and he believes this 
knowledge eventually may be extended 
to humans. 


Both tiny electrical currents and hor- 


mones appear to be involved in regenera- 
tion in animals, Dr. Becker has found. 
Using this knowledge, researchers have 
produced the same type electrical signal 
at the site of amputated legs in rats by 
implanting small bimetallic devices. The

rats then developed portions of the miss- 
ing limbs. Dr, Becker cautions that the 
technique is imperfect and its use in hu- 
mans is a long way off. The work entails 
experiments to see if a damaged heart 
can be stimulated to regrow heart 
muscle instead of scar. 


NEARLY A MILLION veterans won't 


see dividends from their government life 
insurance policies this year, but they 
won't mind because they're getting a 
good insurance bargain instead. They 
are the 908,000 veterans who already 
have purchased $205 million worth of 
paid up additional life insurance with 
their annual dividends. Veterans holding 
policies from World War II may choose 
to leave their dividends and as a result 
purchase additional paid up life insur- 
ance. No physical examination is neces- 
sary to purchase this additional insur- 
ance. The amount of additional life insur- 
ance veterans purchase depends on his 
age and the amount of his dividend. The 


average age is 51 and at this age they 
can buy slightly more than twice the 
dividend amount. 


VETERANS' BENEFITS are exempt 


from taxation and need not be reported 
on income tax forms as income. The only 
exception is interest on government life 
insurance dividends left on deposit or 
credit with the VA. Dividends and pro- 
ceeds from GI insurance policies are not 
subject to federal income taxes. Not tax- 
able — nor should it be reported — are 
benefits from compensation and pension, 
GI Bill education payments, subsistence 
payments to vocational 
rehabilitation 


trainees, and any grant to a severely dis- 


abled veteran. *

VETERANS APPLYING for original 


benefits from the VA often fail to include 
their Department of Defense form DD- 
214. This form lists dates of service 
which are important in establishing eligi- 
bility for any benefit. Directors of region- 
al offices say that benefits are often de- 
layed because additional information 
must be obtained from the veteran be- 
fore a determination can be made. Veter- 
ans and service organization representa- 
tives can save the veteran time and ex- 
pedite his benefit by enclosing all of tha 
requested material in their initial appli- 
cation to the VA.

The energy crisis 
signals a natural 
trend in furniture

The ominous energy crisis has reached 


the furniture Industry. But fortunately it 
signals new trends in color selectivity 
and good shopping sense. 


Color schemes and styles Introduced at 


the Winter International Home Furnish- 
ings Market held recently in Chicago in- 
dicate that the energy situation was the 
source for many new trends. New con- 
cepts in plastic are inexpensive and du- 
rable, well-styled and fresh. 


Interior designers regard the energy 


crisis as catalyst for the best, most 
stable trend In years: simplicity and nat- 
ural colors in lighter shades. 


Norman De Haan, president of Ameri- 


can Association of Interior Designers, 
said overlit buildings were furnished in 
very dark colon. "Now with the lighting 
so dim, the furniture is lost. People are 


clamoring for lighter colors." 


GENERALLY THE trend is toward 


softer, more natural earth tones in the 
home, Cinnamon and spice, deeper gar- 
net reds, wheat, oatmeal and very warm 
blues are evident in the new decors. 


There is much speculation among de- 


signers and manufacturers that Ameri- 
cans will be spending more time in their 
homes as the energy situation becomes 
crucial. And as the thermostats go down, 
people will probably begin to seek more 
warmth from their visual and tactile en- 
vironments. 


As people begin to spend more time in 


their homes, an interior awareness will 
follow naturally. Homes will become an 
extension of the individuals, said De 
Haan.

A revival in wood-graining may 
also be seen in the future — since the 
paint industry is short of pigments and 
wood will probably become less avail- 
able. 


Hand in hand with the advent of the 


stable ecology colors comes a gradual 
trend toward simplicity in design and 
materials. Clean basic lines have been 
combined with Interesting styling in fur- 
niture designs. Furniture fashions have 
turned to simple uncluttered charm in 
creating a livable home environment. 


The Early American designs for 1974 


are very prevalent in almost all of the 
furniture categories, accentuating that 
our Bicentennial celebration is having an 
influence on furniture styles.

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New regulations for furniture trade 
Understand wood, 


The furniture industry will be obliged 


to observe some new rules as of March 
21, the Federal Trade Commission has 
announced. The new regulations are a re- 
vision of the FTC's 1963 trade practice 
rules for the industry. 


Changes in technology and materials 


used in furniture, .as well as widespread 
misleading advertising and other decep- 
tive practices, were cited as reasons for 
the new guidelines. 


The new rules provide for disclosure of 


the use of such materials as plastic, vin- 
yl, marble dust and others which simu- 
late wood, leather, marble, slate, etc. 
Whenever furniture is of veneered con- 
structkm or whenever plastic is used 
which has the appearance of wood or 
other materials, manufacturers will have 
to disclose these facts on tags or labels. 


The rules will also forbid retailers to 


remove manufacturers' tags and labels 
which disclose information about con- 
struction and composition of furniture, a 
practice the FTC called "widespread." 


The guidelines will permit the use of 


such terms as "Chinese Chippendale" or 
"French Provincial" as indicating styles, 
but the names of countries are not to be 
used unqualifiedly to indicate style. For 
example, furniture in Danish style manu- 
factured in the US. must be referred to 
as "Danish style," not just "Danish." 


WHENEVER ANY representation Is 


made that upholstery fabric has been 
tested, the test results must be disclosed 
clearly and conspicuously under the new 
rules. In addition, any claims for per- 
formance characteristics must have a 
reasonable basis in test or study data. 


The commission is further evaluating 


proposals to prohibit disclaimers of im- 
plied warranties of product merchanta- 
bility or fitness, and to provide that a 
seller automatically warrants the dura-

bility, colorfastness and suitability of 
the outer coverings under reasonable 
conditions. 


FTC guidelines are interpretations of 


the laws which the commission adminis- 
ters. Practices in violation of these 
guides must be proven unfair or de- 
ceptive before legal action can be taken. 
The FTC has to prove the illegality of the 
act as well as the commission of it.

IN THE FIRST seven months of its ex- 


istence, the Consumer Product Safety 
Commission has supervised recalls of 
nearly five million products with poten- 
tial safety hazards. In reporting this 
record, CPSC Chairman Richard 0. 
Simpson pointed the finger at quality 
control rather than design. 


"I'm afraid we're faced with a situ- 


ation in which we're designing safe prod- 
ucts in most oases, but — for whatever 
reason — too often we're not building 
them," Simpson said. 


"I think it's clear that the time has 


come for manufacturers to do their qual- 
ity control in the factory and not in the 
home. I don't think it's right to rely on 
consumers for safety testing..." 


Manufacturers 'are required by law to 


notify the commission of any potential 


safety hazard in any consumer product 
Since its inception last May, the commis- 
sion has received 55 such notifications, 
and Simpson suspects there are addition- 
al safety problems every week that go 
unreported. 


In defense of the industry, Robert Ab- 


bott, technical director of the American 
Society for Quality Control, said the situ- 
ation "is not worse," but rather the 
CPSC is "geting geared up" and "finding 
out the track record isn't as good as it 
should be."

MEANWHILE, RESEARCH continues 


into the safety problems of the new 
flame-resistant materials. While the 
chemical flame retardants have been 
considered successful in reducing the 
risk of burn injuries hi the case of cloth- 
ing, scientists are worried now about the 
toxic fumes emitted from flame-retar- 
dant carpets, insulation, furniture, drap- 
es, blankets, etc. 


Strong indications exist that a number 


of victims of several airplane crashes 
died of hydrogen cyanide and carbon 
monoxide poisoning rather than from the 
impact or flames. The planes were 
equipped with flame-resistant seats, 
trays, paneling and drapes. 


The synthetics most effective in re- 


tarding flames — acrylics, polyure- 
thane, polystyrene, Plexiglas — are all 
capable of generating "significant quan- 
tities" of highly toxic gases, according to 
scientists.

enjoy fireplace 


If you're making use of a fireplace 


these days, whether to beat the energy 
crisis or just to enjoy the fire, it helps to 
know about the wood you're burning and 
how to mix light and heavy wood for an 
ideal fire. 


A full cord of dry hickory wood weighs 


about two tons and is approximately 
equal in heating value to a ton of hard 
coal or 200 gallons of fuel oil, according 
to the Forest Service of the U.S. Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. 


Heavy and light wood should be mixed 


to get the best fire. Some kinds of wood 
that will burn longer, such as hickory, 
osage orange, dogwood, beech, hard 
maple, birch, mulberry, apple and ash, 
all rate "above 83" heat value based on 
hickory's value set at 100. Those with a 
heat value of under 74 (woods which ig- 
nite faster and burn quicker) are soft 
maple, cherry, sycamore, douglas fir, tu- 
lip or yellow poplar. At the bottom of the 
list is white pine with a SO heat value. 


WHEN BUILDING a fire in the fire- 


place, moke sure the room is well light- 
ed, the damper open and the flue un- 
plugged before lighting the fire. A screen 
should be put in front of the grate to 
catch sparks. Avoid burning wet or green 
wood. Keep a fire extinguisher handy. 
Other combustibles should 'be placed 
some distance from the fire. And never 
use inflammable fluids indoors to ignite 
the fire.

Rewarding evening with Thoreau'

In one way It's unfortunate that writers 


Jerome Lawrence and Robert E. Lee 
couldn't come up with a catchier title to 
their play "The Night Thoreau Spent in 
Jail." Some may miss a rewarding eve- 
ning of theater because the title fails to 
capture their interest. 


Yet the name of the play is honest and 


to the point — like the man it's about. 
Henry David Thoreau holds a special 
place in American history for he was an 
Individualist, a non-conformist, a man of 
conviction unafraid to act upon his con- 
viction. As such he embodies the best of 
dramatic possibilities . . . a real life 
hero. 


DCS Plaines Theatre Guild is now stag- 


Ing "The Night Thoreau Spent in Jail" 
with Mike Sims in the lead. I was much 
Impressed with Sims as Lt. Cable in last 
fall's "South Pacific" and later in his bit 
role in "Forty Carats" and looked for- 
ward to seeing him in a lead part. He 
didn't disappoint me. 


THIS IS A most demanding role for 


there's a tremendous amount of dialog to 
master and it's not frothy stuff either, 
but solid and thought-provoking though 
not without humor for Thoreau was a 
witty man as well as a poetic one. 


Thoreau is in jail because he has re- 


fused to pay taxes on grounds they will 
be used for an unjust purpose — to wage 
war and support slavery. Sharing his cell 
is >a vagrant who's been held for several 
months accused of setting fire to a barn. 
The vagrant, Bailey by name, played by 
Hank Vandenboom, claims the fire start- 
ed accidentally by his smoking, He still 
has not had his day in court and Thoreau 
Is outraged, more so because Bailey has 
not protested. Henry proceeds to relate 
his own experiences as he tries to prod 
Bailey to assert himself. 


The play is a series of recollections — 


from Thoreaus* unhappy teaching experi- 
ence, the school he and his brother John 
conducted together in a field near their 
Concord, Mass., home, the unexpected 
death of John which shakes Henry's faith 
in God to his association with Ralph Wai- 
do Emerson and the days lived at Wai- 
den Pond which were the basis of his 
classic of American literature, "Wai- 
den." 


THESE MAY NOT sound like good the- 


ater, but they are, due in part to the 
enthusiasm and passion Sims brings to 
the role and also to an excellent support- 
ing cast. 


John Marquette appears as Ralph Wal- 


do Emerson, Transcendentalist philoso- 
pher who prefers pen and lecturn to ac- 
tive protest and whose predilection to 
"thinking it out" causes dissension be- 


tween himself and his prized pupil, Hen- 
ry. 


A. J. Riegler as his patient yet frustra- 


ted wife Lydian shows another side to 
her talent following outstanding comic 
performances earlier in "South Pacific" 
and "Forty Carats." 


John Schile Jr., fresh from his role as 


the blind Don Baker in "Butterflies Are 
Free," characterizes Thoreau's brother 
John as a winsome individual who shares 
Henry's love of nature but is less dis- 
turbed than he by the rules and laws of 
men. 


THEIR MOTHER is played by Ma- 


rianne Marquette, and it's obvious that 
the generation gap is nothing peculiar to 
today's society. She can't understand 
Henry either. 


Vandenboom turns in another good act- 


ing job as the vagrant Bailey, and Ed 
Sauer is properly pompous and dis- 
agreeable as Deacon Bell, whose insist- 
ence on flogging causes Henry to leave 
school teaching. Colleen Pugliese makes 
her Guild debut ias Ellen, an unpaying 
student who irks her teacher with her 
note-taking but later amazes him with 
her insight into John's death. She also is 
good.

Hunters or their friends 


can enjoy wild duck dinner 


Not feeing a nimble nimrod, I'm de- 


pendent upon friends who rank as skilled 
hunters (or a supply of game. On 'this 
o c c a s i o n it was Bob Castelo of 
Champaip who decorated our larder 
with some fat mallards and we had a 
wild duck dinner. 


Incidentally, for those who are as in- 


terested in word study as they are in 
food, Nimrod is a Biblical reference, the 
son of Cush, referred to as a mighty 
hunter. Thus, our common usage of nim- 
rod to mean hunter. 


Normally you'll need one duck per per- 


son. To start I placed the ducks in a deep 
pan and covered with water mixed with 
salt (1 quart to ¥4 cup) and let the ducks 
soak overnight. 


In preparation for cooking I poured off 


the salt water, replacing it with just cold 
water and cleaned the ducks very thor- 
oughly In the cavities. Next dry the 
ducks and place breast side up on a rack 
in a roaster, after putting some celery 
leaves and a quartered apple in each 
cavity. On each breast place a small 
strip of thick bacon. 


Set the roaster uncovered in the oven 


and turn temperature to 450 degrees. 
When breasts are browned (about 20 
minutes) turn the ducks, cover the roas- 
ter and continue cooking for the balance 
of an hour, then reduce heat to 350 de- 
grees. 


WHILE DUCKS are beginning to cook 


prepare this basting sauce. In a sauce- 
pan, put one cup apple (or red currant) 
jelly, three tablespoons prepared mus- 
tard, one cup port (or sherry) wine, and 
salt and pepper to taste. Bring this to a 
boll stirring until well blended. 


Before turning ducks baste generously 


with the hot sauce, then continue basting 
each IS minutes throughout the remain- 
ing time which will total l'/i to 2 hours. 


Heat a metal serving dish, cut ducks in 


half with game shears and remove 
breast bone with sharp knife. In the cav- 
ity put one-half cup cooked wild rice. 
Spoon over some of the hot basting

sauce, decorate with parsley or water 
cress. Additional fruit jelly goes well 
with Ihe duck. 


To prepare the wild rice, wash thor- 


oughly three-fourths cup rice, then put 
Into three quarts chicken broth, which 
can be made easily with instant or con- 
centrate In cubes. Cook until all grains 
have puffed, 'then turn off heat and cover 
tightly. 


For the rest of the meal we served 


green beans almandine and sour cream 
cole slaw.

A real man-pleaser is Kol Dolmar which 
Mary Fasth of Arlington Heights pre- 
pares for her husband, Herb,'and sons 
Tom, a junior at Quincy College, Dave, a 
senior at Prospect High, Jim, 13, and 
Bill, 10. 


Kol Dolmar are cabbage rolls which 


Mary makes from a Swedish recipe 
handed down from her mother-in-law.

in water and make their own tasty gravy 
which she serves with mashed potatoes. 


This is a good meat stretcher as both 


ground round steak and pork steak are 
mixed with rice, eggs, onion and milk to 
fill the cabbage leaves. They are time- 
consuming to prepare — Mary calls it a 
labor of love — but the recipe is enough 
for two meals and half may be frozen, if 
desired. 
. As accompaniments she suggests a 
Waldorf salad or mandarin orange gela- 
tin mold and glazed carrots. The carrots 
are an, easy and economical vegetable 
and have a zippy flavor from the brown 
sugar and mustard glaze. They go well 
with many entrees, and proof of their ap- 
peal is the many requests Mary has had 
for the recipe. To top off the meal she 
recommends something simple such as 
tapioca pudding. 


One of this cook's favorite desserts for 


a festive occasion is Chocolate Torte 
Royale. Both the meringue shell and the 
whipped cream and chocolate fillings are 
enhanced by the flavor of cinnamon 
which, in Mary's words, is a "fantastic 
combination." 


Because it is rich and elegant, this 


torte is best served as the grand finale 
for a simple meal such as a roast, or it 
makes an excellent dessert for a ladies 
gathering. 


KOL DOLMAR 


(Swedish Cabbage Rolls) 


2 large heads of cabbage 
2 pounds ground steak 
1 pound ground pork steak 


2 eggs 
2 cups milk 
1 onion, chopped 
1 cup cooked rice 


Salt and pepper to taste 
Cut core from cabbages. Place in a 


large kettle with water to'Cover. Simmer 
for five minutes to loosen and soften the 
leaves. Drain and separate leaves. 


Mix together, remaining ingredients. 


Place two'heaping tablespoons of meat 
•'mixture in the middle of each cabbage 
leaf. Fold over sides and ends and tie 
with fine string as you would package. 
Fry in shortening until light brown on 
both sides. 


Place rolls in a large kettle and 


sprinkle each layer with flour. Cover 
with hot water to the top of the rolls and 
simmer for three hours.

GLAZED CARROTS

wise.) Cook in boiling water with salt 
added until just tender, about 20 minutes.

CHOCOLATE TORTE ROYALE 


Cinnamon Meringue Shell: 


2 egg whites 
% teaspoon salt 
% teaspoon vinegar 
Va cup sugar 
Vi teaspoon cinnamon 


Cover cookie sheet with piece of heavy 


paper and draw an 8-inch circle. 


Beat egg whites, salt and vinegar until 


soft peaks form. Blend sugar and cinna- 
mon and gradually add to egg whites 
beating until very stiff peaks form and 
all the sugar has dissolved. 


Spread within the circle, making bot- 


tom Va-iRch thick and mounding around 
the edge making it 1%-inches high. Bake 
in 275 degree oven for one hour. Turn off 
heat and let dry in oven with door closed, 
about two hours. Peel off paper. 


Filling: 


1 S-ounce package semi- 


sweet chocolate bits (1 cup) 


2 beaten egg yolks 
Vt cup water 
1 cup heavy cream 
Vi cup sugar 
Vi teaspoon cinnamon 


Melt chocolate over hot, not boiling, 


water. Cool slightly. Spread 2 table- 
spoons of chocolate over bottom of cooled 
meringue shell. To remaining chocolate, 
add egg yolks and water and blend. Chill 
until mixture is thick. 


Combine cream, sugar and cinnamon 


and whip until stiff. Spread half over 
chocolate in shell. Fold remainder into 
chocolate mixture and spread on top. 
Chill several hours or overnight. Serves 
8.

Nutrition labeling program 
for meat, poultry products 


Mostly 
for men

All of the nutrition information on la- 


bels would have to be approved by Ani- 
mal and Plant Health Inspection Service 
(APHIS) officials. The processor would 
also be required to submit a plan for an 
inplant quality control program to the 
same officials to assure the product 
meets the nutritional values stated on the 
label. 


Upon entering the nutrition labeling 


program, the processing plant would be 
under quality control monitoring by 
APHIS meat and poultry inspectors in 
addition to their regular 
inspection 


procedures. 


Public comments on this proposal will 


be accepted until April 19 and a final 
decision on its adoption will be made af- 
ter comments are considered. Comments 
should be sent in duplicate to the USDA 
Hearing Clerk, Washington, D.C. 20250 
by April 19. Copies of this proposal are 
available from APHIS, Room 1038-3, 
USDA, Washington, D.C. 20250. 


The U.S. Department of Agriculture 


(USDA) has proposed a nutrition label- 
ing program for meat and poultry prod- 
ucts. Under the proposed plan processors 
making nutrition claims for processed 
meat and poultry would have to spell out 
on labels exactly how much protein, fat, 
calories and carbohydrates the products 
contain. 


Officials say the proposal provides for 


voluntary participation on the part of 
meat and poultry processors. If a proces- 
sor elects io participate in the program, 
he would conform to regulations govern- 
ing the type And content of nutrition in- 
formation and its placement on the con- 
sumer package. 


However, the officials stated that the 


program would be mandatory for proces- 
sors who make nutrition claims for their 
products = such as "high in protein." 


Processors who add vitamins, minerals 


or protein to their products, would also 
come tinder the mandatory sections of 
the program. The only exceptions would 
be processors who add nutrients to their 
products for specific technological rea- 
sons — such as the use of ascorbic acid 
(vitamin C) in cured meats to accelerate 
the curing process. In this case, accord- 
ing to the officials, the processor would 
have to list the ascorbic acid only in the 
ingredient statement on the label. 


Under the proposal, labels would in- 


dicate the size of an individual serving, 
number of servings per package and the 
calorie, fat, protein and carbohydrate 
content of each serving. On products 
which require cooking, the label would 
also show the nutrient levels remaining 
after cooking. 


IMMEDIATELY adjacent to the nutri- 


tion information, the processor would list 
the "Percentage of U.S. Recommended 
Daily Allowances. (U.S. RDA)" per 
serving for protein, vitamin A, vitamin 
C, thiamine, rlboflavin, nlacin. calcium 
and iron. 


Source of energy 


Carbohydrates are the major source of 


energy In the diet. These are starches 
and sugars found in cereal grains, fruits, 
vegetables and sugar added to foods for 
sweetening. 


Wheat, oats, corn and rice, spaghetti, 


macaroni, noodles or grits provide 
starch, along with other important nutri- 
ents, say nutritionists. So do potatoes, 
sweet potatoes and vegetables such as 
peas, dry beans, peanuts and soybeans,

Iroversy. Scanlon said the hospital devel- 
opers may abandon plans to build the 
branch in Wheeling. "With the adverse 
publicity it's been getting, I don't know if 
the people wilt continue to pursue it or 
take the hospital elsewhere," he said. 


NORMAN DAIVS, consultant for the 


hospital, said he is unaware of any plans 
to abandon the Wheeling project. "I'm a 
llittte surprised at the mayor's state- 
ments," he said. "There has been no in- 
dication from us that we're going to 
stop." 


Davis said Scanlon "apparently is gel- 


ting some heat on it." He said, however, 
the hospital project would only be halted 
if they could not get an option on proper- 
ty or if the state hospital board denied it 
permission to operate. 


The consultant said Franklin Boule- 


vard svoukl be willing to consider other 
sites, but said land in Wheeling is not

Tenant refuses to pay, risks lockout

A Wheeling woman may be locked out 


of her apartment today for withholding 
the January rent until repairs are made 
by her landlord. 


Jeanette LaCaeyse, 173 Wild wood Ln., 


said she has been getting dirty 'wjter 
from her faucets ever since she moved 
into her apartment July I. She says she 
can't bathe, make coffee or wash dishes. 


"My son had to bring me some water 


so I could make coffee," she said. "The 
same is with bathing. I have to go to my 
son's house to take a bath." 


IN ADDITION, Mrs. LaCaeyse said an 


unattended water pipe leak which began 


Jan 2 caused the ceiling over her bath- 
tub to collapse She said that although a 
plumber put a clamp on the pipe, Hie 
leak has continued 


"When this condition came up, I fig- 


ured I didn'l. have to live this way," Mrs. 
LaCaeyse said. On the advice of her at- 
torney, Mrs. LaCaeyse is withholding her 
January rent until the repairs are made. 
She said she has a certified check for her 
rent ready lor the landlord as soon as the 
leak and water are fixed. 


Now Mrs LaCaeyse is afraid she will 


return from work today to find the locks 
on her apartment changed. She said the 
apartment manager, Kathleen Taylor, 


has told her she will be locked out of her 
apartment at 9 a.m. if the rent is not 
paid in cash. 


Mrs. Taylor said yesterday she could 


not comment on the matter. She also 
said she could not release the phone 
number of the landlord, Donald Bun- 
desen. 


"I'm not at liberty to say anything one 


way or another." she said. "I do not 
make the rules. I'm not the landlord." 


VILLAGE 
OFFICIALS were 
made 


aware of the problem Tuesday at a 
board accountability session. Mrs. La- 
Caeyse's son, James, of 357 Stone PI, 
showed up with a jar of the murky water 


and related the story of the threatened 
lock-out. 


Yesterday morning, village water and 


building department officials inspected 
the apartment and determined that the 
water problem is inside the building. 


"It's in the building, and they are go- 


ing to have a plumber out tomorrow (.to- 
day),1' said Village Mgr. George Passolt. 
''We checked the hydrant out and the 
water is clear out there. The plumbing 
apparently is real bad." 


Passolt said he does not yet know if 


the filthy water violates village health 
codes. "We're having the water tested

While state legislators push for passage of a rural aid bill 


Insuring emergenc;- fire and ambulance service to unincorpo- 
rated areas. Elk Grove Village officials will provide neighbor- 
ing unincorporated homes with protection on a serve-first bill- 
later basis, The Herald has learned. 


The plan, expected to be announced at a 2 p.m. press con- 


ference today, is in response to the death of an Elk Grove 
Township woman wtio was refused ambulance service by the 
village. 


tn another development. The Herald learned yesterday that 


police and fire department tapes and records of the incident 
have been subpoenaed by the State's Attorney's office, which 
is investigating the incident. 


The tapes are a record of Gary Pettee's Jan. 6 calls for 


ambulance help for his dying wife, Jean. Mrs. Pettee. 36, 
eight months pregnant with her sixth child, died of a massive 
blood clot in her lung. Her husband's calls to the village were 
refused and referred because he had contracted for emergen- 
cy service with the Roselle Fire Protection District rather 
than Elk Grove Village. 


TUB HERALD learned that village officials will pledge am- 


bulance and fire service to unincorporated areas, such as 
where the Pettees live, whether people have contracted for it 
or not. Village President Charles Zettek yesterday said he 
would not deny the information but could not confirm it ei- 
ther. 


The announcement of service is expected to come after 


local legislators give village officials their pledge to work for 
the rural aid bill. State Sen. David Regner, R-Mount Pros- 
pect. State Rep. Donald Totten. R-Hoffman Estates, and State 
Rep. Virginia MaeDonakl, R-Arlington Heights, are expected 
to attend. 


Regner said "I've been informed that if the village has 


my commitment to work hard for legislation that would allow 
the townships to tax unincorporated areas and contract for 
service, they (the village) would provide that service now on 
a pay-later plan. 


"NEEDLESS TO SAY. my commitment is total. It's a bill I 


first sponsored last spring. It was shelved in the Illinois 
House Committee on Counties and Townships, not on its own 
merits, but simply because it gave townships power," he 
said. 


"Obviously in light of the recent tragedy, that power could 


be a safety factor in some situations,'1 said Regner. 


Totten said he too will pledge full support of the bill at the 


April session of the Illinois General Assembly. 


"This bill would ensure that people living in unincorporated 


areas have fire protection and it would also give townships 
the power to collect taxes necessary to contract for that ser- 
vice," he said. 


ELK GROVE VILLAGE officials, under fire for refusing 


the ambulance call from the Pettee's rural area, will play the 
tapes of that incident for the first time at today's conference. 


Fire Chief Allen Hulett said the tapes will prove Pettee did 


not indicate a life-or-death situation when he called. Village 
President Zettek, who has refused in the past to release the 
tapes or comment on them said he will do so now, "only 
because the tapes will show we did not heartlessly turn down 
a plea to save a dying woman, as some people are charging " 


Zettek said the refusal of service was in keeping with a 


village policy to answer calls from only those people in unin- 
corporated areas who contracted for the $42 a year service. 


"We did not arrive at this policy this month but have told 


people in surrounding areas for years we cannot service them 
without contract or payment because we owe our first service 
to those people of Elk Grove Village who pay for this depai t- 
ment." 


ZETTEK SAID the village decision to hold a press confer- 


ence, answer all questions regarding the incident and play 
records o£ Pettee's calls for an ambulance "is a reluctant 
one." 


"The decision was finally arrived at because of the emo- 


tional upheaval this issue has created in the community." 


Zettek said he has refused to comment in the past, because 


he thought to do so was cruel. "Mr. Pettee has lost a wife, 
and what point is there to argue the ifs of boundaries or 
legalities," said Zettek. 


"If there is any good that could come out of this it should 


be that state legislators see that everyone has protection," 
he added. 


Spokesmen from the state's attorney's office have said its 


investigation is not directed at Elk Grove Village but is rath- 
er a review of the entire incident. 


STEVE PERNICK of that office said yesterday the sub- 


poenas were issued because "we are trying to find out what 
happened. 


"Once we have found out what the facts are, we will take a 


look at the statute books, review similar cases and then see 
where we can go from there. 


"We have subpoenaed tapes and duty rosters as well as 


documents regarding ambulances and personnel — anyone on 
duty at that particular time," he continued. 


"After a review of all the facts we will make a determina- 


tion of what action will or will not be taken. 


"There is some question in my mind, based on the informa- 


tion wefve received at this time, that they (Elk Grove Village 
Fire Department) were under any legal obligation to provide 
service to those people, not being under contract with them," 
he added.

Fire chief: recall decision has 'ruined mv life' 


"When I recalled the ambulance I 


made a decision based on informa- 
tion I had — that decision has ruined 
my life and my reputation and sub- 
jected my family to horror,", said 
Elk Grove Village Fire Chief Allen 
Hulett. 


Sleepless nights showed in the fire 


chief's 
red-rimmed 
eyes, as 
he 


slumped in his chair to tell a story he 
has refused to comment on since 
Jan. 6. 


"My statement would have then, 


and probably will now, sound like T 
am pointing the finger of blame at 
someone. God knows, I know how 
that feels and it is not my intent," 
Hulett said in an interview. "My sto- 
ry will be one of facts, not excuses," 
he said.

"We were called by the police de- 


partment to answer an ambulance 
call to 277 Martha St. — convulsions 
were indicated The equipment rolls 


immediately on an alert and while it 
was going out I recognized the ad- 
dress was not in our service area 
and recalled the units. 


"MY GOD. WHY didn't he (Gary 


Pettee) tell us his wife was dying. 
He didn't, and I made a decision that 
it was not a life or death situation. 


"Minutes later, in a second call, 


Pettee said his wife was having a 
miscarriage, still in my opinion, not 
a life-or-death situation." said Hulett. 


"I am not a doctor and I made the 


decision to transfer his pleas for help 
to the proper fire department based 
on past experience. I felt I owed the 
people in this village service before 
going out of our area. 


"My whole life and career have

Husband: 'there is no bitterness in my heart' 


"My wife and child are dead, yet 


there is no bitterness in my heart," 
said Gary Pettee, 277 Martha St., 
Elk Grove Township. 


Pettee said he believes Elk Grove 


Village Fire Chief Allen Hulett "de- 
liberately called back an ambulance 
answering my pleas for help to make 
a point." Yet, he added. "In another 
life-or-death situation, I'd make that 
same plea to Elk Grove." 


"They made a serious mistake — 


not that it would have changed any- 
thing, because I believe in the inevi- 
table," Pettee said in an interview. 


Pettee said much of the afternoon 


of his wife's death, Jan. 6, is lost in a 
blur of confusion. 


"I know I've made statements to 


news people recounting what I said 
to police and firemen but it's very 
hard to remember exactly what I 
said to everyone. All I know for sure 
is that I panicked when my wife fell 
to the floor and said she believed she 
was dying. I knew I had an ambu- 
lance contract with Roselle Fire De- 
partment but Elk Grove Village was 
closer'so I called them," he said. 


"SHE HAD BEEN ILL all that day 


and stayed in bed complaining of bad 
leg pains. Later she got up to go to 


the laundry room," said the father of 
five. 


"She fell and dragged herself to 


the family room screaming to me 
that she was dying," he said. 


"I had stickers on all my phones 


with the number to the Roselle Fire 
Department we contract for ambu- 
lance service with, but instead of 
calling them I called the telephone 
operator and she contacted the po-' 
lice," said Pettee. 


"As my wife was struggling on the 


floor I didn't remember the years of 
bitterness, 
arguments or harass-

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Village board to discuss police detective controversy

Wheeling Trustee Al Lang said he expects the village board 


to discuss the recent reports of a village police detective 
being found guilty of disorderly conduct after a bar ruckus in 
I9T2. 


Lang said he was unhappy about the report that Patrolman 


Joseph Earl Seul also has been involved in a number of other 
irregular incidents while a member of the department. Lang, 
as well as several other trustees commented after a Herald 
article on Seul appeared earlier this week. 


"I'm not very pleased, if this is happening, that it is hap- 


pening like that," Lang said. "I'd like to get together with the 
trustees. I imagine there will be some discussion among the 
trustees Monday night." 


Lang said he was most concerned that the village board get 


the facts on the Seul incidents. "There has to be two sides to 
every story." he said. Seul has refused to talk to The Herald 
about the incidents. 


OF THE SEVEN village board members, only Trustee Ron 


Bruhn said he was aware of the incidents outlined in The 
Herald article. Bruhn was on the Police and Fire Commission 
at the time Seul was involved in a traffic accident in 1969 and 
i-esiperi from the force after he was charged with violating 
police rules and regulations. 


"I received a letter from the police chief at the time, but 


the police chief asked the commission to keep it confidential," 


Bruhn said. 


Bruhn said he also was notified of Seal's arrest for dis- 


orderly conduct in the 1972 "bar ruckus" in Rockton, At that 
time, the trustee was heading the village board's police and 
fire committee. Bruhn said he was also aware of a 1972 car 
accident involving Seul and a 1973 incident at the Clayton 
House Motel, 1090 S. Milwaukee Ave., Wheeling. 


IN ALL CASES, Bruhn said the necessary disciplinary ac- 


tion was taken. "It was handled to the satisfaction of the 
police chief," he said. 


Although Bruhn described communications between the 


board and police department as "very close," other trustees 
said they had no knowledge of the incidents until they read 
The Herald report. 


Trustee Ed Berger said he was unaware of the incidents 


"because I'm not that close with the police department. I 
think the village board should be kept advised of what is 
going on in the various departments," he said. "I think we 
should have been made aware of what's going on simply 
because of the embarrassment of not knowing what is going 
on." 


Likewise, Trustee John Koeppen said he had not been in- 


formed about the police incidents and said the village board 
should be kept informed. "If this is something that happened 
within the confines of the Village of Wheeling, it is something 
we should be kept well informed about," he said. 


TRUSTEE DON JACKSON said he also was upset about the 


matter. "It is really imperative that this type of thing not 
happen again," he said. "Unfortunately occurrences such as 
this unfairly discredit the entire police department and must 
have an adverse effect on department morale. However, mea- 
sures have been taken to assure more appropriate dis- 
ciplinary action on any future problems of the sort." 


Jackson declined to outline what the measures are. 
Some board members, however, said the village board had 


little jurisdiction over police discipline. "That's a police de- 
partment matter, village manager matter and police and fire 
commission matter," said Trustee William Hein. 


Hein said police discipline should not come to the trustees' 


attention "unless it goes through proper channels. That's 
what we have these people here for," he said. 


Berger agreed, saying the trustees should rely on the vil- 


lage manager. "I think if the board members become too 
involved in any of the departments we are more or less tak- 
ing away from the village manager's responsibilitiew," he 
said. "I think George Passolt should handle most of this." 


PASSOLT SAID since The Herald article he has put in 


writing a previously informal policy that the police chief will 
confer with him on disciplinary cases when possible. The 
manager said there are some cases when he will not be con- 
sulted because immediate discipline is required. 


According to Passolt, Police Chief Peter Guttilla usually 


does discuss such matters with him. "Quite frankly, I would 
hope that he would ask my advice on these things," he said. 
"I think he has in the past and I will be encouraging him to 
do so in the future." 


The manager said that while he does have authority over 


GuttiHa, police discipline can only be ordered by the chief. 
"He comes under my jurisdiction, but the punishment must 
be meeted out by the chief of police," he said. 


Although Lang said he expects some board action on the 


matter, Village Pres. Ted C. Scanlon said the village board 
should not become involved unless it is a serious matter af- 
fecting the welfare of Wheeling citizens. 


"THEN AND ONLY then should the higher officials become 


involved," Scanlon said. 


He also said the Seul arrest in Rockton took place when the 


officer was off duty. "Whatever he does on his own time is 
his own business," he said. "If it happened when the man is 
on his own time, he's human you know." 


According to the rules of the Wheeling Police Department, 


however, "Members and employes . . . shall not, at any time, 
on or off duty be intoxicated in the public view." 


Bruhn, the only member of the board aware of all the 


incidents, said he wished "it wasn't getting blown out of pro- 
portion. I wish I could tell you the whole story."

Wheeling is providing an alternative to 
w a t c h i n g television for these ,kids 
through "Outreach Groups" directed by 
staff counselors like Lois Broil. 


WITH THE AID of several Omni-House 


volunteers, the 27-year-old Miss Broil su- 
pervises the activities of six "Outreach" 
groups at London and Cooper junior high 
schools and at MacArthur Junior High 
School in Prospect Heights. 


The groups average 10 participants, 


with five of them made up of all girls 
and a co-ed group at Cooper. 


Members of the groups 
sometimes 


meet during school for one period per 
week or after school to plan activities 
that include parties, bowling and ice 
skating outings. Transportation is ar- 
ranged 'by Omni-House workers, some- 
times with the help of parents of mem- 
bers. 


The purpose of the groups is to allow 


teen-agers to enjoy some good clean fun 
and learn a little responsibility along the 
way, Miss Broil explained. 


" T H E S E 
ARE self-determining 


groups," she said. "Instead of parents or 
somebody else setting.the limits, the lim- 
its on the group are set by the group. 
They decide on their own what they want 
to do and how to do it and they take the 
consequences." 


Because Omni-House is a counseling 


agency, Miss Broil said many parents 
have gotten the mistaken idea that only 
"bad kids" or kids with problems partici- 
pate in the Outreach groups. 


"Whenever a kid joins a group, we al- 


ways contact the parents and the usual 
reaction is 'What's wrong with my child? 
Omni-House is only for kids on drugs or 
something, isn't it?'," Miss Broil said. 
"It's really hard to get the point across 
that that just isn't true." 


Sometimes, Miss Broil said, kids in the 


"Outreach" groups will approach her 
with problems, probably because they 
find it easy to talk to her because of the 
informal nature of the groups. 


"The groups give kids a chance to talk 


more comfortably with someone than 
they can do sometimes, like at school," 


she commented. 


WITH A background including a mas- 


ter's degree in education with a major in 
guidance and counseling, Miss Broil is 
well-qualified to offer help and advice 
when needed. 


Before coming to Omni-House last Oc- 


tober, she worked two years at the Illi- 
nois State Psychiatric Institute in Chi- 
cago, serving as a rehabilitation coun- 
selor for juvenile delinquents. Her job 
was to help patients at the state mental 
hospital make the adjustment back to a 
normal, healthy life in their communities. 


Miss Broil also has worked at the Lath- 


rop Chicago Boys' Club, setting up tutor- 
ing programs, summer day camps and 
social activities for both boys and girls. 


Besides attempting tp provide teen-age 


recreation in the communities served by 
Omni-House in this area, Miss Broil is 
also involved in finding and filling other 
gaps in community services. 


Presently, she is investigating the need 


for establishing a permanent facility for 
temnorary foster care for adolescent 
girls in crisis family situations.

Prospect Hts. chief wants 
'equal time' before schools 


No opposition 
seen to school 
annexations 


Dist. 23 officials, should they decide to 


annex school properties to surrounding 
villages, probably will face little opposi- 
tion from the towns, according to local 
officials. 


The village managers from Mount 


Prospect, Arlington Heights and Wheel- 
ing all have indicated any attempt by the 
district to have its properties annexed 
would probably meet with favorable re- 
action from the village boards. 


"I'm sure the board would make a sin- 


cere study of the proposal and consider it 
favorably as long as it Involves no out-of- 
pocket expense to the village," Mount 
Prospect Village Mgr. Robert Eppley 
said. 


EPPLEY 
SAID annexation would 


mean the village would provide police 
and fire protection to the school, which is 
exactly what school board members 
want. 


Wheeling Village Mgr. George Passolt 


said the proposal has not been brought 
up before, but he felt the board would 
react positively to such a plan. "As long 
as they meet all the qualifications for 
annexation, I expect it will be consid- 
ered," Passolt said. 


L. A. Hanson, village manager of Ar- 


lington Heights, said the village hasn't 
turned down requests for annexation in 
the past. "We already supply water to 
Eisenhower School," Hanson said. He 
added that if the territory to be annexed 
touches some part of the village, it meets 
the legal requirement for annexation. 


EACH OP THE VILLAGE managers 


said he had not yet been contacted by the 
district about scheduling a meeting to 
discuss annexation. 


Board member Alan Krinsky has sug- 


gested that such a meeting be scheduled 
to discuss the feasibility and con- 
sequences of annexation. 


The board's main purpose in seeking 


the move is to get better police and fire 
protection for its schools. At present the 
Cook County Sheriff's Police provides po- 
lice protection for the district and the 
Prospect Heights and Wheeling fire de- 
partments are responsible for providing 
fire protection. 


Prospect Heights Fire Chief Donald 


Gould said recently he plans to attend 
a special meeting being planned by 
School Dist. 23 to discuss the possible an- 
nexation of school properties to Arlington 
Heights, Wheeling and Mount Prospect. 


Gould said he feels the 
Prospect 


Heights Fire Dept. should be represented 
at the meeting to defend itself against 
what he termed "misleading and in- 
accurate" statements of school board 
members. 


The chief was referring to statements 


made at last week's board meeting that 
the district needs more adequate fire and 
police protection than it now receives. 
All the schools in the district are located 
in Prospect Heights and all but one re- 
ceive fire protection from the Prospect 
Heights Fire Dept. 


Police protection for all the schools is 


provided by the Cook County Sheriff's 
Police, 


"Members of the board have implied 


that we are not competent or capable of 
providing proper protection for the 
schools and our community," Gould said 
in a statement released Monday. "The 
fire department is being discussed and 
should be at the special meeting to pre- 
sent and provide accurate information to 
the board and the public." 


BOARD MEMBER Alan Krinsky, who 


'suggested the need for the special meet- 
ing, said recently that everyone who is 
interested in discussing the proposal is 
welcome to attend the meeting. No date 
for the meeting has been set. 


"We want to hear what everyone has 


to say," Krinsky said. "This is some- 
thing that has been talked about for a 
long time and it's something the school 
board should be concerned with. After 
everyone has been heard from, the 
school board should be allowed to go the 
way it wants." 


Krinsky said he is not sure the district 


would receive better protection if each 
school was part of an incorporated vil- 
lage. He emphasized that his reason for 
seeking a special meeting is to find out 
what benefits would be gained by annex- 
ation, 


"One thing I am certain of is that if 


each school was part of a village, there 
would be a hydrant located next to each 
school," Krinsky said. The board mem- 
ber said this would probably be accom- 
plished by hooking water lines to connect 
the hydrants with village water lines. - 


AT PRESENT ONLY Eisenhower 


School receives water from a village, Ar- 
lington Heights. The rest of the district's 
five schools receive their water from 
wells. 


Gould said his department is capable 


of providing proper protection to the 
schools. "If the need should arise for wa- 
ter at the schools, the Prospect Heights 
Fire Dept, has more water tank capacity 
than any of the other departments being 
considered." 


The chief said he and his officers Steve 


always maintained a policy of 'being 
available at anytime to go any place to 
provide information about the depart- 
ment and answer questions. Gould said 
he will attend future meetings of the 
Prospect Heights Improvement Assn. as 
well as the district's special meeting to 
answer questions. 


Gmild said he believes the current con- 


troversy has been caused by a failure on 
the part of the school board to get accu- 
rate information on the fire protection 
services being provided. 


THE CHIEF ADDED that he appre- 


ciates 
and understands the school 


board's concern for the safety of the chil- 
dren, "All my men and officers live in 
the community and most of them have 
children in the schools of the district. 
Their concern for the children's safety is 
at least equal to if not greater than the 
school board's concern." 


No annexation boundaries have been 


proposed. The district's three campus 
schools are nearest to Arlington Heights, 
John Muir School is nearest to Wheeling 
and Eisenhower School is close to both 
Mount Prospect and Arlington Heights. 


Krinsky said notification of the meet- 


ing will be made to parents and mem- 
bers of the community and anyone inter- 
ested may attend.

been to save life and I don't know 
how to answer critics who call me 
callous or heartless," he said. 


"1 DID WHAT I had to do and was 


Instructed to do. I believe it was the 
right thing to do and am not about to 
hide behind village officials and call 
it their policy and not mine. If it had 
been only my decision, I would have 
made the same decision and that is 
to ensure that people of Elk Grove 
Village have protection first. 


"The state's attorney has re- 


quested all Information about this 
horrible tragedy and that tapes of 
our calls be handed over to him for 


investigation," he said. 


"I have done so. My only hope 


now, is that this harrowing ordeal 
will end with hope for the people in 
unincorporated areas and that they 
somehow will all have the fire and 
ambulance protection by a state de- 
cree. 


"For me this means an end to hope 


and a career." said Hulett. 


HE IS A SHAKEN — nearly bro- 


ken man, His mail is filled with hate 
letters from people across the coun- 
try who've read stories of the Elk 
Grove incident in their local news- 
papers. Phone calls are often filled 
with threats against his life, his fam- 


ily and his home. Obscenities and 
words of hate are a part of 'their 
daily life. 


"For the first time in my life I am 


ashamed and embarrassed to get in 
the fire chief's car and drive through 
the village.

PETTEE SAID the village ambu- 


lance has made hundreds of ambu- 
lance calls into the unincorporated 
area. "On the day they refused my 
call I believe they were making a 
point. 


"I can't remember how many calls 


I made to police and fire depart- 
ments. I'm not even sure which ones 
I called. I called again and again and 
kept running out to the road to watch 
for the Roselle Ambulance. 


"It was heartbreaking for me to 


know that the hospital was just a few 
short blocks away and the Elk Grove 
ambulance was so close and yet ntf 
coming," he said. 


"It took so long, my wife struggled 


and struggled for about 20 minutes 
and I think when the Roselle ambu- 
lance arrived she was not breath- 
ing," Pettee said. 


"They made a heartless decision 


they must now live with," he said. 
"All I know is I will never contract 
with them for service. I'll stay with 
Roselle — far away or not." 


Fire departments review mutual aid agreements 


Representatives from eight area fire 


departments met yesterday to review 
their policy of mutual assistance when 
responding to emergency calls for ambu- 
lance service. 


Wheeling Fire Chief Bernie Koeppen, 


who called the meeting, said it was an 
attempt to insure there would be no repe- 
tition of the Jan. 6 Elk Grove Village 
incident in the eight departments' protec- 
tion districts. In addition to Wheeling, 
the fire departments attending were Ver- 
non, Northbrook, Glenview Rural, Mount 
Prospect, Prospect Heights, Arlington 
Heights and Buffalo Grove. 


In the Elk Grove Village incident, Jean 


Pettee and her unborn child died after 
her husband's telephone calls for ambu- 


lance help were referred from Elk Grove 
Village Fire Department to Roselle, 
where the family had a contract for 
emergency service. A nearby Elk Grove 
Village ambulance was called back and 
the woman had to wait while the Roselle 
ambulance traveled about six miles to 
the Pettee home. 


Koeppen said the departments merely 


verified that the current practice would 
continue. "We always did have some sort 
of agreement," he said. "If someone is 
really in trouble, we go and then radio 
the correct department." 


The patient would receive emergency 


treatment on the scene until the proper 
department arrived, Koeppen added. 
"We've done this for years."

money available. 


Although the reimbursement will re- 


duce the bond and interest fund levy, 
Barger emphasized that the 1975 tax bills 
of residents may not necessarily be low- 
er.

Many area fire departments are cross- 


ing jurisdictionat borders to assure bet- 
ter fire and ambulance protection to resi- 
dents, but such an agreement between 
the Long Grove ami Wheeling Township 
districts for Buffalo Grove does not ap- 
pear likely. 


At the present time both departments 


participate in an area mutual aid pro- 
gram in which one department will help 
another if a specific request is made. 
However, an agreement by which one de- 
partment will respond to the other's area 
on a regular basis does not exist. 


Agreements of this type have become 


common In recent years. Such arrange- 
ments, in many cases, guarantee faster 
service than if residents have to wait for 
their own town whose fire station may be 
farther than that of another municipali- 
ty, 


THE Bt'l'T.M.O Grove Fire Depart- 


ment, which serves the southern part of 
the village, last year entered into such 
an agreement with the Arlington Heights 
Fire Department. Under the pact. Buf- 
falo Grove responds to all calls in the 
northern portion of Arlington Heights 
and that department responds to every- 
thing in the southern portion of Buffalo 
Grove.

A legal agreement that has delayed a 


referendum to put Buffalo Grove in one 
fire district has been drafted and will bo 
considered by the village board Monday 
night. 


The agreement was requested by vil- 


lage officials several weeks ago following 
the village board's approval to transfer 
the entire village into the Wheeling 
Township Rural Fire Protection District. 
The transfer would eliminate the present 
situation where the village is served by 
three different fire districts. 


SINCE THE village's proposal will not 


receive tte support of the Long Grove 
Rural Fire Protection District, which 
serves most of the Lake County section 
of the village, a referendum must be 
held before a transfer can take place. 
That referendum must be approved by a 
majority of residents voting in the affect- 
ed area. 


Officials said last week the legal agree- 


• ment between the village and the Wheel- 
ing district was delaying progress on set- 
ting up the referendum. They could not 
predict when the referendum might be 
held. 


Trustee Edward Osmon, chairman of a 


special fire committee said this week the 
agreement has been drafted by the vil- 
lage attorney and is ready for consid- 
eration by the village board. The agree- 
ment has been reviewed by Village Mgr. 
Daniel Larson and Fire Chief Wayne 
Winter and is acceptable to them. 


Winter said yesterday, he is not opti- 


mistic that the agreement will be acietl 
on Monday. He said the village board 
probably will review the agreement and 
suggest some changes. The document 
will then have to be revised before being 
passed. 


The agreement concerns the transfer 


of equipment and land, salaries and per- 


sonnel policies. Officials want to work 


out these matters so there are no le^al 
problems when the village- decides to 
form a municipal fire department, 


AT THAT TIME, the agreement states 


the Wheeling District will turn over to 
the village all its land, vehicles and fire- 
fighting equipment which it is using to 
protect the area. In turn, the village will 
agree to pay all balances on land, equip- 
ment and vehicles which have been pur- 
chased by the Wheeling district. 


Under the agreement the fire district 


would not be allowed to purchase addi- 
tional land or contract to protect land 
which is currently outside the village 
limits. However, unincorporated areas 
which are currently in the district would 
continue to get fire protection. 


THE AGREEMENT further states that 


tax money obtained from village resi- 
dents will be used as nearly as possible

to drive, are often completely dependent 
on family chauffeurs with other plans for 
Friday and Saturday nights. 


Omm-House: Youth Services Bureau in 


Wheeling is providing an alternative to 
w a t c h i n g television for these kids 
through ''Outreach Groups" directed by 
staff counselors like Lois Broil. 


WITH THE AID of several Omni-House 


volunteers, the 27-year-old Miss Broil su- 
pervises the activities of six "Outreach" 
groups at London and Cooper junior high 
schools and at MacArthur Junior High 
School in Prospect Heights. 


The groups average 10 participants, 


with five of them made up of all girls 
and a co-ed group at Cooper. 


Members 
of the groups sometimes 


meet during school for one period per 
week or after school to plan activities 
that include parties, bowling and ice 
skating outings. Transportation is ar- 
ranged by Omni-House workers, some- 
times with the help of parents of mem- 
bers 


The purpose of the groups is to allow 


teen-agers to enjoy some good clean fun 
and learn a little responsibility along the 
way, Miss Broil explained. 


' ' T H E S E 
ARE self-determining 


groups.'' she said. "Instead of parents or 
somebody else setting the limits, the lim- 
its on the group are set by the group. 
They decide on their own what they want 
to do and how to do it and they take the 
consequences " 


Because Omni-House is a counseling

Elk Grove Village to announce revision of ambulance-fire service policy 
Unprotected areas to get serve-first, bill-later service 


EDITOR'S NOTE: The victim and Ilie accused. Two men in 


Elk Grove have made headlines in recent days for their roles 
in lite death of Jean Pettee and her unborn child. The first, 
her husband Gary, has often been prolrayed as cither the 
victim of tragic circumstance or deliberate malice. The oth- 
er. Fire Chief Allen Hnlclt. hns been accused of callously 
refusing help to a living unman. Both men told their stories 
tn Herald reporter Jerry Thomas.

While state legislators push for passage of a rural aid bill 


insuring emergency fire and ambulance service to unincorpo- 
rated areas, Elk Grove Village officials will provide neighbor- 
ing unincorporated homes with protection on a serve-first bill- 
lafer basis. The Herald has learned. 


The plan, expected to be announced at a 2 p.m. press con- 


ference today, is in response to the death of an Elk Grove 
Township woman who was refused ambulance service by the 
village. 


In another development, The Herald learned yesterday that 


police ami fire department tapes and records of the incident 
have been subpoenaed by the State's Attorney's office, which 
is investigating the incident. 


The tapes are a record of Gary Pettee's Jan, 6 calls for 


ambulance help for his dying wife. Jean. Mrs. Pcttee. 36, 
eight months pregnant with her sixth child, died of a massive 
blood clot in her lung. Her husband's calls to the village were 
refused and referred because he had contracted for emergen- 
cy service with the Roselle Fire Protection District rather 
than Elk Grove Village. 


THE HERALD learned that village officials will pledge am- 


bulance and fire service to unincorporated areas, such as 
where the Pettees live, whether people have contracted for it 
or not. Village President Charles Zettek yesterday said he 
would not deny the information but could not confirm it ei- 
ther. 


The announcement of service is expected to come after 


toeal legislators give village officials their pledge to work for 
the rural aid bill. State Sen. David Regner, R-Mount Pros- 
pect. State Rep. Donald Totten. R-Hoffman Estates, and State 
Rep. Virginia MacDonald. R-Arlington Heights, are expected 
to attend. 


Regner said "I've been informed that if the village has 


my commitment to work hard for legislation that would allow 
the townships to tax unincorporated areas and contract for 
service, they (the village) would provide that service now on 
a pay-later plan. 


"NEEDLESS TO SAY, my commitment is total. It's a bill I 


first sponsored last spring. It was shelved in the Illinois 
Mouse Committee on Counties and Townships, not on its own 
merits, but simply because it gave townships power," he 
said. 


"Obviously in light of the recent tragedy, that power could 


be a safety factor in some situations," said Regner. 


Totten said he too will pledge full support of the bill at the 


April session of the Illinois General Assembly. 


"This bill would ensure that people living in unincorporated 


areas have fire protection and it would also give townships 
the power to collect taxes necessary to contract for that ser- 
vice," he said. 


ELK GROVE VILLAGE officials, under fire for refusing 


the ambulance call from the Pettee's rural area, will play the 
tapes of that incident for the first time at today's conference. 


Fire Chief Allen Hulett said the tapes will prove Pettee did 


not indicate a life-or-death situation when he called. Village 
President Zettek, who has refused in the past to release the 
tapes or comment on them said he will do so now, "only 
because the tapes will show we did not heartlessly turn down 
a plea to save a dying woman, as some people are charging." 


Zettek said the refusal of service was in keeping with a 


village policy to answer calls from only those people in unin- 
corporated areas who contracted for the $42 a year service. 


"We did not arrive at this policy this month but have told 


people in surrounding areas for years we cannot service them 
without contract or payment because we owe our first service 
to those people of Elk Grove Village who pay for this depart- 
ment." 


/ETTEK SAID the village decision to hold a press confer- 


ence, answer all questions regarding the incident and play 
records of Pettee's calls for an ambulance "is a reluctant 
one." 


"The decision was finally arrived at because of the emo- 


tional upheaval this issue has created in the community." 


Zettek said he has refused to comment in the past, because 


he thought to do so was cruel. "Mr. Pettee has lost a wife, 
and what point is there to argue the its of boundaries or 
legalities," said Zettek. 


"If there is any good that could come out of this it should 


be that state legislators see that everyone has protection," 
he added. 


Spokesmen from the state's attorney's office have said its 


investigation is not directed at Elk Grove Village but is rath- 
er a review of the entire incident. 


STEVE PERNICK of that office said yesterday the sub- 


poenas were issued because "we are trying to find out what 
happened. 


"Once we have found out what the facts are, we will take a 


look at the statute books, review similar cases and then see 
where we can go from there. 


"We have subpoenaed tapes and duty rosters as well as 


documents regarding ambulances and personnel — anyone on 
duty at that particular time," he continued. 


"After a review of all the facts we will make a determina- 


tion of what action will or will not be taken. 


"There is some question in my mind, based on the informa- 


tion we've received at this time, that they (Elk Grove Village 
Fire Department) were under any legal1 obligation to provide 
service to those people, not being under contract with them," 
he added.

Fire chief: recall decision has Drained my life' 


"When I recalled the ambulance I 


made a decision based on informa- 
tion I had — that decision has ruined 
my life and my reputation and sub- 
jected my family to horror," said 
Elk Grove Village Fire Chief Allen 
Hulett. 


Sleepless nights showed in the fire 


chief's 
red-rimmed eyes, 
as 
he 


slumped in his chair to tell a story he 
has refused to comment on since 
Jan. 6. 


"My -statement would have then, 


and probably will now, sound like T 
am pointing the finger of blame at 
someone. God knows, I know how 
that feels and it is not my intent," 
Hulett said in an interview. "My sto- 
ry will be one of facts, not excuses," 
he said.

"We were called by the police de- 


partment to answer an ambulance 
call to 277 Martha St. — convulsions 
were indicated. The equipment rolls 


immediately on an alert and while it 
was going out I recognized the ad- 
dress was not in our service area 
and recalled the units. 


"MY GOD, WHY didn't he (Gary 


Pettee) tell us his wife was dying. 
He didn't, and I made a decision that 
it was not a life or death situation. 


"Minutes later, in a second call, 


Peltee said his wife was having a 
miscarriage, still in my op'inion, not 
a life-or-death situation." said Hulett. 


"I am not a doctor and I made the 


decision to transfer his pleas for help 
to the proper fire department based 
on past experience. I felt I owed the 
people in this village service before 
going out of our area. 


"My whole life and career have

Husband: 'there is no bitterness in my heart' 


"My wife and child are dead, yet 


there is no bitterness in my heart," 
said Gary Pettee,. 277 Martha St., 
Elk Grove Township. 


Pettee said he believes Elk Grove 


Village Fire Chief Allen Hulett "de- 
liberately called back an ambulance 
answering my pleas for help to make 
a point." Yet, he added, "In another 
life-or-death situation, I'd make that 
same plea to Elk Grove." 


"They made a serious mistake — 


not that it would have changed any- 
thing, because I believe in the inevi- 
table," Pettee said in an interview. 


Pettee said much of the afternoon 


of his wife's death, Jan. 6, is lost in a 
blur of confusion. 


"I know I've made statements to 


news people recounting what I said 
to police and firemen but it's very 
hard to remember exactly what I 
said to everyone. All I know for sure 
is that I panicked when my wife fell 
to the floor and said she believed she 
was dying. I knew I had an ambu- 
lance contract with Roselle Fire De- 
partment but Elk Grove Village was 
closer so I called them." he said. 


"SHE HAD BEEN ILL all that day 


and stayed in bed complaining of bad 
leg pains. Later she got up to go to 


the laundry room," said the father of 
five. 


"She fell and dragged herself to 


the family room screaming to me 
that she was dying," he said. 


"I had stickers on all my phones 


with the number to the Roselle Fire 
Department we contract for ambu- 
lance service with, but instead of 
calling them I called the telephone 
operator and she contacted the po- 
lice," said Pettee. 


"As my wife was struggling on the 


floor I didn't remember the years of 
bitterness, 
arguments 
or

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Dist. 96 ivrapup 
State funds may cut 
school tax bills 


School Dist. 96 residents may find their 1975 tax bills re- 


duced if the district is successful in obtaining partial state 
reimbursement on school construction bonds. 


The board has submitted an application to the Illinois Capi- 


tal Development Board (ICDB) for partial reimbursement for 
retiring $989,000 in bonds issued for the construction of Willow 
Grove and Twin Groves schools in the Lake County section of 
Buffalo Grove. 


A recently enacted law allows Illinois public schools to seek 


partial state reimbursement for bonds issued to build schools 
between January 1969 and October, 1973. 


Dist. 96 is seeking $25,000, which if received, will reduce the 


1975 tax levy for the district's bond and interest fund by that 
amount. 


Dist. 96 Supt. William Hitzeman said the state money could 


reduce residents' 1975 tax bills by about four or 5 cents per 
S100 of assessed valuation unless property in the district is 
assessed at a higher rate next year. 


He added that predictions are that the current $43 million 


assessed valuation of the district will go up, probably by 
about $6 million or $7 million. 


The ICDB is expected to announce its allotments in March. 


Agree on ca»h donations 


Dist. 96 and Buffalo Grove officials have worked out an 


agreement for collecting builder cash donations to local 
schools. A village resolution requires builders to contribute 
land or cash to help offset the economic impact of their devel- 
opments on local schools and parks. 


According to the agreement, the village will collect a por- 


tion of the developer's cash donation at the time each unit is 
occupied. The money will be turned over to Dist, 96 on a 
monthly basis. 


Otis Associates of Northbrook, developers of The Crossings 


at Arlington Heights Road and Rte. 83, have pledged $128,040 
to Dist. 96. Although a few of the unite are occupied, the 
district has not begun receiving installments on the donation. 


Hitzeman said he expected to collect for the occupied units 


shortly. 


Athletic equipment coming 


About $5,000 worth of athletic equipment should be deliv- 


ered to the new Twin Groves School in Buffalo Grove in about 
a month. The board this week awarded contracts for the 
equipment to three companies and Hitzeman expects the 
items to be delivered within the next few weeks, 


The equipment includes chin bars, arm ladders, horizontal 


and parallel bars, a trampoline, gymnastic horses, golfing, 
tennis and archery equipment. 


Contracts for the items were given to Hayden Athletic

Creating an automatic response system 


outside Long Grove's area, according to 
Berg, would put a burden on firemen, by 
increasing the number of calls. Since the 
department is entirely volunteer, he said 
this could create a substantial hardship 
for firefighters. 


Winter said in the event that someone 


mistakenly calls his department instead 
of Long Grove, the call is automatically 
transferred to the other department, with 
a minimal loss in time. With such a sys- 
tem, he said a tragedy, such as the re- 
cent one in Elk Grove Township is unlike 
ly to occur. 
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THE DANGERS OF WALKING in streets to 
schools are being risked daily by students in 
School Dist. 96, in Lake County Buffalo Grove. 


Because residents have failed to shovel the side- 
walks in front of thei>r homes, children are forced 
to walk in dark streets to Twin Groves and Willow 


Grove schools. The school board plans to push for 
a village ordinance requiring residents to clean 
their sidewalks. 


Spokesman denies facility won't be built 
Scanlon 'fed up' with hospital hassles

Wheeling Village Pres. Ted C. Scanlon 


said residents' attitudes and "adverse 
publicity" will be to blame if Franklin 
Boulevard Community Hospital decides 
not to build a satellite hospital in the vil- 
lage. 


Scanlon said he is "fed up with the hos- 


pital" because of the controversy over its 
location. Several local groups have ob- 
jected to a proposal to build on the his- 
torical Childerly Retreat House property, 
506 McHenry Rd. 


Speaking at a village board account- 


ability session, Scanlon said the village 
had nothing to do with the choice of the 
Childerly site. "When the hospital got to 
us, they had already chosen their site," 
he said. "We did not go and say, 'Put it 
at Childerly.' Now the hospital gets the 
feeling that no one in Wheeling gets 
sick," 


As a result of the Childerly con- 


troversy, Scanlon said the hospital devel- 
opers may abandon plans to build the 
branch in Wheeling. "With the adverse 
publicity it's been getting, I don't know if 
the people will continue to pursue it or 
take the hospital elsewhere," he said. 


NORMAN DAIVS, consultant for the 


hospital, said he is unaware of any plans 
to abandon the Wheeling project, "I'm a 
llittle surprised at the mayor's state- 
ments," he said. "There has been no in- 
dication from us that we're going to 
stop." 


Davis said Scanlon "apparently is get- 


ting some heat on it." He said, however, 
the hospital project would only be halted 
if they could not get an option on proper- 
ty or if the state hospital board denied it 
permission to operate. 


The consultant said Franklin Boule- 


vard would be willing to consider other 


sites, but said land in Wheeling is not 
"readily available at reasonable cost. 
The only thing we're looking for is to 
have a place with good accessibility," he 
said. 


THE HOSPITAL has been one of Scan- 


Ion's pet projects. In fact, he announced 
plans for the Franklin Boulevard branch 
in September. Now, however, he said he 
is "sitting back and letting Franklin 
Boulevard do the work." 


For instance, Scanlon said he does not 


intend to call a meeting of applicants for 
the hospital's board of directors. Origi- 
nally, he said he would schedule this 


meeting after the first of the year. He 
said he is now waiting for more definite 
word from Franklin Boulevard before 
proceeding. 


Scanlon said residents are climbing 


on the Childerly band-wagon without 
even knowing where the retreat house 
property is located. 


"People have never gone to Childerly, 


they don't know where it's at, and they 
come to the board meeting and say 'I 
want to save Childerly,' " he said. 
"Some people get up at the board meet- 
ing and don't know what they are talking 
about." 


SCANLON SAID he found an alterna- 


tive site for the hospital, and the devel- 
opers will have to decide if they want 
this site. 


"I'm a little fed up with the hospital," 


Scanlon said. "I'm willing to say to Buf- 
falo Grove, 'You take the hospital.' Our 
people are willing to drive."

been to save life and I don't know 
how to answer critics who call me 
callous or heartless," he said. 


"I DID WHAT I had to do and was

If it had 
been only my decision, I would have 
made the same decision and that is 
to ensure that people of Elk Grove 
Village have protection first. 


"The state's attorney has re-

investigation," he said. 


"I have done so My only hope 


now, is that this harrowing ordeal 
will end with hope for the people in 
unincorporated areas and that they 
somehow will all have the fire and 
ambulance protection by a state de- 
cree. 


"For me this means an end to hope 


and a career," said Hulett. 


HE IS A SHAKEN - nearly bro- 


ken man. His mail is filled with hate 
letters from people across the coun- 
try who've read stories of the Elk 
Grove incident in their local news- 
papers. Phone calls are often filled 
with threats against his life, his fam- 


ily and his home. Obscenities and 
words of hate are a part of their 
daily life 


"For the first time in my life I am 


ashamed and embarrassed to get in

PETTEE SAID the village ambu-

"I can't remember how many calls 


I made to police and fire depart- 
ments. I'm not even'sure which ones 
I called. I called again and again and 
kept running out to the road to watch 
for the Roselle Ambulance. 


"It was heartbreaking for me to 


know that the hospital was just a few 
short blocks away and the Elk Grove 
ambulance was so close and yet ntf 
coming," he said. 


"It took so long, my wife struggled 


and struggled for about 20 minutes 
and I think when the Roselle ambu- 
lance arrived she was not breath- 
ing," Pettee said. 


"They made a heartless decision 


they must now live with," he said. 
"All I know is I will never contract 
with them for service.

Representatives from eight area fire 


departments met yesterday to review 
their policy of mutual assistance when 
responding to emergency calls for ambu- 
lance service. 


Wheeling Fire Chief Bernie Koeppen, 


who called the meeting, said it was an 
attempt to insure there would be no repe- 
tition of the Jan. 6 Elk Grove Village 
Incident in the eight departments' protec- 
tion districts. In addition to Wheeling, 
the fire departments attending were Ver- 
non, Northbrook, Glenview Rural, Mount 
Prospect, Prospect Heights, Arlington 
Heights and Buffalo Grove. 


In the Elk Grove Village incident, Jean 


Pettee and her unborn child died after 
her husband's telephone calls for ambu- 


lance help were referred from Elk Grove 
Village Fire Department to Roselle, 
where the family had a contract for 
emergency service. A nearby Elk Grove 
Village ambulance was called back and 
the woman had to wait while the Roselle 
ambulance traveled about six miles to 
the Pettee home. 


Koeppen said the departments merely 


verified that the current practice would 
continue. "We always did have some sort 
of agreement," he said. "If someone is 
really in trouble, we go and then radio 
the correct department." 


The patient would receive emergency 


treatment on the scene until the proper 
department arrived, Koeppen added. 
"We've done this for years."

they can do sometimes, like at school," 
she commented 


WITH A background including a mas- 


ter's degree in education with a major in 
guidance and counseling, Miss Broil is 
well-qualified to offer help and advice 
when needed 


Before coming to Omni-House last Oc- 


tober, she worked two years at the Illi- 
nois State Psychiatric Institute in Chi- 
cago, serving as a rehabilitation coun- 
selor for juvenile delinquents Her job 
was to help patients at the state mental 
hospital make the adjustment back to a 
normal, healthy life in their communities.

No rent; 
lockout 
threatened

A Wheeling woman may be locked out 


of her apartment today for withholding 
the January rent until repairs are made 
by her landlord. 


Jeanette LaCaeyse, 173 Wildwood Ln., 


said she has been getting dirty water 
from her faucets ever since she moved 
into her apartment July 1. She says she 
can't bathe, make coffee or wash dishes. 


"My son had to bring me some water 


so I could make coffee," she said. "The 
same is with bathing. I have to go to my 
son's house to take a bath." 


IN ADDITION, Mrs. LaCaeyse said an 


unattended water pipe leak which began 
Jan. 2 caused the ceiling over her bath- 
tub to collapse. She said that although a 
plumber put a clamp on the pipe, the 
leak has continued. 


"When this condition came up, I fig- ! > 


ured I didn't have to live this way," Mrs. 
LaCaeyse said. On the advice of her at- 
torney, Mrs. LaCaeyse is withholding her 
January rent until the repairs are made. 
She said she has a certified check for her , 
rent ready for the landlord as soon as the , 
leak and water are fixed. 


Now Mrs. LaCaeyse is afraid she will 


return from work today to find the locks 
on her apartment changed. She said the 
apartment manager, Kathleen Taylor, ' 
has told her she will be locked out of her 
apartment at 9 a.m. if the rent is not 
paid in cash. 


Mrs. Taylor said yesterday she could 


not comment on the matter. She also 
said she could not release the phone 
number of the Jandlord, Donald Bun- 
desen. 


"I'm not at liberty to say anything one 


way or another," she said. "I do not 
make the rules. I'm not the landlord." 


VILLAGE OFFICIALS were made 


aware of the problem Tuesday at a 
board accountability session. Mrs. La- 
Caeyse's son, James, of 357 Stone PI, 
showed up with a jar of the murky water 
and related the story of the threatened 
lock-out. 


Yesterday morning, village water and 


building department officials inspected 
the apartment and determined that the 
water problem is inside the building. 


"It's in the building, and they are go- 


ing to have a plumber out tomorrow f to- 
day)," said Village Mgr. George Passolt. 
"We checked the hydrant out and the 
water is clear out there. The plumbing 
apparently is real bad " 


Passolt said he does not yet know if 


the filthy water violates village health 
codes. "We're having the water tested 
and we'll go from there once we have the 
tests," he said. The manager said if the 
tests show the water is unhealthy, the 
matter will be turned over to the village 
sanitarian. 


LIKEWISE, BUILDING Director Wil- 


liam Bieber said the leak does not viol- 
ate building codes, but might violate 
health codes if it is not fixed. 


Meanwhile, Passolt said there is little 


the village can do to help Mrs. La- 
Caeyse. He said he assumed that the 
problem would be solved when the 
plumber arrived this morning 


Mrs. LaCaeyse, however, said she does 


not plan to pay her rent until both prob- 
lems are taken care of. "It isn't only the 
pipe," she said "I want to be able to use 
my water." 


"I'm just completely disgusted about 


it," she said. "It's expensive to move 
and I don't think I should be put in a 
position where I should have to." 


ALTHOUGH EVICTION requires a 


court order and action from the Cook 
County Sheriff's police, Mrs. LaCaeyse 
may have little recourse if her landlord 
locks her out. 


Wheeling Police Lt Thomas Conte yes- 


terday said his department can only 
maintain the peace in such a case. 
"There isn't much we can do," he said. 
"It's a civil matter " 


Conte said the police could serve as "a 


substantial witness" to the lockout if 
Mrs. LaCaeyse sued her landlord. "IPs a 
ticklish situation," he said.

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Elk Grove Village to announce revision of ambulance-fire service policy 
Unprotected areas to get serve-first, bill-later service 


EDITOR'S NOTE: The victim and the accused. Two men in

While state legislators push for passage of a rural aid bill 


insuring emergency fire and ambulance service to unincorpo- 
rated areas. Elk Grove Village officials will provide neighbor- 
ing unincorporated homes with protection on a serve-first bill- 
later basis. The Herald has learned. 


The plan, expected to be announced at a 2 p.m. press con- 


ference today, is in response to the death of an Elk Grove 
Township woman who was refused ambulance service by the 
village. 


In another development. The Herald learned yesterday that 


police and fire department tapes and records of the incident 
have been subpoenaed by the State's Attorney's office, which 
is investigating the incident. 


The tapes are a record of Gary Pettae's Jan. 6 calls for 


ambulance help for his dying wife. Jean, Mrs. Pettee, 30, 
eight months pregnant with her sixth child, died of a massive 
blood clot in her lung. Her husband's calls to the village were 
refused and referred because he had contracted for emergen- 
cy service with the Koselle Fire Protection District rather 
than Elk Grove Village. 


THE HERALD learned that village officials will pledge am- 


bulance ami fire service to unincorporated areas, such as 
where the Pettees live, whether people have contracted for it 
or not. Village President Charles Zettek yesterday said he 
would not deny the information but could not confirm it ci- 
ther. 


The announcement of service is expected to conie after 


local legislators give village officials their pledge to work for 
the rural aid bill. State Sen. David Regner. R-Mount Pros- 
pect. State Rep. Donald Totten, R-Hoffman Estates, and State 
Rep, Virginia MaeDonald, R-Arlington Heights, are expected 
to attend. 


Regner said "I've been Informed that if the village has 


my commitment to work hard for legislation that would allow 
the townships to tax unincorporated areas and contract for 
service, they (the village) would provide that service now on 
a pay-later plan. 


"NEEDLESS TO SAY. my commitment is total. It's a bill I 


first sponsored last spring. It was shelved in the Illinois 
House Committee on Counties and Townships, not on its own 
merits, but simply because it gave townships power," he 
said, 


"Obviously In tight of the recent tragedy, that power could 


be a safety factor in some situations," said Regner. 


Totten said he too will pledge full support of the bill at the 


April session of the Illinois General Assembly. 


"This bill would ensure that people living in unincorporated 


areas have fire protection and it would also give townships 
the power to collect taxes necessary to contract for that ser- 
vice," he said. 


ELK GROVE VILLAGE officials, under fire for refusing 


the ambulance call from the Pettee's rural area, will play the 
tapes of that incident for the first time at today's conference 


Fire Chief Allen Hulett said the tapes will prove Pettee did 


not indicate a life-or-death situation when he called. Village 
President Zettek, who has refused in the past to release the 
tapes or comment on them said he will do so now, "only 
because the tapes will show we did not heartlessly turn down 
a plea to save a dying woman, as some people are charging." 


Zettek said the refusal of service was in keeping with a 


village policy to answer calls from only those people in unin- 
corporated areas who contracted for the $42 a year service. 


"We did not arrive at this policy this month but have told 


people in surrounding areas for years we cannot service them 
without contract or payment because we owe our first service 
to those people of Elk Grove Village who pay for this depart- 
ment." 


ZETTEK SAID the village decision to hold a press confer- 


ence, answer all questions regarding the incident and play 
records of Pettee's calls for an ambulance "is a reluctant 
one." 


"The decision was finally arrived at because of the emo- 


tional upheaval this issue has created in the community." 


Zettek said he has refused to comment in the past', because 


he thought to do so was cruel. "Mr. Pettee has lost a wife, 
and what point is there to argue the ifs of boundaries or 
legalities," said Zettek.' 


"If there is any good that could come out of this it should 


be that state legislators see that everyone has protection," 
he added. 


Spokesmen from the state's attorney's office have said its 


investigation is not directed at Elk Grove Village but is rath- 
er a review of the entire incident. 
> 


STEVE PERNICK of that office said yesterday the sub- 


poenas were issued because "we are trying to find out what 
happened. 


"Once we have found out what the facts are, we will take a 


look at the statute books, review similar cases and then see 
where we can go from there. 


"We have subpoenaed tapes and duty rosters as well as 


documents regarding ambulances and personnel — anyone on 
duty at that particular time," he continued. 


"After a review of all the facts we will make a determina- 


tion of what action will or will not be taken. 


"There is some question in my mind, based on the informa- 


tion we've received at this time, that they (Elk Grove Village 
Fire Department) were under any legal obligation to provide 
service to those people, not being under contract with them," 
he added.

Fire chief: recall decision has 'ruined my life' 


"When I recalled the ambulance I 


made a decision based on informa- 
tion I had — that decision has ruined 
my life and my reputation and sub- 
jected my family to horror," said 
Elk Grove Village Fire Chief Allen 
Hulctt. 


Sleepless nights showed in the fire 


chief's

slumped in his chair to tell a story he 
has refused to comment on since 
Jan. 6. 


"My statement would have then, 


and probably will now, sound like t 
am pointing the finger of blame at 
someone.

"My sto- 
ry will be one of facts, not excuses,'1

"We were called by the police de- 


partment to answer an ambulance 
call to 277 Martha St — convulsions 
were indicated. The equipment rolls 


immediately on an alert and while it 
was going out I recognized the ad- 
dress was not in our service area 
and recalled the units. 


"MY GOD. WHY didn't he (Gary 


Pettee) tell us his wife was dying. 
He didn't, and I made a decision that 
it was not a life or death situation. 


' Minutes later, in a second call. 


Pettee said his wife was having a 
miscarriage, still in my opinion, not 
a hfe-or-death situation,'' said Hulett. 


"I am not a doctor and I made the 


decision to transfer his pleas for help 
to the proper fire department based 
on past experience. I felt I owed the 
people in this village service before 
going out of our area 


"My whole life and career have

Husband: 'there is no bitterness in my heart' 


"My wife and child are dead, yet 


there is no bitterness in my heart," 
said Gary Pettee, 277 Martha St., 
Elk Grove Township. 


Pettee said he believes Elk Grove 


Village Fire Chief Allen Hulett "de- 
liberately called back an ambulance 
answering my pleas for help to make 
a point." Yet, he added, "In another 
life-or-death situation, I'd make that 
same plea to Elk Grove." 


"They made a serious mistake — 


not that it would have changed any- 
thing, because I believe in the inevi- 
table," Pettee said in an interview. 


Pettee said much of the afternoon 


of his wife's death, Jan. 6, is lost in a 
blur of confusion. 


"I know I've made statements to 


news people recounting what I said 
to police and firemen but it's very 
hard to remember exactly what I 
said to everyone All I know for sure 
is that I panicked when my wife fell 
to the floor and said she believed she 
was dying. I knew I had an ambu- 
lance contract with Roselle Fire De- 
partment but Elk Grove Village was 
closer so I called them,'' he said. 


"SHE HAD BEEN ILL all that day 


and stayed in bed complaining of bad 
leg pains. Later she got up to go to 


the laundry room," said the father of 
five. 


"She fell and dragged herself to 


the family room screaming to me 
that she was dying," he said. 


"I had stickers on all my phones 


with the number to the Roselle Fire 
Department we contract for ambu- 
lance service with, but instead of 
calling them I called the telephone 
operator and she contacted the po- 
lice," said Pettee. 


"As my wife was struggling on the 


floor I didn't remember the years of 
bitterness,

Cook County Bus Co., the company which 
owned the bus. said Tuesday he is be- 
coming Increasingly concerned about the 
number of snowball incidents involving 
buses near Elk Grove High School. 


Last Dec. 21, Zimmerman said, the 


same bus driven by Mrs. Braddus had its 
front window broken in a simitar attack. 


"We would like to let people know 


what their children are doing," Zimmer- 
man said. "We've had snowballs thrown 
at us at the high schools, but this is the 
second time something like this has hap- 
pened in the same place." 


TWO JUNIOR HIGH schools, Grove 


and Queen of the Rosary, flank Elk 
Grove Boulevard near Ridge Avenue. 
Zimmerman said he assumes the stu- 
dents involved in the snowball throwing 
came from one of those schools. 


Zimmerman said he intends to call 


both schools to alert school officials and 
added that he hopes the incidents will 
stop before someone is hurt. "Something 
needs to be done," he said. 


Zimmerman said the students on the 


damaged bus were taken home on anoth- 
er bus.

wise for any accidents, they might cause. 


Village insurance would not cover them 
if the volunteer was struck by a car at 
the intersection. 


Elk Grove Village Mgr. Charles Willis 


said yesterday that negotiations will con- 
tinue with the property owner, but it's 
not known when or whether the property 
will be secured. 


If the property is secured, the county

been to save life and I don't know 
how to answer critics who call me 
callous or heartless," he said. 


"I DID WHAT I had to do and was 


instructed to do. I believe it was the 
right thing to do and am not about to 
hide behind village officials and call 
it their policy and not mine. If it had 
been only my decision, I would have 
made the same decision and that is 
to ensure that people of Elk Grove 
Village have protection first. 


"The state's attorney has re- 


quested all information about this 
horrible tragedy and that tapes of 
our calls be handed over to him for 


investigation," he said. 


"I have done so. My only hope 


now, 
is that this harrowing ordeal 


will end with hope for the people in 
unincorporated areas and that they 
somehow will all have the fire and 
ambulance protection by a state de- 
cree. 


"For me this means an end to hope 


and a career," said Hulett. 


HE IS A SHAKEN - nearly bro- 


ken man. His mail is filled with hate 
letters from people across the coun- 
try who've read stories of the Elk 
Grove incident in their local news- 
papers. Phone calls are often filled 
with threats against his life, his fam- 


ily and his home. Obscenities and 
words of hate are a part of their 
daily life. 


"For the first time in my life I am 


ashamed and embarrassed to get in 
the fire chief's car and drive through 
the village. 


"My worst anguish is to read the 


letters of hate directed at me from 
strangers in other states and people 
of this village — people who have 
heard sketchy television newscasts 
that say I turned down a husband's 
pleas for help for his dying wife. 


"If people of Elk Grove Village can 


believe this, my life's work has been 
nothing."

ment between people in this unin- 
corporated area and village officials, 
I just knew I needed their help," he 
said. 


"People are saying I didn't con- 


tract with nearby Elk Grove Village 
because of the price difference or be- 
cause I'm a miser. I'd have paid 
anything to save my wife," he said. 


"When I called Elk Grove Village I 


made it quite clear that my call was 
an emergency. Because of all the 
bad feeling between us, (Elk Grove 
Village officials and people in nearby 
unincorporated areas) they should 


have known they'd be the last ones I 
would have called unless it was life or 
death." 


PETTEE SAID the village ambu- 


lance has made hundreds of ambu- 
lance calls into the unincorporated 
area. "On the day they refused my 
call I believe they were making a 
point. 


"I can't remember how many calls 


I made to police and fire depart- 
ments. I'm not even sure which ones 
I called. I called again and again and 
kept running out to the. road to watch 
for the Roselle Ambulance. 


"It was heartbreaking for me to 


know that the hospital was just a few 
short blocks away and the Elk Grove 
ambulance was so close and yet not 
coming," he said. 


"It took so long, my wife struggled 


and struggled for about 20 minutes 
and I think when the Roselle ambu- 
lance arrived she was not breath- 
ing," Pettee said. 


"They made a heartless decision 


they must now live with," he said. 
"All I know is I will never contract 
with them for service. I'll stay with 
Roselle — far away or not." 


Fire departments review mutual aid agreements

Representatives from eight area fire 


departments met yesterday to review 
their policy of mutual assistance when 
responding to emergency calls for ambu- 
lance service. 


Wheeling Fire Chief Bernie Koeppen, 


who called the meeting, said it was an 
attempt to insure there would be no repe- 
tition of the Jan. 6 Elk Grove Village 
incident in the eight departments' protec- 
tion districts. In addition to Wheeling, 
the fire departments attending were Ver- 
non, Northbrook, Glenview Rural, Mount 
Prospect, Prospect Heights, Arlington 
Heights and Buffalo Grove. 


In the Elk Grove Village incident, Jean 


Pettee and her unborn child died after 
her husband's telephone calls for ambu- 


lance help were referred from Elk Grove 
Village Fire Department to Roselle, 
where the family had a contract for 
emergency service. A nearby Elk Grove 
Village ambulance was called back and 
the woman had to wait while the Roselle 
ambulance traveled about six miles to 
the Pettee home. 


Koeppen said the departments merely 


verified tbat the current practice would 
continue. "We always did have some sort 
of agreement," he said. "If someone is 
really in trouble, we go and then radio 
the correct department." 


The patient would receive emergency 


treatment on the scene until the proper 
department 
arrived, Koeppen added. 


"We've done this for years."

Flood-prevention plan seen 
completed by end of March 


A comprehensive flood-prevention plan 


for Palatine is expected to be completed 
by the end of March. 


The completed plan will identify prob- 


lem flood areas within village bound- 
aries, proposed engineering solutions ami 
cost estimates. 


Preliminary work on the flood pre- 


vention plan indicates the installation of 
pumps on two retention lakes to control 
water level, the purchase of land and 
construction of an additional water reten- 
tion area and the installation of three 
major sewer lines may be necessary to 
eliminate the village's flooding problems. 


Financing of the plan has not been dis- 


cussed but may necessitate a flood con- 
trol referendum, application for state 
and federal funds or may come out of the 
village's annual budget, according to 
Trustee Robert J. Guss Jr., chairman of 
the board's flood-control committee. 


IDENTIFICATION OK the problem 


The inside story 
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areas, the first phase in the preparation 
of the flood prevention plan, has been 
completed after more than a month's 
work, he said. Guss in conjunction with 
the 
public 
works 
department 
has 


worked on the plan. 


The identified problem areas are those 


that will not be helped by the Upper Salt 
Creek Watershed Plan or the Metropoli- 
tan Sanitary District deep tunneling 
plan. 


"These plans are not the total answer 


to solving the flooding problem in Pala- 
tine but at the same time we don't want 
to be duplicating their work," said Guss. 


"We have to start somewhere trying to 


identify the problem areas and finding 
ways to get the water to the creek from 
the problem areas,1' he added. 


The watershed plan calls for flood con- 


trol ponds to be built near Salt Creek, 
including three in Palatine, to help stop 
flooding. It is a regional plan for flood 
prevention funded by federal, state and 
local governments. The MSD deep tun- 
neling plan is a regional proposal to 
modernize sewers through a deep tunnel- 
ing system. 


THE FIRST PHASE of the flood-pre- 


vention plan also includes a two-year 
work plan for the dredging of Salt Creek 
and information on water retention. 


Engineering on solutions to the flood- 


ing problems and estimated costs will 
start Friday when Guss and public works 
officials meet with Walter Hodel, the vil- 
lage's engineering consultant. 


Mount Prospect and Arlington Heights 


are attempting to correct their flooding 
problems through the sale of bonds for 
flood control. Mount Prospect officials 
sold a $2 million bond issue for flood con- 
trol in December. 


In Arlington Heights a Citizens' Action 


Committee Against Flooding has been 
working with two consulting engineering 
firms for more than a year drawing up a 
plan to eliminate flooding in Arlington 
Heights. The flood-control plan will cost 
an estimated $16.5 million and is ex- 
pected to be voted on in a village wide 
referendum on March 19. 


Guss said he expected on the cast 


branch of the Salt Creek two pumps 
would be needed, similar to the one 
recently installed at Rossiter Lake, to 
control the water level of the lake, One

Unprotected areas to get serve-first, bill-later service

While state legislators push for passage of a rural aid bill 


insuring emergency fire and ambulance service to unincorpo- 
rated areas. Elk Grove Village officials will provide neighbor- 
ing unincorporated homes with protection on a serve-first bill- 
latet^basis. The Herald has learned. 


The plan, expected to be announced at a 2 p,m, press con- 


ference today, is in response to the death of an Elk Grove 
Township woman who was refused ambulance service by the 
village. 


In another development, The Herald learned yesterday that 


police and fire department tapes and records of the incident 
have been subpoenaed by the State's Attorney's office, which 
is investigating the incident. 


The tapes are a record of Gary Pettee's Jan. 6 calls for 


ambulance help for his dying wife. Jean, Mrs. Pettee. 36, 
eight months pregnant with her sixth child, died of a massive 
blood clot in her lung. Her husband's calls to the village were 
refused and referred because he had contracted for emergen- 
cy service with the Roselle Fire Protection District rather 
than Elk Grove Village. 


THE HERALD learned that village officials will pledge am- 


bulance and fire service to unincorporated areas, such as 
where the Pettees live, whether people have contracted for it 
or not. Village President Charles Zettok yesterday said he 
would not deny the information but could not confirm it ei- 
ther. 


The announcement of service is expected to come after 


local legislators give village officials their pledge to work for 
the rural aid bill. State Sen. David Regner, R-Mount Pros- 
pect. State Rep. Donald Totten. R-Hoffman Estates, and State 
Rep. Virginia MacDonald, R-Arlington Heights, are expected 
to attend. 


Regner said "I've been informed that if the village has 


my commitment to work hard for legislation that would allow 
the townships to tax unincorporated areas and contract for 
service, they (the village) would provide that service now on 
a pay-later plan. 


"NEEDLESS TO SAY. my commitment is total. It's a bill 1 


first sponsored last spring. It was shelved in the Illinois 
Mouse Committee on Counties and Townships, not on its own 
merits, but simply because it gave townships power," he 
said. 


••Obviously in light of the recent tragedy, that power could 


be a safety factor in some situations," said Regner. 


Totten said he too will pledge full support of the bill at the 


April session of the Illinois General Assembly. 


"This bill would ensure that people living in unincorporated 


areas have fire protection and it would also give townships 
the power to collect taxes necessary to contract for that ser- 
vice," he said. 


ELK GROVE VILLAGE officials, under fire for refusing 


the ambulance call from the Pettee's rural area, will play the 
tapes of that incident for the first time at today's conference. 


Fire Chief Allen Hulett said the tapes will prove Pettee did 


not indicate a life-or-death situation when he called. Village 
President Zettek, who has refused in the past to release the 
tapes or comment on them said he will do so now, "only 
because the tapes will show we did not heartlessly turn down 
a plea to save a dying woman, as some people are charging." 


Zettek said the refusal of service was in keeping with'a 


village policy to answer calls from only those people in unin- 
corporated areas who contracted for the $42 a year service. 


"We did not arrive at this policy this month but have told 


people in surrounding areas for years we cannot service them 
without contract or payment because we owe our first service 
to those people of Elk Grove Village who pay for this depart- 
ment," 


XETTEK SAID the village decision to hold a press confer- 


ence, answer all questions regarding the incident and play 
records of Pettee's calls for an ambulance "is a reluctant 
one." 


"The decision was finally arrived at because of the emo- 


tional upheaval this issue has created in the community." 


Zettek said he has refused to comment in the past, because 


he thought to do so was cruel. "Mr. Pettee has lost a wife, 
and what point is there to argue the ifs of boundaries or 
legalities," said Zettek. 


"If there is any good that could come out of this it should 


fce that state legislators see that everyone has protection," 
he added. 


Spokesmen from the state's attorney's office have said its 


investigation is not directed at Elk Grove Village but is rath- 
er a review of the entire incident. 


STEVE PERNICK of that office said yesterday the sub- 


poenas were issued because "we are trying to find out what 
happened. 
'' 


"Once we have found out what the facts are, we will take a 


look at the statute books, review similar cases and then see 
where we can go from there, 


"We have subpoenaed tapes and duty rosters as well as 


documents regarding ambulances and personnel — anyone on 
duty at that particular time." he continued. 


"After a review of all the facts we will make a determina- 


tion of what action will or will not be taken. 


"There is some question in my mind, based on the informa- 


tion we've received at this time, that they (Elk Grove Village 
Fire Department) were under any legal obligation to provide 
service to those people, not being under contract with them," 
he added.

"When I recalled the ambulance I 


made a decision based on informa- 
tion I had — that decision has ruined 
my life and my reputation and sub- 
jected my family to horror," said 
Elk Grove Village Fire Chief Allen 
Hulett. 


Sleepless nights showed in the fire 


chief's 
red-rimmed 
eyes, 
as 
he 


slumped in his chair to tell a story he 
has refused to comment on since 
Jan. 6. 


"My statement would have then, 


and probably will now, sound like T 
am pointing the finger of blame at 
someone. God knows, I know how 
that feels and it is not my intent," 
Hulett said in an interview. "My sto- 
ry will be one of facts, not excuses," 
he said.

"We were called by the police de- 


partment to answer an ambulance 
call to 277 Martha St. — convulsions 
were indicated. The equipment rolls 


immediately on an alert and while it 
was going out I recognized the ad- 
dress was not in -our service area 
and recalled the units. 


"MY GOD. WHY didn't he (Gary 


Pettee) tell us his wife was dying. 
He didn't, and I made a decision that 
it was not a life or death situation. 


''Minutes later, in a second call, 


Pettee said his wife was having a 
miscarriage, still in my opinion, not 
a life-or-death situation,1' said Hulett. 


"I am not a doctor and I made the 


decision to transfer his pleas for help 
to the proper fire department based 
on past experience. I felt I owed the 
people in this village service before 
going out of our area. 


''My \vhole life and career have

Husband: 'there is no bitterness in my heart' 


"My wife and child are dead, yet 


there is no bitterness in my heart," 
said Gary Peltee, 277 Martha St., 
Elk Grove Township. 


Pettee said he .believes Elk Grove 


Village Fire Chief Allen Hulett "de- 
liberately called back an ambulance 
answering my pleas for help to make 
a point." Yet, he added, "In another 
life-or-death situation, I'd make that 
same plea to Elk Grove." 


"They made a serious mistake — 


not that it would have changed any- 
thing, because I believe in the inevi- 
table," Pettee said in an interview. 


Pettee said much of the afternoon 


of his wife's death, Jan. 6, is lost in a 
blur of confusion. 


"I know I've made statements to 


news people recounting what I said 
to police and firemen but it's very 
hard to remember exactly what I 
said to everyone. All I know for sure 
is that I panicked when my wife fell 
to the floor and said she believed she 
was dying. I knew I had an ambu- 
lance contract with Roselle Fire De- 
partment but Elk Grove Village was 
closer so I called them," he said. 


"SHE HAD^EEN ILL all that day 


and stayed in bed complaining of bad 
leg pains. Later she got up to go to 


the laundry room,'' said the father of 
five. 


"She fell and dragged herself to 


the family room screaming to me 
that she was dying," he said. 


"I had stickers on all my phones 


with the number to the Roselle Fire 
Department we contract for ambu- 
lance service with, but instead of 
calling them I called the telephone 
operator and she contacted the po- 
lice," said Pettee. 


"As my wife was, struggling on the 


floor I didn't remember the years of 
bitterness, 
arguments 
or harass-

Democracy in action 


Many students get a chance to hold office at this school

Teachers are calling it an ex- 


periment in democracy. 


The program is a new one for stu- 


dents at Marion Jordan School in 
Palatine. Instead of the normal stu- 
dent council with a slate of officers 
elected annually, the system at Mar- 
ion Jordan offers elections every six 
weeks. 


The council has only one officer — 


a secretary who records the voting of 
the representative in case any of the 
school's students are interested in 
finding out how each of the represen- 
tatives voted on an issue. 


The opportunities for becoming a 


student council member are numer- 
ous, Two youngsters are elected 
from each of the six upper grade 
classes (fourth, fifth and sixth) every 
six weeks. No one can serve twice. 


THIS UNUSUAL student council 


was conceived by sponsors Jacquel- 
ine Dicks and Nancy Flanagan. The 
lack of officers and the frequent elec- 
tions were planned simply to make 
things a little more democratic. Stu- 
dent council is not run by the "in 
group," the sponsors said. 


By showing how a democracy can 


work, the sponsors said they hope 
youngsters will realize that democra- 
cy means involvement on the local 
level and not just occasional voting 
in elections. 


"It's also teaching them that the 


only way to change is to work within 
the system; and it is a good sys- 
tem," Miss Dicks ^dded. To try to 
change things, a student simply 
needs to be elected to student council 
and during the last elections almost 


half the fourth, fifth and sixth gra- 
ders ran. 


A more immediate and tangible 


goal is to turn the school's "silent 
majority" into a vocal majority, ac- 
cording to Miss Dicks. She said that 
the majority of the youngsters often 
sit quietly by while a minority cause 
trouble. 


A few of the youngsters in the 


school were rude, showed a "ter- 
rible" lack of respect for the other 
children and even less respect for 
their property, Miss Dicks said. 


THROUGH THE STUDENT coun- 


cil, the sponsors hope to solve a num- 
ber of these problems simply by 
bringing them up and asking the 
youngsters for a solution. Through 
working together, they said they 
hope the children will improve their 
opinions of themselves and others. 


So far, the elected representatives 


have been responsible, the sponsors 
said. The youngsters missed very 
few of the meetings and always gave 
their classmates a report on student 
council activities. To date, they have 
even solved one problem — finding a 
fast, efficient way of checking out. 
basketballs during the recess period. 


"It's amazing," Miss Dicks said. 


"When they (student council mem- 
bers) get together, they think about 
the kids in the classroom and what 
the others won't like." 


Each six-week group of student 


council members has a project and 
at the end of the session, they eval- 
uate their successes. "Four-hundred- 
thirty-five people know he Oa mem- 
ber) did it and I think that's impor- 
tant," Miss Dicks said.

been to save lite and I don't know 
how to answer critics who call me 
callous or heartless," he said. 


"I DID WHAT I had to do and was 


instructed to do. I believe it was the 
right thing to do and am not about to 
hide behind village officials and call 
it their policy and not mine. If it had 
been only my decision, I would have 
made the same decision and that is 
to ensure that people of Elk Grove 
Village have protection first. 


"The state's attorney has re- 


quested all information about this 
horrible tragedy and that tapes of 
our calls be handed over to him for 


investigation," he said. 


"I have done so. My only hope 


now, Is that this harrowing ordeal 
will end with hope for the people in 
unincorporated areas and that they 
somehow will all have the fire and 
ambulance protection by a state de- 
cree. 


"For me this means an end to hope 


and a career," said Hulett. 


HE IS A SHAKEN — nearly bro- 


ken man. His mail is filled with hate 
letters from people across the coun- 
try who've read stories of the Elk 
Grove incident in their local news- 
papers. Phone calls are often filled 
with threats against his life, his fam- 


ily and his home. Obscenities and 
words of hate are a part of their 
daily life. 


"For the first time in my life I am 


ashamed and embarrassed to get in 
the fire chief's car and drive through 
the village. 


"My worst anguish is to read the 


letters of hate directed at me from 
strangers in other states and people 
of this village — people who have 
heard sketchy television newscasts 
that say I turned down a husband's 
pleas for help for his dying wife. 


"If people of Elk Grove Village can 


believe this, my life's work has been 
nothing."

death." 


PETTEE SAID the village ambu- 


lance has made hundreds of ambu- 
lance calls into the unincorporated 
area. "On the day they refused my 
call I believe they were making a 
point, 


"I can't remember how many calls 


I made to police and fire depart- 
ments, I'm not even sure which ones 
I called. I called again and again and 
kept running out to the road to watch 
for the Roselle Ambulance. 


"It was heartbreaking for me to 


know that the hospital was just a few 
short blocks away and the Elk Grove 
ambulance was so close and yet nat 
coming," he said. 


"It took so long, my wife struggled 


and struggled for about 20 minutes 
and I think when the Roselle ambu- 
lance arrived she was not breath- 
ing," Pettee said. 


"They made a heartless decision 


they must now live with," he said. 
"All I know is f will never contract 
with them for service. I'll stay with 
Roselle — far away or not." 


Fire departments review mutual aid agreements

Heights and Buffalo Grove. 


In the Elk Grove Village incident, Jean 


Pettee and her unborn child died after 
her husband's telephone calls for ambu- 


lance help were referred from Elk Grove 
Village Fire Department to Roselle, 
where, the family had a contract for 
emergency service. A nearby Elk Grove 
Village ambulance was called back and 
the woman had to wait while the Roselle 
ambulance traveled about six miles to 
the Pettee home. 


Koeppen said the departments merely 


verified that the current practice would 
continue. "We always did have some sort 
of agreement," he said. "If someone is 
really in trouble, we go and then radio 
the. correct department." 


The patient would receive emergency 


treatment on the scene until the proper 
department arrived, Koeppen added. 
"We've done this for years."-.

While state legislators push for passage of a rural aid bill 


insuring emergency fire and ambulance service to unincorpo- 
rated areas, Elk Grove Village officials will provide neighbor- 
ing unincorporated homes with protection on a serve-first bill- 
later basis. The Herald has learned. 


The plan, expected to be announced at a 2 p.m. press con- 


ference today, is in response to the death of an Elk Grove 
Township woman who was refused ambulance service by the 
village 


tn another development. The Herald learned yesterday that 


police and fire department tapes and records of the incident 
have been subpoenaed by the State's Attorney's office, which 
is investigating the Incident 


The tapes are a record of Gary Pet tec's Jan. 6 calls for 


ambulance help for his dying wife. Jean. Mrs. Pettee, 36, 
eight months pregnant with her sixth child, died of a massive 
blood clot in her lung. Her husband's calls to the village were 
refused and referred because he had contracted for emergen- 
cy service with the Roselle Fire Protection District rather 
than Elk Grove Village. 


THE HERALD learned that village officials will pledge am- 


bulance and fire service to unincorporated areas, such as 
where the Pettees live, whether people have contracted tor it 
or not. Village President Charles Zettek yesterday said he 
would not deny the information but could not confirm it ei- 
ther. 


The announcement of service is expected to come after 


local legislators give village officials their pledge to work tor 
the rural aid bill. State Sen. David Regner, R-Mount Pros- 
pect. State Rep. Donald Totten. R-Hoffman Estates, and State 
Rep. Virginia MacDonatd. R-Arlington Heights, are expected 
to attend. 


Regner said "I've been informed that if the village has 


my commitment to work hard for legislation that would allow 
the townships to tax unincorporated areas and contract for 
service, they (the village) would provide that service now on 
a pay-later plan. 


"NEEDLESS TO SAY. my commitment is total. It's a bill 1 


first sponsored last spring. It was shelved in the Illinois 
Mouse Committee on Counties and Townships, not on its own 
merits, but simply because it gave townships power," he 
said. 


"Obviously In light of the recent tragedy, that power could 


be a safety factor in some situations," said Regner. 


Totten said he too will pledge full support of the bill at the 


April session of the Illinois General Assembly. 


"This bill would ensure that people living in unincorporated 


areas have fire protection and it would also give townships 
the power to collect taxes necessary to contract for that ser- 
vice," he said. 


ELK GROVE VILLAGE officials, under fire for refusing 


the ambulance call from the Pettee's rural area, will play the 
tapes of that incident for the first time at today's conference 


Fire Chief Allen Hulett said the tapes will prove Pettee did 


not indicate a life-ov-death situation when he called. Village 
President Zettek, who has refused in the past to release the 
tapes or comment on them said he'will do so now, "only 
because the tapes will show we did not heartlessly turn down 
a plea to save a dying woman, as some people are charging." 


Zettek said the refusal of service was in keeping with a 


village policy to answer calls from only those people in unin- 
corporated areas who contracted for the $42 a year service 


"We did not arrive at this policy this month but have told 


people in surrounding areas for years we cannot service them 
without contract or payment because we owe our first service 
to those people of Elk Grove Village who pay for this depai t- 
ment.'' 


ZETTEK SAID the village decision to hold a press confer- 


ence, answer all questions regarding the incident and play 
records of Pettee's calls for an ambulance "is a reluctant 
one." 


"The decision was finally arrived at because of the emo- 


tional upheaval this issue has created in the community." 


Zettek said he has refused to comment in the past, because 


he thought to do so was cruel. "Mr. Pettee has lost a wife, 
and what point is there to argue the ifs of boundaries or 
legalities," said Zettek. 


"If there is any good that could come out of this it should 


be that state legislators see that everyone has protection," 
he added. 


Spokesmen from the state's attorney's office have said its 


investigation is not directed at Elk Grove Village but is rath- 
er a review of the entire incident. 


STEVE PERMCK of that office said yesterday the sub- 


poenas were issued because "we are trying to find out what 
happened. 


"Once we have found out what the facts are, we will take a 


look at the statute books, review similar cases and then see 
where we can go from there. 


"We have subpoenaed tapes and duty rosters as well as 


documents regarding ambulances and personnel — anyone on 
duty at that particular time," he continued. 


"After a review of all the facts we will make a determina- 


tion of what action will or will not be taken. 


"There is some question in my mind, based on the informa- 


tion we've received at this time, that they (Elk Grove Village 
Fire Department) were under any legal obligation to provide 
service to those people, not being under contract with them," 
he added.

"My wife and child are dead, yet

All I know for sure 
is that I panicked when my wife fell 
to the floor and said she believed she 
was dying.

Democracy in action 


Student council elections every six weeks 


teach junior high students system can wprk 


by REGINA OEHLER 


Teachers are calling it an ex- 


periment in democracy. 


The program is a new one for stu- 


dents at Marion Jordan School in 
Palatine. Instead of .the normal stu- 
dent council with a slate of officers 
elected annually, the system at Mar- 
ion Jordan offers elections every six 
weeks. 


The council has only one officer — 


a secretary who records the voting of 
the representative in case any of the 
school's students are interested in 
finding out heny each of the represen- 
tatives voted on an issue. 


The opportunities for becoming a 


student council member are numer- 
ous. 
Two youngsters are elected 


from each of the six upper grade 
classes (fourth, fifth and sixth) every 
six weeks. No one can serve twice. 


THIS UNUSUAL student council 


was conceived by sponsors Jacquel- 
ine Dicks and Nancy Flanagan. The 
lack of officers and the frequent elec- 
tions were planned simply to make 
things a little more democratic. Stu- 


dent council is not run by the "in 


group," the sponsors said. 


By showing how a democracy can 


work, the sponsors said they hope 
youngsters will realize that democra- 
cy means involvement on the local 
level and not just occasional voting 
in elections. 


"It's also teaching them that the 


only way to change is to work within 
.the system; and it is a good sys- 
tem," Miss Dicks added. To try to 
change things, a student simply 
needs to be elected to student council 
and during the last elections almost 
half the fourth, fifth and sixth gra- 
ders ran. 


A more immediate and tangible 


goal is to turn the .school's "silent 
majority" into a vocal majority, ac- 
cording to Miss Dicks. She said that 
the majority of the youngsters often 
sit quietly by while a minority cause 
trouble. 


A few of the youngsters in the 


school were rude, showed a "ter- 
rible" lack of respect for the other 
children and even less respect for 
their property, Miss Dicks said. 


...,; THROUGH THE STUDENT coun- 
cil, the sponsors hope to solve a num- 
ber of Ihese' problems .simply by 
bringing them up and asking the 
youngsters for a solution. Through 
working together, they said they 
hope the children will improve their 
opinions of themselves and others. 


So far, the elected representatives 


have been responsible, the sponsors 
said. The youngsters missed very 
few of the meetings and always gave 
their classmates a report on student 
council activities. To date, they have 
even solved one problem — finding a 
fast, efficient way of checking out 
basketballs during the recess period. 


"It's amazing," Miss Dicks said. 


"When they- (student council mem- 
bers) get together, they think about 
the kids in the classroom and what 
the others won't like." 


Each six-week group of student 


council members has a project and 
at the end of the session, they eval- 
uate their successes. "Four-hundred- 
thirty-five people know he (a mem- 
ber) did it and I think that's impor- 
tant," Miss Dicks said!"

been to save life and I don't know 
how to answer critics who call me 
callous or heartless," he said. 


"I DID WHAT I had to do and was 


instructed to do. I believe it was the 
right thing to do and am not about to 
hide behind village officials and call 
it their policy and not mine. If it had 
been only my decision, I would have 
made the same decision and that is 
to ensure that people of Elk Grove 
Village have protection first. 


"The state's attorney has re- 


quested all information about this 
horrible tragedy and that tapes of 
our calls be handed over to him for 


investigation," he said. 


"I have done so. My only hope 


now, is that this harrowing ordeal 
will end with hope for the people in 
unincorporated areas and that they 
somehow will all have the fire and 
ambulance protection by a state de- 
cree. 


"For me this means an end to hope 


and a career," said Hulett. 


HE IS A SHAKEN - nearly bro- 


ken man. His mail is filled with hate 
letters from people across the coun- 
try who/ve read stories of the Elk 
Grove incident in their local news- 
papers. Phone calls are often filled 
with threats against his life, his fam- 


ily and his home. Obscenities and 
words of hate are a part of their 
daily life. 


"For the first time in my life I am 


ashamed and embarrassed to get in 
the fire chief's car and drive through 
the village. 


"My worst anguish is to read the 


letters of hate directed at me from 
strangers in other states and people 
of this village — people who have 
heard sketchy television newscasts 
that say I turned down a husband's 
pleas for help for his dying wife. 


"If people of Elk Grove Village can 


believe this, my life's work has been 
nothing."

PETTEE SAID the village ambu- 


lance has made hundreds of ambu- 
lance calls into the unincorporated 
area. "On the day they refused my 
call I believe they were making a 
point. 


"I can't remember how many calls 


I made to police and fire depart- 
ments. I'm not even sure which ones 
I called. I called again and again and 
kept running out to the road to watch 
for the Roselle Ambulance. 


"It was heartbreaking for me to 


know that the hospital was just a few 
short blocks away and the Elk Grove 
ambulance was so close and yet nrf 
coming," he said. 


"It took so long, my wife struggled 


and struggled for about 20 minutes 
and I think when the' Roselle ambu- 
lance arrived she was not breath- 
ing," Pettee said. 


"They made a heartless decision 


they must now live with," he said. 
"All I.know is I will never contract 
with them for service. I'll stay with 
Roselle — far away or not:" 


Fire departments review mutual aid agreements 


Representatives from eight area fire 


departments met yesterday to review 
their policy of mutual assistance when 
responding to emergency calls for ambu- 
lance service. 


Wheeling Fire Chief Bernie Koeppen, 


who called the meeting, said it was an 
attempt to insure there would be no repe- 
tition of the Jan. 6 Elk Grove Village 
incident in the eight departments' protec- 
tion districts. In addition to Wheeling, 
the fire departments attending were Ver- 
non, Nortbbrook, Glenview Rural, Mount 
Prospect, Prospect Heights, Arlington 
Heights and Buffalo Grove. 


In the Elk Grove Village incident, Jean 


Pettee and her unborn child died after 
her husband's telephone calls for ambu- 


lance help were referred from Elk Grove 
Village Fire Department to Roselle, 
where the family had a contract for 
emergency service. A nearby TSlk Grove 
Village ambulance was called back and 
the woman had to wait while the Roselle 
ambulance traveled about six miles to 
the Pettee home.' 


Koeppen said the departments merely 


verified that the current practice would 
continue. "We always did have some sort 
of agreement," he said. "If someone is 
really in trouble, we go and then radio 
the correct department." 


The patient would receive emergency 


treatment on the scene until the proper 
department arrived, Koeppen added. 
"We've done this for years."

Elk Grove Village to announce revision of ambulance-fire service policy 
Unprotected areas to get serve-first, bill-later service 


EDITOR'S NOTE: The victim and the accused. Two men in 


Elk Grove have made headlines in recent days for their roles 
in the death of Jean Pcltce and her unborn child. The first, 
her husband Gar)', has often been protraycd as either the 
victim of tragic circumstance or deliberate malice. The oth- 
er. Fire Chief Alkn llnlctt. lias been accused of callously 
refusing help lo a dying woman. Both men told their stories 
lo Herald reporter Jerry Thomas.

While state legislators push for passage of a rural aid bill 


insuring emergency fire and ambulance service to unincorpo- 
rated areas. Elk Grove Village officials will provide neighbor- 
ing unincorporated homes with protection on a serve-first bill- 
later basis. The Herald has learned. 


The plan, expected to be announced at a 2 p.m. press con- 


ference today, is in response to the death of an Elk Grove 
Township woman who was refused ambulance service by the 
village. 


In another development. The Herald learned yesterday that 


police and fire department tapes and records of the incident 
have been subpoenaed by the State's Attorney's office, which 
is Investigating the incident, 


The tapes are a record of Gary Pettee's Jan. 6 calls for 


ambulance help for his dying wife, Jean. Mrs. Pettee, 36. 
eight months pregnant with her sixth child, died of a massive 
blood clot in her lung. Her husband's calls to the village were 
refused and referred because he had contracted for emergen- 
cy service with the Roselle Fire Protection District rather 
than Elk Grove Village. 


THE HERALD learned that village officials will pledge am- 


bulance and fire service to unincorporated areas, such as 
where the Pettees live, whether people have contracted for it 
or not. Village President Charles Zettek yesterday said he 
would not deny the information but could not confirm it ei- 
ther. 


The announcement of service is expected to come after 


local legislators give village officials their pledge to work for 
the rural aid bill. State Sen. David Regner. R-Mount Pros- 
pect. State Rep. Donald Tottcn. R-Hoffman Estates, and State 
Rep. Virginia MacDonald, R-Arlington Heights, are expected 
to attend. 


Regner said "I've been informed that if the village has 


my commitment to work hard for legislation that would allow 
the townships to tax unincorporated areas and contract for 
service, they (the village) would provide that service now on 
a pay-later plan. 


"NEEDLESS TO SAY. my commitment is total. It's a bill I 


first sponsored last spring. It was shelved in the Illinois 
House Committee on Counties and Townships, not on its own 
merits, but simply because it gave townships power," he 
said. 


"Obviously in light of the recent tragedy, that power could 


be a safely factor in some situations," said Regner. 


Tottcn said he too will pledge full support of the bill at the 


April session of the Illinois General Assembly. 


"This bill would ensure that people living in unincorporated 


areas have fire protection and it would also give townships 
the power to collect taxes necessary to contract for that ser- 
vice," he said. 
- ELK GROVE VILLAGE officials, under fire for refusing 
the a'mbulance call from the Pettee's rural area, will play the 
tapes of that incident for the first time at today's conference. 


Fire Chief Allen Hulett said the tapes will prove Pettee did 


not indicate a life-or-death situation when he called. Village 
President Zettek. who has refused in the past to release the 
tapes or comment on them said he will do so now, "only 
because the tapes will show we did not heartlessly turn down 
a plea to save a dying woman, as some people are charging." 


Zettek said the refusal of service was in keeping with a 


village policy to answer calls from only those people in unin- 
corporated areas who contracted for the $42 a year service. 


"We did not arrive at this policy this month but have told 


people in surrounding areas for years we cannot service them 
without contract or payment because we owe our first service 
to those people of Elk Grove Village who pay for this depart- 
ment." 


ZETTEK SAID the village decision to hold a press confer- 


ence, .answer all questions regarding the incident and play 
records of Pettee's calls for an ambulance "is a reluctant 
one." 


"The decision was finally arrived at because of the emo- 


tional upheaval this issue has created in the community." 


Zettek said he has refused to comment in the past, because 


he thought to do so was cruel. "Mr. Pettee has lost a wife, 
and what point is there to argue the ifs of boundaries or 
legalities," said Zettek. 


"If there is any good that could come out of this it should 


be that state legislators see that everyone has protection," 
he added. 


Spokesmen from the state's attorney's office have said its 


investigation is not directed at Elk Grove Village but is rath- 
er a review of the entire incident. 
• STEVE PERNICK of that office said yesterday the sub- 
poenas were issued because "we are trying to find out what 
happened. 


"Once we have found out what the facts are, we will take a 


look at the statute books, review similar cases and then see 
where we can go from there. 


"We have subpoenaed tapes and duty rosters as well as 


documents regarding ambulances and personnel — anyone on 
duty at that particular time," he continued. 


"After a review of all the facts we will make a determina- 


tion of what action will or will not be taken. •' 


"There is some question in my mind, based on the informa- 


tion we've received at this time, that they (Elk Grove Village 
Fire Department) were under any legal obligation to provide 
service to those people, not being under contract with them," 
he added.

Fire chief: recall decision has 'ruined my life' 


"When I recalled the ambulance I 


made a decision based on informa- 
tion I had — that decision has ruined 
my life and my reputation and sub- 
jected my family to horror," said 
Elk Grove Village Fire Chief Allen 
Hulett. 


Sleepless nights showed in the fire 


chief's red-rimmed eyes, as he 
slumped in his chair to tell a story he 
has refused to comment on since- 
Jan. 6. 


"My statement would have then, 


and probably will now, sound like T 
am pointing the finger of blame at 
someone. God knows, I know how 
that feels and it is not my intent," 
Hulett said in an interview. "My sto- 
ry will be one of facts, not excuses," 
he said.

"We were called by the police de- 


partment to answer an ambulance 
call to 277 Martha St. — convulsions 
were indicated. The equipment rolls 


immediately on an alert and while it 
was going out I recognized the ad- 
dress was not in our service area 
and recalled the units. 


"MY GOD, WHY didn't he (Gary 


Pettee) tell us his wife was dying. 
He didn't, and I made a decision that 
it was not a life or death situation. 


"Minutes later, in a second call, 


Pettee said his wife was having a 
miscarriage, still in my opinion, not 
a life-or-death situation," said Hulett. 


"I am not a doctor and I made the 


decision to transfer his pleas for help 
to the proper fire department based 
on past experience. I felt I owed the 
people in this village service before 
going out of our area. 


"My whole life and career have

Husband: 4there is no bitterness in my heart' 


"My wife and child are dead, yet 


there is no bitterness in my heart," 
said Gary Pettee, 277 Martha St., 
Elk Grove Township. 


Pettee said he believes Elk Grove 


Village "Fire Chief Allen Hulett ."de- 
liberately called back an ambulance 
answering my pleas for help to make 
a point." Yet, he added, "In another 
life-or-death situation, I'd make that 
same plea to Elk Grove." 


"They made a serious mistake — 


not that it would have changed any- 
thing, because 1 believe in the inevi- 
table," Pettee said in an interview. 


Pettee said much of the afternoon 


of his wife's death, Jan. 6, is lost in a 
blur of confusion. 


"I know I've' made statements to 


.news people recounting what I said 
to police and firemen but it's very 
hard to remember exactly what I 
said to everyone. All I know for sure 
is that I panicked when my wife fell 
to the floor and said she believed she 
was dying. I knew I had an ambu- 
lance contract with Roselle Fire De- 
partment but-Elk Grove Village was 
closer so I called them," he said. 


"SHE HAD BEEN ILL all that day 


and stayed in bed complaining of bad 
leg pains. Later she got up to go to 


the laundry room," said the father of 
five. 


"She fell and dragged herself to 


the family room screaming to me 
that she was dying," he said. 


"I had stickers on all my phones 


with the number to the Roselle Fire 
Department we contract for ambu- 
lance service with, but instead of 
calling them I called the telephone 
operator and she contacted the po- 
lice," said Pettee. 


"As my wife was struggling on the 


floor I didn't remember the years of 
bitterness,

been to save life and I don't know 
how to answer critics who call me 
callous or heartless," he said. 


"I DID WHAT I had to do and was 


instructed to do. I believe it was the 
right thing to do and am not about to 
hide behind village officials and call 
it their policy and not mine. If it had 
been only my decision, I would have 
made the same decision and that is 
to ensure that people of Elk Grove 
Village have protection first. 


"The state's attorney has re- 


quested all information about this 
horrible tragedy and that tapes of 
our calls be handed over to him for 


investigation," he said. 


"I have done so. My only hope 


now, is that this harrowing ordeal 
will end with hope for the people in 
unincorporated areas and that they 
somehow will all have the fire and 
ambulance protection by a state de- 
cree. 


"For me this means an end to hope 


and a career," said Hulett 


HE IS A SHAKEN - nearly bro- 


ken man. His mail is filled with hate 
letters from people across the coun- 
try who've read stories of the Elk 
Grove incident in their local news- 
papers. Phone calls are often filled 
with threats against his life, his fam- 


ily and his home. Obscenities and 
words of hate are a part of their 
daily life. 


"For the first time in my life I am 


ashamed and embarrassed to get in 
the fire chief's car and drive through 
the village. 


"My worst anguish is to read the 


letters of hate directed at me from 
strangers in other states and people 
of this village — people who have 
heard sketchy television newscasts 
that say I turned down a husband's 
pleas for help for his dying wife. 


"If people of Elk Grove Village can 


believe this, my life's work has been 
nothing."

nent between people in this unin- 
corporated area and village officials, 
I just knew I needed their help," he 
said. 


"People are saying I didn't con- 


tract with nearby Elk Grove Village 
because of the price difference or be- 
cause I'm a miser.

"When I called Elk Grove Village I 


made It quite clear that my call was 
an emergency. Because of all the 
bad feeling between us, (Elk Grove 
Village officials and people in nearby 
unincorporated areas) they should 


have known they'd be the last ones I 
would have called unless it was life or 
death." 


PETTEE SAID the village ambu- 


lance has made hundreds of ambu- 
lance calls into the unincorporated 
area. "On the day they refused my 
call I believe they were making a 
point. 


"I can't remember how many calls 


I made to police and fire depart- 
ments. I'm not even sure which ones 
I called. I called again and again and 
kept running out to the road to watch 
for the Roselle Ambulance. 


"It was heartbreaking for me to 


know that the hospital was just a few 
short blocks away and the Elk Grove 
ambulance was so close and yet not 
coming," he said. 


"It took so long, my wife struggled 


and struggled for about 20 minutes 
and I think when the Roselle ambu- 
lance arrived she was not breath- 
ing," Pettee said. 


"They made a heartless decision 


they must now live with," he said. 
"All I know is I will never contract 
with them for service. I'll stay with 
Roselle — far away or not." 


Fire departments review mutual aid agreements 


Representatives from eight area fire 


departments met yesterday to review 
their policy of mutual assistance when 
responding to emergency calls for ambu- 
lance service. 


Wheeling Fire Chief Bernie Koeppen, 


who called the meeting, said it was an 
attempt to insure there would be no repe- 
tition of the Jan. 6 Elk Grove Village 
incident in the eight departments' protec- 
tion districts. In addition to Wheeling, 
the fire departments attending were Ver- 
non, Northbrook, Glenview Rural, Mount 
Prospect, Prospect Heights, Arlington 
Heights and Buffalo Grove. 


In the Elk Grove Village incident, Jean 


Pettee and her unborn child died after 
her husband's telephone calls for ambu- 


lance help were referred from Elk Grove 
Village Fire Department to Roselle, 
where the family had a contract for 
emergency service. A nearby Elk Grove 
Village ambulance was called back and 
the woman had to wait while the Roselle 
ambulance traveled about six miles to 
the Pettee home. 


Koeppen said the departments merely 


verified that the current practice would 
continue. "We always did have some sort 
of agreement," he said. "If someone is 
really in trouble, we go and then radio 
the correct department." 


The patient would receive emergency 


treatment on the scene until the proper 
department arrived, Koeppen added. 
"We've done this for years."

Leonard's companion that night), Mrs.

made three comments which were of a 
disparaging nature. The alleged com- 
ments concerned Leonard's weight, the 
time he entered the restaurant with re-

Unprotected areas to get serve-first, bill-later service

While state legislators push for passage of a rural aid bill 


insuring emergency fire and ambulance service to unincorpo- 
rated areas. Elk Grove Village officials will provide neighbor- 
ing unincorporated homes with protection on a serve-first bill- 
later basis. The Herald has learned. 


The plan, expected to be announced at a 2 p.m. press con- 


ference today, is in response to the death of an Elk Grove 
Township woman who was refused ambulance service by the 
village. 


tn another development. The Herald learned yesterday that 


police and fire department tapes and records of the incident 
have been subpoenaed by the State's Attorney's office, which 
is investigating the incident. 


The tapes are a record of Gary Pettee's Jan. G calls for 


ambulance help for his dying wife. Jean. Mrs. Pettee. 36. 
eight months pregnant with her sixth child, died of a massive 
blood clot in her lung. Her husband's calls to the village were 
refused and referred because he had contracted for emergen- 
cy service with the Roselle Fire Protection District rather 
than Elk Grove Village. 


THE HERALD learned that village officials will pledge am- 


bulance and fire service to unincorporated areas, such as 
where the Peltees live, whether people have contracted for it 
or not. Village President Charles Zettek yesterday said he 
would not deny the information but could not confirm it ei- 
ther. 


The announcement of service is expected to come after 


local legislators give village officials their pledge to work for 
the rural aid bill. State Sen. David Regner, R-Mount Pros- 
pect. State Hep. Donald Totten. R-Hoffman Estates, and State 
Rep. Virginia MacDonald. R-Arlington Heights, are expected 
to Attend. 


Regner said "I've been Informed that if the village has 


my commitment to work hard for legislation that would allow 
the townships to tax unincorporated areas and contract for 
service, they (the village) would provide that service now on 
a pay-later plan. 


"NEEDLESS TO SAY, my commitment is total. It's a bill I 


first sponsored last spring. It was shelved in the Illinois 
House Committee on Counties and Townships, not on its own 
merits, but simply because it gave townships power," he 
said. 


"Obviously In light of the recent tragedy, that power could 


be a safety factor in some situations," said Regner. 


Totten said he too will pledge full support of the bill at the 


April session of the Illinois General Assembly. 


"This bill would ensure that people living in unincorporated 


areas have fire protection and it would also give townships 
the power to collect taxes necessary to contract for that ser- 
vice," lie said. 


ELK GROVE VILLAGE officials, under fire for refusing 


the ambulance call from the Pettee's rural area, will play the 
tapes of that incident for the first time at today's conference. 


Fire Chief Allen Hulett said the tapes will prove Pettee did 


not indicate a life-or-death situation when he called. Village 
President Zettek, who has refused in the past to release the 
tapes or comment on them said he will do so now, "only 
because the tapes' will show we did not heartlessly turn down 
a plea to save a dying woman, as some people are charging." 


Zettek said the refusal of service was in keeping with a 


village policy to answer calls from only those people in unin- 
corporated areas who contracted for the $42 a year service. 


"We did not arrive at this policy this month but have told 


people in surrounding areas for years we cannot service them 
without contract or payment because we owe our first service 
to those people of Elk Grove Village who pay for this depart- 
ment." 


ZETTEK SAID the village decision to hold a press confer- 


ence, answer all questions regarding the incident and play 
records of Pettee's calls for an ambulance "is a reluctant 
one." 


"The decision was finally arrived at because of the emo- 


tional upheaval this issue has created in the community." 


Zettek said he has refused to comment in the past, because 


he thought to do so was cruel. "Mr. Pettee has lost a wife, 
and what point is there to argue the ifs of boundaries or 
legalities," said Zettek. 


"If there is any good that could come out of this it should 


be that state legislators see that everyone has protection," 
he added. 


Spokesmen from the state's attorney's office have said its 


investigation is not directed at Elk Grove Village but is rath- 
er a review of the entire incident, 


STEVE PERNICK of that office said yesterday the sub- 


poenas were issued because "we are trying to find out what 
happened. 


"Once we have found out what the facts are, we will take a 


look at the statute books, review similar cases and then see 
where we can go from there. 


"We have subpoenaed tapes and duty rosters as well as 


document; regarding ambulances and personnel — anyone on 
duty at that particular time," he continued. 


"After a review of all the facts we will make a determina- 


tion of what action will or will not be taken. 


"There is some question in my mind, based on the informa- 


tion we've received at this time, that they (Elk Grove Village 
Fire -Department) were under any legal obligation to provide 
service to those people, not being under contract with them," 
he added.

"When I recalled the ambulance I 


made a decision based on informa- 
tion I had — that decision has ruined 
my life and my reputation and sub- 
jected my family to horror," said 
Elk Grove Village Fire Chief Allen

Sleepless nights showed in the fire 


chief's 
red-rimmed 
eyes, as he 


slumped in his chair to tell a story he 
has refused to comment on since 
Jan. 6. 


"My statement would have then, 


and probably will now, sound like I 
am pointing the finger of blame at 
someone. God knows, I 'know how 
that feels and it is not my intent," 
Hulett said in an interview. "My sto- 
ry will be one of facts, not excuses," 
he said.

"We were called by the police de- 


partment to answer an ambulance 
call to 277-Martha St. — convulsions 
were indicated. The equipment rolls 


immediately on an alert and while it- 
was going out I recognized the ad- 
dress was not in our service area 
and recalled the units. 


"MY GOD. WHY didn't he (Gary 


Pettee) tell us his wife was dying. 
He didn't, and I made a decision that 
it was not a life or death situation. 


"Minutes later, in a second call, 


Pettee said his wife was having a 
miscarriage, still in my opinion, not 
a life-or-death situation," said Hulett. 


"I am not a doctor and I made the 


decision to transfer his pleas for help 
to the proper fire department based 
on past experience. I felt I owed the 
people in this village service before 
going out of our area. 


"My whole life and career have

Husband: 'there is no bitterness in my heart' 


"My wife and child are dead, yel 


there is no bitterness in my heart," 
said Gary Pettee, 277 Martha St., 
Elk Grove Township. 


Pettee said he'believes Elk Grove 


Village Fire Chief Allen Hulett "de- 
liberately called back an ambulance 
answering my pleas for help to make 
a point." Yet, he added, "In another 
life-or-death situation, I'd make that 
same plea to Elk Grove." 


"They made a serious mistake — 


not that it would have changed any- 
thing, because I believe in the inevi- 
table," Pettee said in an interview. 


Pettee said much of the afternoon 


of his wife's death, Jan. 6, is lost in a 
blur-of confusion. 


"I know I've made statements to 


news people recounting what I said 
to police and firemen but it's very 
hard to remember exactly what I 
said to everyone. All I know for sure 
is that I panicked when my wife fell 
to the floor and said she believed she 
was dying. I knew I had an ambu- 
lance contract with Roselle Fire De- 
partment but Elk Grove Village was 
closer so I called them,"'he said. 


"SHE HAD BEEN ILL all that day 


and stayed in bed complaining of bad 
leg pains. Later she got up to go to 


the laundry room," said the father of 
five. 


"She fell and dragged herself to 


the family room screaming to me 
that she was dying," he said. 


"I had stickers on all my phones 


with the number to the Roselle Fire 
Department we contract for ambu- 
lance service with, but instead of 
calling them I called the telephone 
operator and she contacted the po- 
lice," said Pettee. 


"As my wife was struggling on the 


floor I didn't remember the years of 
bitterness, arguments 
or harass-

for the construction of new schools. 


Dist. zt is seeking $250.000 from the 


111 i it o i s Capital Development Board 
(ICDB). which would reduce the 1975 tax 
levy for the district's bond and interest 
fund by that amount. 


ASSISTANT SUPT. John Barger said 


the exact amount of reimbursement the 
district may receive depends on the num- 
ber of similar applications submitted by 
other school districts and the amount of 
money available. 


Although the reimbursement will re- 


duce the bond and interest fund levy, 
Barger emphasized that the 1975 tax bills 
of residents may not necessarily be low- 
er.

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Dist. 214 tvrapup 
More cash sought 
to pay off schools 


High School Dist. 214 will ask the state for $451,466 to pay 


off bonds used to build Rolling Meadows and Buffalo Grove 
high schools and to reduce the tax rate for residents. 


Board members agreed Monday to apply for the money 


through the Illinois Capital Development Board assistance 
programs created by the state legislature last summer. 
School districts may apply for funds to help build new schools 
and pay off bonds for schools that were approved by referen- 
dum after Jan. l, 1969. 


Residents passed an $8.75 million referendum in 1969 to build 


Rolling Meadows and a $10,5 million referendum for Buffalo 
Grove High School in 1971. 


Robert Weber, assistant superintendent for business ser- 


vices, said the 32.75-cent per $100 assessed value tax rate 
being used to pay for the two buildings would be reduced by 
about 4.5 cents if the funds are approved. The reduction 
would not take place until a year after the funds are received, 
he said. 


Weber said the district may apply for more money again 


next year to pay off more bonds. Next year's request would 
probably be about the same as this year, he said. 
Bus service rates to rise 7% 


High School Dist. 214 will pay 6.75 per cent more for school 


bus service next year through a contract it has negotiated 
with two bus companies now serving the district. 


The district has three-year contracts with Ritzenthaler Bus 


Co., and Cook County School Bus Co., which expire at the end 
of this school year, Board members agreed to extend the 
contract for an additional year instead of asking for bids for a 
new contract on bus service. 


According to Nelson Lowry, director of non-instructional 


staffing, bus service bidding will be more competitive next 
year because many of the elementary school districts in the 
area will also be asking for bids. 


Niles Township High School Dist, 219 was criticized recently 


by the Better Government Assn. for negotiating its bus con- 
tract instead of bidding. 


However, Supt. Edward Gilbert said he checked with Dist. 


214's attorney and officials in the state school superintend- 
ent's office and was advised to go ahead and negotiate a one- 
year extension on the contract. Dist. 214's situation is differ- 
ent, he said, because it is not negotiating a new contract but 
only a one-year extension, 


The dally rates for both Cook County and Ritzenthaler for 


next year are 6.75 per cent higher than this year. Ritzentha- 
ler's rate will Increase from $41.90 to $44.73 per bus per day, 
and Cook County's will increase from $44.24 to $47,22, Rates 
for charter buses and athletic buses will also be higher next 
year. 
Substitute asks for pay hike 


One of High School Dist. 214's substitute teachers says he's 


not being paid enough for his services. 


Donald Kousnetz appeared before the board of education 


asking for a raise in the $28-per-day pay rate for substitute 
teachers. "It's not in line with today's living. We are on the 
bottom of the economic scale," he said. 


Board members heard a similar appeal from another sub- 


stitute teacher last November, when the board agreed to 
raise the rate from $27,50 to $28, increase the hourly rate 
from $3.50 to $5.60, and the rate substitutes earn after 10 days 
on the same job from $33 to $33.60.

Something for junior high kids to do weekend nights

With the decided lack of public trans- 


portation in the Northwest suburbs, 
chances are there are many local teen- 
agers who find themselves all dressed up 
with someplace to go — but no way to get 
there — every weekend.

WITH THE AID of several Omni-House 


volunteers, the 27-year-old Miss Broil su- 
pervises the activities of six "Outreach" 
groups at London and Cooper junior high 
schools and at MacArthur Junior High 
School in Prospect Heights. 


The groups average 10 participants, 


with five of them made up of all girls 
and a co-ed group at Cooper. 


Members of the groups sometimes 


meet during school for one period per 
week or after school to plan activities 
that include parties, bowling and ice 
skating outings. Transportation is ar- 
ranged by Omni-House workers, some- 
times with the help of parents of mem- 
bers

been to save life and I don't know 
how to answer critics who call me 
callous or heartless," he said. 


"I DID WHAT I had to do and was

If it had 
been only my decision, I would have 
made the same decision and that is 
to ensure that people of Elk Grove 
Village have protection first. 


"The state's attorney has re- 


quested all information about this 
horrible tragedy and that tapes of 
our calls be handed over to him for 


investigation," he said. 


"I have done so. My only hope 


now, is that this harrowing ordeal 
will end with hope for the people in 
unincorporated areas and that they 
somehow will all have the fire and 
ambulance protection by a state de- 
cree. 


"For me this means an end to hope

I made to police and fire depart- 
ments. I'm not even sure which ones 
I called. I called again and again and 
kept running out to the road to watch 
for the Roselte Ambulance. 


"It was heartbreaking for me to 


know that the hospital was just a few 
short blocks away and the Elk Grove 
ambulance was so close and yet not 
coming," he said. 


"It took so long, my wife struggled 


and struggled for about 20 minutes 
and I think when the Roselle ambu- 
lance arrived she was not breath- 
ing," Pettee said. 


"They made a heartless decision 


they must now live with," he said. 
"All I know is I will never contract 
with them for service. I'll stay with 
Roselle — far away or not." 


Fire departments review mutual aid agreements 


Representatives from eight area fire 
departments met yesterday to review 
their policy of mutual assistance when 
responding to emergency calls for ambu- 
lance service. 


Wheeling Fire Chief Bernie Koeppen, 


who called the meeting, said it was an 
attempt to insure there would be no repe- 
tition of the Jan. 6 Elk Grove Village 
incident in the eight departments' protec- 
tion districts. In addition to Wheeling, 
the fire departments attending were Ver- 
non, Northbrook, Glenview Rural, Mount 
Prospect, Prospect Heights, Arlington 
Heights and Buffalo Grove. 


In the Elk Grove Village incident, Jean 


Pettee and her unborn child died after 
her husband's telephone calls for ambu- 


lance help were referred from Elk Grove 
Village Fire Department to Roselle, 
where the family had a contract for 
emergency service. A nearby Elk Grove 
Village ambulance was called back and 
the woman had to wait while the Roselle 
ambulance traveled about six miles to 
the Pettee home. 


Koeppen said the departments merely 


verified that the current practice would 
continue, "We always did have some sort 
of agreement," he said. "If someone is 
really in trouble, we go and then radio 
the correct department." 


The patient would receive emergency 


treatment on the scene until the proper 
department arrived, Koeppen added. 
"We've done this for years."

For several years 
tlie property has remained undeveloped 
while the village cultural commission 
has searched for a way to finance its 
theatre. 


• The downtown parking garage site. 


The east side of Vail Avenue between 
Campbell and Sigwalt streets has been 
identified as the future site of a multi- 
story parking garage. Most of the prop- 
erty is already owned by the village and 
its central location would seem to make 
it ideal for senior citizen housing. 


• Property directly west of the munic- 


ipal building. This site, now us>ed as a 
parking lot, ib currently being offered for 


sale, but at a high price. Combined with 
a vacant lot immediately west on Sigwalt 
Street, the site would appear to be large 
enough for the proposed housing. 


• Property directly south of the mu- 


nicipal building. Some of the property in 
this area is already owned by the village. 
11 has been mentioned in the past as a 
future site for a new police and courts 
building. 


• Wing Street and Northwest Highway. 


The possibility of closing Wing Street and 
developing this triangular parcel has 
been discussed at various times The 
abandoned Suburban Gas service station 
now sits on the property. Its availability 
is unknown. 


• The Hill-Behan property. The village 


has applied for a federal grant to pur- 
chase this site for commuter parking.

However the site's desirability for senior 
citizen housing may be marred by its 
nearness to the railroad, and the busy 
intersection of Arlington Heights Road 
and Northwest Highway.

The site of the recently closed Na- 
tional Supermarket is near the location 
of the first Lutheran Home for the Aged 
and old St. Peter Lutheran Church.

Senior-citizen housing 
issue as clear as mud

Parks to get 
cash gift 
from builder

A 
tentative 
agreement 
has 
been 


reached between Simon-RG Group land 
developers and members of a village 
subcommittee on a cash donation to the 
Arlington Heights Park District. 


The Herald has learned that the parks 


will receive a cash donation of S50 per 
unit, in addition to which the Simon 
Group agreed to meet district specifica- 
tions on tennis courts and bicycle paths. 
The parks will get a direct cash gift of 
$17,400 for the development 
formerly 


known as Chelsea Square. 


Park district officials feel the Simon 


Group's action is an important step to- 
ward the village recognizing the park's 
land needs. The parks have said the vil- 
lage had allowed, in the past, sizable 
population increases through new devel- 
opments without making allowances for 
the added strain on their facilities. 


Although the park district cannot block 


final approval of the development by the 
village board, when park objections were 
voiced, the matter was referred to the 
special subcommittee. A letter to the vil- 
lage board from park district Pres. 
Charles Cronin said the district was op- 
posed to the project unless a cash dona- 
tion was made to them. 


THE 350-UNIT mixed-housing devel- 


opment has been in the works since 1970. 
The park land-cash donation squabble 
was just the latest in a series of prob- 
lems that have delayed construction of 
the multi-million-dollar development at 
III Rte. 53 and Palatine Road. 


The donation from Simon is dependent, 


however, 
upon 
the 
village 
releasing 


$9,900 to the* parks. The $9,900 is surplus 
money from grading and improvements 
of the flood control basin for the devel- 
opment. 


Simon has also offered to dedicate two 


acres surrounding the basin to the park 
district. This aspect of the deal has not

While state legislators push for passage of a rural aid bill 


insuring emergency fire and ambulance service to unincorpo- 
rated areas, Elk Grove Village officials will provide neighbor- 
ing unincorporated homes with protection on a serve-first bill- 
Inter basis. The Herald has learned. 


The plan, expected to be announced at a 2 p.m. press con- 


ference today, is in response to the death of an Elk Grove 
Township woman who was refused ambulance service by the 
village. 


In another development. The Herald learned yesterday that 


police and fire department tapes and records of the incident 
have been subpoenaed by the State's Attorney's office, which 
is investigating the incident. 


The tapes are a record of Gary Pettec's Jan. 6 calls for 


ambulance help for his dying wife. Jean. Mrs. Pettee. 3i>, 
eight months pregnant with her sixth child, died of a massive 
blood clot in her lung. Her husband's calls to the village were 
refused and referred because he had contracted for emergen- 
cy service with the Roselle Fire Protection District rather 
than Elk Grove Village. 


THE HERALD learned that village officials will pledge am- 


bulance and fire service to unincorporated areas, such as 
where the Pettecs live, whether people have contracted for it 
or not. Village President Charles Zettek yesterday said he 
would not deny the information but could not confirm it ei- 
ther. 


The announcement of service is expected to come after 


local legislators give village officials their pledge to work for 
the rural aid bill. State Sen. David Regner. R-Mount Pros- 
pect. State Rep. Donald Totten, R-Hoffman Estates, and State 
Rep. Virginia MacDonald, R-Arlington Heights, are expected 
to attend. 


Regner said "I've been informed that if the village has 


my commitment to work hard for legislation that would allow 
the townships to tax unincorporated areas and contract for 
service, they (the village) would provide that service now on 
a pay-Uiter plan. 


"NEEDLESS TO SAY, my commitment is total, It's a bill I 


first sponsored last spring. It was shelved in the Illinois 
House Committee on Counties and Townships, not on its own 
merits, but simply because it gave townships power," he 
said, 


"Obviously in light of the recent tragedy, that power could 


be a safety factor In some situations" said Regner. 


Totten said he too will pledge full support of the bill at the 


April session of the Illinois General Assembly. 


"This bill would ensure that people living in unincorporated 


areas have fire protection and it would also give townships 
the power to collect taxes necessary to contract for that ser- 
vice," he said. 


ELK GHOVE VILLAGE officials, under fire for refusing 


the ambulance call from the Pettee's rural area, will play the 
tapes of that incident for the first time at today's conference. 


Fire Chief Allen Hulett said the tapes will prove Pettee did 


not indicate a life-or-death situation when he called. Village 
President Zettek, who has refused in the past to release the 
tapes or comment on them said he will do so now, "only 
because the tapes will show we did not heartlessly turn down 
a plea to save a dying woman, as some people are charging." 


Zettek said the refusal of service was in keeping with a 


village policy to answer calls from only those people in unin- 
corporated areas who contracted for the $42 a year service 


"We did not arrive at this policy this month but have told 


people in surrounding areas for years we cannot service them 
without contract or payment because we owe our first service 
to those people of Elk Grove Village who pay for this depart- 
ment." 


ZETTEK SAID the village decision to hold a press confer- 


ence, answer all questions regarding the incident and play 
records of Pettee's calls for an ambulance "is a reluctant 
one." 


"The decision was finally arrived at because of the emo- 


tional upheaval this issue has created in the community." 


Zettek said he has refused to comment in the past, because 


he thought to do so was cruel. "Mr. Pettee has lost a wife, 
and what point is there to argue the ifs of boundaries or 
legalities,'' said Zettek. 


"If there is any good that could come out of this it should 


be that state legislators see that everyone has protection," 
he added. 


Spokesmen from the state's attorney's office have said its 


investigation is not directed at Elk Grove Village but is rath- 
er a review of the entire incident. 


STEVE PER NICK of that office said yesterday the sub- 


poenas were issued because "we are trying to find out what 
happened, 


"Once we have found out what the facts -are, we will take a 


look at the statute books, review similar cases and then see 
where we can go from there. 


"We have subpoenaed tapes and duty rosters as well as 


documents regarding ambulances and personnel — anyone on 
duty at that particular time," he continued. 


"After a review of all the facts we will make a determina- 


tion of what action will or will not be taken. 


"There is some question in my mind, based on the informa- 


tion we've received at this time, that they (Elk Grove Village 
Fire Department) were under any legal obligation to provide 
service to those people, not being under contract with them," 
he added.

Fire chief: recall decision has 'ruined my life' 


"When I recalled the ambulance I 


made a decision based on informa- 
tion I had — that decision has ruined 
my life and my reputation and sub- 
jected my family to horror," said 
Elk Grove Village Fire Chief Allen 
Hulett. 


Sleepless nights showed in the fire 


chief's 
red-rimmed 
eyes, 
as 
he 


slumped in his chair to tell a story he 
has refused to comment on since 
Jan. 6. 


"My statement would have then, 


and probably will now, sound like T 
am pointing the finger of blame at 
someone. God knows, I know how 
that feels and it,is not my intent," 
Hulett said m an interview. "My sto- 
ry will be one of facts, not excuses," 
he said.

"We were called by the police de- 


partment to answer an ambulance 
call to 277 Martha St. — convulsions 
were indicated. The equipment rolls 


immediately on an alert and while it 
was going out I recognized the ad- 
dress was not in our service area 
and recalled the units. 


"MY GOD. WHY didn't he (Gary 


Pettee) tell us his wife was dying. 
He didn't, and I made a decision that 
it was not a life or death situation. 


"Minutes later, in a second call, 


Pettee said his wife was having a 
miscarriage, still in my opinion, not 
a life-or-death situation," said Hulett. 


"I am not a doctor and I made the 


decision to transfer his pleas for help 
to the proper fire department based 
on past experience. I felt I owed the 
people in this village service before 
going out of our area. 


"My whole life and career have

Husband: 6there is no bitterness in my heart' 


"My wife and child are dead, yet 


there is no bitterness in my heart," 
said Gary Pettee, 277 Martha St., 
Elk Grove Township. 


Pettee said he believes Elk Grove 


Village Fire Chief Allen Hulett "de- 
liberately called back an ambulance 
answering my pleas for help to make 
a point." Yet, he added, "In another 
life-or-death situation, I'd make that 
same plea to Elk Grove." 


"They made a serious mistake — 


not that it would have changed any- 
thing, because I believe in the inevi- 
table," Pettee said in an interview. 


Pettee said much of the afternoon 


of his wife's death. Jan. 6, is lost in a 
blur of confusion. 


"I know I've made statements to 


news people recounting what I said 
to police and firemen but it's very 
hard to remember exactly what I 
said to everyone. All I know for sure 
is that I panicked when my wife fell 
to the floor and said she believed she 
was dying I knew I had an ambu- 
lance contract with Roselle Fire De- 
partment but Elk Grove Village was 
closer so I called them," he said. 


"SHE HAD BEEN ILL all that day 


and stayed in bed complaining of bad 
leg pains. Later she got up to go to 


the laundry room," said the father of 
five. 


"She fell and dragged herself to 


the family room screaming to me 
that she was dying," he said. 


"I had slickers on all my phones 


with the number to the Roselle Fire 
Department we contract for ambu- 
lance service with, but instead of 
calling them I called the telephone 
operator and she contacted the po- 
lice." said Pettee. 


"As my wife was struggling on the 


floor I didn't remember the years of 
bitterness, arguments or harass-

Even with talk on the energy crisis and 


how it might slow down ecological plans, 
Mrs. 
Hanlon is firm with her goals as 


chairman of the Arlington Heights Envi- 
ronmental Control Commission to "main- 
tain and preserve the environs of Arling- 
ton Heights." 


As a member she has seen the work- 


ings of the commission since its start in 
1971. Recycling stations, air pollution, in- 
cinerators and trees all at one time or 
another, have been concerns. 


But she's worried about those who 


scoffed at the activities of the commis- 
sion. 


"PEOPLE HAVE told me that tils 


ecology thing is a lot of bunk," said Mrs. 
Hanlon, who became chairman last sum- 
mer. "Yes, ecology has lost its impetus. 
I think that years ago many people 
thought it was a thing to do. There was 
sort of a panic that was involved. They 
did not look at it as a long term project. 
They wanted immediate results." 


She sees ecology as a broad subject 


with a wide range of problems especially 
in Arlington Heights. 


"The village grew very quickly and its 


difficult to deal with every single prob- 
lem," she said. "When you solve one pol- 
lution problem, you hope you won't 
create another one." 


In Arlington Heights, Mrs. Hanlon 


would like to see clean air and scenic 
parks for residents. 


"WE WOULD LIKE to not build any- 


thing on every foot of ground," she said.

"People need' an open place where 
there's something to look at besides 
houses. 


"People think of parks for children go 


to, but I'm talking of places where 
people can walk through. The senior citi- 
zen isn't going to play baseball or foot- 
ball when he's at the park. The people in 
apartments who don't 'have gardens can 
come and look at flowers." 


There's a certain amount of foresight 


that is needed in tackling problems con- 
cerning environment, she maintained. 
"Just because we once had clean air, it 
doesn't mean that we're going to contin- 
ue having it. With increased population, 
more autos, there's a possibility that the 
air will be contaminated." 


RECYCLING IN Arlington Heights, 


which has remained a low-keyed activity 
among residents, recently received a 
boost wibh the third and central recycling 
station at the municipal building. 


"It is a potential environmentally and 


economically," said Mrs. Hanlon. "It's a 
superior alternative in disposal. The 
technology's available and the market is 
increasing." 


Members of the environmental control 


commission opened the third station for 
convenience. Because of its location, 
hopefully more residents will use the fa- 
cility and thus increase the popularity of 
recycling glass and newspapers. 


MRS. 
HANLON considers herself a 


housewife with "plenty to do." She was a 
biology and chemistry major at St. 
Theresa's College in Winona, Minn., and 
once hoped to become a doctor.

WHEN CONTACTED for confirmation, 


Joseph Ash. Simon attorney, said, "the 
company has agreed to make the volun- 
tary contribution with the condition the 
village releases part of their donation

approval." 


Village Trustee Alice Harms, who is on 


the Chelsea Square subcommittee, said,

a sticky wicket." 


Mrs. Harms declined to comment of

been to save life and I don't know 
how to answer critics who call me 
callous or heartless," he said. 


"I DID WHAT I had to do and was 


instructed to do. I believe it was the 
right thing to do and am not about to 
hide behind village officials and call 
it their policy and not mine. If it had 
been only my decision, I would have 
made the same decision and that is 
to ensure that people of Elk Grove 
Village have protection first. 


"The state's attorney has re- 


quested all information about this 
horrible tragedy and that tapes of 
our calls be handed over to him for 


investigation," he said. 


"I have done so. My only hope 


now, 
is that this harrowing ordeal 


will end with hope for the people in 
unincorporated areas and that they 
somehow will all have the fire and 
ambulance protection by a state de- 
cree. 


"For me this means an end to hope 


and a career," said Hulett. 


HE IS A SHAKEN — nearly bro- 


ken man. His mail is filled with hate 
letters from people across the coun- 
try who've read stories of the Elk 
Grove incident in their local news- 
papers. Phone calls are often filled 
with threats against his life, his fam- 


ily and his home. Obscenities and 
words of hate are a part of their 
daily life. 


"For the first time in my life I am 


ashamed and embarrassed to get in 
the fire chief's car and drive through 
the village. 


"My worst anguish is to read the 


letters of hate directed at me from 
strangers in other states and people 
of this village — people who have 
heard sketchy television newscasts 
that say I turned down a husband's 
pleas for help for his dying wife.

made it quite clear that my call was 
an emergency. Because of all the 
bad feeling between us, (Elk Grove 
Village officials and people in nearby

would have called unless it was life or 
death." 


PETTEE SAID the village ambu- 


lance has made hundreds of ambu- 
lance calls into the unincorporated 
area. "On the day they refused my 
call I believe they were making a 
point. 


"I can't remember how many calls 


I made to police and fire depart-' 
ments. I'm not even sure which ones 
I called. I called again and again and 
kept running out to the road to watch 
for the Roselle Ambulance. 


"It was heartbreaking for me to 


know that the hospital was just a few 
short blocks away and the Elk Grove 
ambulance was so close and yet not 
coming," he said. 


"It took so long, my wife struggled 


and struggled for about 20 minutes 
and I think when the Roselle ambu- 
lance arrived she was not breath- 
ing," Pettee said. 


"They made a heartless decision 


they must now live with," he said. 
"All I know is I will never contract 
with them for service. I'll stay with 
Roselle — far away or not."
